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EMPLOYMENT, PAYROLLS AND AVERAGE WEEKLY EARNINGS , JANUARY 1965 


|. Summary 


The industrial composite index of employment (1949=100) declined to 129,3 at 
the end of January, 1.4 p.c. below the December figure of 131.2. As is usual between 
these months, a major part of the overall decrease occurred in trade, reflecting the 
lay-off of casual employees taken on during the Christmas season. 


The preliminary seasonally-adjusted industrial composite for January was 134.9 
up 1.0 p.c. from the revised December figure of 133.5. Virtually all major indus- 
trial divisions contributed to the marked advance. However, the most significant 
increase occurred in construction where the adjusted index rose by 4.0 p.c. 


The seasonally-adjusted industrial composite indexes of employment rose over 
the month in all provinces. The increases ranged from 0.6 p.c. in British Columbia 
to 3.5 p.c. in Prince Edward Island. The adjusted indexes for the more heavily 
populated Quebec and Ontario regions increased by 1.1 p.c. and 1.0 p.c., respectively. 


The industrial composite of average weekly wages and salaries increased $3,71 
to $89.24 at the end of January. A large rise is typical at this time since earnings 
are usually depressed in December due to short-time associated with the year-end 
holidays; in addition there were substantial lay-offs in January in the relatively 
low-paid trade division. The payroll index for January, at 270.9 was 2.8 p.c. above 
December 1964 and 10.0 p.c. above January 1964. 


Employment 


Manufacturing 


The seasonally-adjusted index for manufacturing continued to set records in 
January, rising 0.4 p.c. from December to 126.0. The previous cyclical high of 
117.9, recorded in January 1957, was surpassed in November 1963 when the index 
reached 118.3. Since that time, the adjusted index has continued to climb so that 
by January 1965 it had risen 6.9 p.c. above the previous cyclical high. 


Most of the strength in manufacturing during the past 15 months has originated 
in the durables component. For instance, between November 1963 and January 1965 the 
adjusted index for durables’ has risen from 124.2 to 135.8, a gain of 9.3 p.c. In 
contrast, the adjusted index for non-durables has risen from 113.4 to 117.9 over 
this period, a gain of 4.0 p.c. 


All components of durables shared in the expansion with particularly marked 
gains in iron and steel and transportation equipment. Some idea of the vigour in 
the durables section may be inferred from a comparison of the unadjusted indexes for 
January 1965 with those for the same month in the previous year. The relative in- 
creases over the year were wood products 1.7 p.c., iron and steel 9.6 p.c., trans- 
portation equipment 8,3 p.c., non-ferrous metals 5.8 p.c., electrical apparatus and 
supplies 6.4 p.c. and non-metallic mineral products 9,6 p.c. In non-durables, the 
movement among most components was sporadic; only rubber, paper and chemical pro- 
ducts showed sustained growth over the period.

| The advance in the seasonally-adjusted index for durable goods manufacturing 
yetween December 1964 and January 1965 resulted from improvement in all major 
industry groups. Factors accounting for the strength was the demand for construction 
aaterials associated with the accelerated activity in construction, and renewed 
>xpansion in the automobile industry following a protracted period of industrial 
lisputes. As a result of these factors, iron and steel and transportation equipment, 
which usually show little change between December and January, rose by 1.1 p.c. and 
2,0 p.c., respectively; and non-metallic mineral products, which usually declines 

x9y 3.0 p.c. or more between these months, was virtually unchanged. 


In iron and steel, there were above-average increases in fabricated and 
structural steel and iron castings. Employment was maintained at December levels in 
mitiary 4ron and steel, whereas, typically it declines at this time. In transport- 
ition equipment, employment rose substantially in the motor vehicle and parts in- 
lustries and declined less that seasonally in railroad and rolling stock equipment. 
\ircraft and parts and shipbuilding and repairing indicated some weakening. 


The seasonally-adjusted index for non-durable goods manufacturing was virtually 
mchanged in January at 117.9. Most major industry groups within the sector showed 
rariations that differed little from usual seasonal patterns. The only notable 
*xception was rubber products which advanced contra-seasonally. The pickup in this 
ndustry reflected the cessation of industrial disputes in the motor vehicle industry 
ind the subsequent return to more usual production levels. 


lon-Manufacturing Industries 


The seasonally-adjusted indexes for the goods-producing industrial divisions 
ther than manufacturing increased over the month. In forestry, the adjusted index 
mse by 4.0 p.c., making the first substantial increase in the industry since July 
964. The increase in forestry in January resulted from movements in Eastern 
anada where employment in the industry in Quebec and the Atlantic Region increased 
sontra-seasonally. An advance of 0.8 p.c. in mining resulted from gains in fuels 
here employment in oil and natural gas recorded a substantial increase; strengthening 
n coal in the Atlantic Region was offset by a reduction in British Columbia due to 
ndustrial disputes. The adjusted index for construction advanced by 4.0 p.c. in 
anuary largely as a result of incentives to encourage winter construction. 


For the service-producing industrial divisions, there were increases in the 
ndexes for transportation, storage and communication (0.5 p.c.), trade (1.4 p.c.), 
inance, insurance and real estate (0.5 p.c.) and service (1.0 p.c.). The seasonall- 
djusted index for public utility operation was unchanged in January. 


egional Employment 


The adjusted indexes for all provinces rose over the month. The increases 
mame trom 0.6 p.c. in British Coltmbia to “3/5 pvce-~in. Prince Edward Island. | The 
ost significant advances occurred in Ontario and Quebec where the adjusted indexes 
erauprby 1.0 p.c. and 1.1 p.ce, .respectively. 


In the Atlantic Region, virtually all major industrial divisions showed 
mprovement after allowances for usual seasonal movements. Strengthening was most 
arked in forestry, mining, manufacturing, trade and transportation, storage and 
ommunication, 


SEASONALLY- ADJUSTED INDEX NUMBERS OF EMPLOYMENT (1949=100),

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In Quebec, movements in forestry, construction and trade accounted for most of 
the gain. Forestry in particular was virtually unchanged between December and 
January,—although typically it-.falls by-about 13 p.c. 


Expansion in manufacturing was the major factor accounting for the advance in 
Ontario, although strengthening in trade and construction made a significant contri- 
bution. The buoyancy in manufacturing reflected strength in the iron and steel, 
transporation equipment and non-metallic mineral product industries. 


The adjusted index for the Prairie Region increased by 2,3 p.c. from December 
to January due mainly to an above-average increase in mining and a contra-seasonal 
advance in construction. In British Columbia, there were above-average increases 
in employment in manufacturing and construction and a less-than-seasonal decline in 
transportation, storage and communication, trade and service. These gains were off- 
pet to-a great extent by larger-than-seasonal decreases in forestry, and mining. 


Average Weekly Wages and Salaries 


The industrial composite of average weekly wages and salaries rose by $3.71 in 
January to $89.24, A large rise is typical in January because earnings are usually 
depressed in December due to widespread prevalence of short-time in that survey 
period. A number of factors account for the short-time: absenteeism is generally 
higher as workers attempt to combine the official holiday with the weekend holiday; 
many firms give Boxing Day as anunpaid holiday; some firms use the last week of the 
year for inventory-taking; and many construction and other firms shut down during 
the holiday week. Thus the return to more usual patterns of work in January 
results in a marked upturn in average weekly earnings. This general advance is 
further stimulated by the coincidence of extensive lay-offs of seasonal workers in 
the relatively low-paid trade division.

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NOTES 


General. —The monthly surveys of employment 
and weekly payrolls relate to all branches of the 
following industrial divisions: forestry, mining, 
manufacturing, transportation, storage and com- 
munication, construction, public utilities, trade, 
finance, insurance and real estate, and to certain 
groups of the service industry, mainly hotels, 
restaurants, laundries and dry cleaning plants, 
recreational and business services. The surveys do 
not cover firms usually employing less than 15 
persons, of which the number is very large in 
relation to their employment totals. Establishments 
reducing their staffs below this minimum are not 
necessarily removed from the mailing list. Data are 
requested for all classes of employees, irrespec- 
tive of their functions in the business; statistics 
for the owners are excluded. Employers operating 
in two or more lines of business, or in different 
provinces or cities, are asked to furnish separate 
monthly returns for their establishments in the 
different units. 


1, Coverage. — Virtual limitation of the surveys 
to firms with staffs of 15 and over results in a 
large and relatively even coverage of total em- 
ployment in the included industries in most of 
the provinces and in the urban areas. The in- 
dustrial representation, though large, is more 
uneven, the proportion of employees covered 
depending upon the organization of particular 
industries in larger or smaller units of operation. 
Complete information respecting the area and 
industry distributions of the working population 
is available only when the Decennial Censuses 
are taken, at place of residence. In 1951, data 
were not segregated for paid workers actually at 
work. Estimates of coverage that can be made are 
therefore conservative because they relate em- 
ployees of reporting firms to all paid workers with 
jobs, including those absent from work without pay 
who would not be included in the monthly statistics 
of employment and payrolls. Estimates of coverage 
according to industrial divisions for Canada and 
the provinces are given in the first columns of 
Tables 3 and 4. 


In these estimates, the Census figures for 
automobile repair have been moved from manufac- 
turing to trade, since a large proportion of such 
work is carried on in retail establishments which 
do not furnish separate data for their sales and 
repair staffs. 


In three industries (construction in Nova Scotia 
and New Brunswick, transportation in Manitoba and 
public utility operation in British Columbia) the 
provincial proportions exceed 100 p.c., due to 
classification differences between the Census and 
the monthly surveys of establishments. This situ- 
ation in construction in two provinces is probably 
due to short-term employment afforded by reporting 
highway construction establishments to workers 
whose main occupation is farming, in which they 
would be enumerated by the Census. Inclusion of 


some railway employees reported monthly in 
Manitoba, who were elsewhere enumerated in the 
Census, results in a proportion of over 100 p.c. in 
the transportation, storage and communication 
group in that province. The high figure in public 
utility operation in British Columbia is likely a 
result of inclusion of employees in that industry 
who would be shown in either construction or 
transportation by the Census. 


The following table contains provincial esti- 
mates of coverage of total wage-earners and 
salaried employees in all industries, including 
those in agriculture, government, education, 
health and other classes excluded from the monthly 
surveys, as well as paid workers in the industries 
that are included. The general estimate for Canada 
was 62 p.c.

It is important to note that the statistics of 
employees covered, as published in the monthly 
and annual reports, do not represent estimates of 
total numbers of paid workers in specified areas or 
industries, but show only the distributions of men 
and women on the staffs of the co-operating em- 
ployers in the indicated periods, including their 
full-time, part-time and casual employees. 


2, The Questionnaire used in the monthly 
surveys asks employers to state the number of 
wage-earners and salaried employees drawing pay 
in the last pay periods in the months, with their 
payroll disbursements in the same periods. The 
request for statistics for the last. pay period in 
the month only is designed to prevent duplication 


in the employment count where individuals may — 


appear on the payrolls of more than one employer 
in a period of several weeks. The workers reported 
are not necessarily employed for a period of a 
week, by any one eStablishment or by more than 
one. Workers on strike during the reported pay 
periods are not included in the statistics unless 
they draw pay from their employer; for example, 
take paid holidays during the dispute. Workers 
laid off without pay during the pay period as an 
indirect effect of industrial disputes are not 
counted as employed.

Employees and earnings are grouped according 
to the duration of their pay periods —monthly, 
semi-monthly, fortnightly, weekly, etc. Gross pay- 
rolls are requested before deductions are made 
for taxes, unemployment insurance contributions, 
etc. Overtime payments, cost-of-living allowances, 
commissions, incentive and_ production bonuses 
are included, as are payments for absences with 
pay in the reported pay periods. The statistics do 
not include employers’ contributions to unem- 
ployment insurance, workmen’s compensation 
and other welfare plans, nor do they include 
amounts paid for pensions, retirement gratuities, 
bonuses paid at irregular or infrequent intervals, 
and various other supplementary labour costs. 


3. The Processing. —Statistics of wages and 
Salaries reported for any period exceeding a week 
are reduced for tabulation purposes to one week’s 
proportion of the totals, the numerators of the 
fractions used for this purpose being 5, °6 or 7 
days, depending upon the number of days per week 
on which the establishment operated in the pay 
period; the denominators of the fractions are the 
numbers of working days in the different pay 
periods. For employees paid at annual or monthly 
rates, whose earnings are not affected by varia- 
tions in the number of working days in the month, 
fixed proportions are used to reduce the earnings 
to a weekly basis, irrespective of the length of the 
calendar month. The sums resulting from these 
various calculations are then aggregated to give 
the total amounts which would be paid for services 
rendered in one week by the employees of the co- 
operating firms. 


4. The Tabulation. — Data tabulated each month 
show the numbers of women and of workers of both 
sexes drawing pay from the establishments fur- 
nishing returns and their weekly payrolls, with 
Similar information for employees of the same 
firms a month earlier, and in the base period 
(1949). The statistics first published for each 
month are preliminary; re-tabulation of the data 
on the succeeding month’s tabulation permits in- 
corporation of revisions in the material originally 
tabulated and inclusion of returns received too 
late for the preliminary tabulation. 


5. The Index Numbers. — The index numbers of 
employment and payrolls represent the percentage 
relationships between employees of establishments 
currently furnishing data and _ their aggregate 
weekly earnings, and the corresponding 1949 
averages of these employees. The 1949 figures of 
employment and payrolls for firms which have 
since gone out of business are continued in the 
basic averages; firms or branches Opening for busi- 
ness since 1949 are tabulated with zero base 
figures. The basic averages of establishments 
which operated in 1949 but have since been added 


to the mailing list, are incorporated in the base 
figures from the date when their co-operation was 
first obtained. The index numbers of average 
weekly wages and salaries relate the average 
earnings of persons employed by the reporting firms 
at a given date to the average earnings of their 
employees in 1949. 


6. The Weekly Wages and Salaries. — The statis- 
tics of average weekly earnings result from the 
division of the aggregate weekly wages’ and 
salaries disbursed in the last pay periods in the 
month by the co-operating establishments, by the 
number of their full time and part-time employees 
in the same periods. The figures represent gross 
earnings, before deductions are made for unemploy- 
ment insurance contributions, taxes, etc. In addi- 
tion to basic wages and Salaries, the earnings 
include overtime payments, shift premiums, com- 
missions, cost-of-living, incentive and production 
bonuses, and other bonuses paid at frequent in- 
tervals. They also include amounts paid employees 
absent on leave with pay during the reported pay 
periods, i.e., during vacations, Statutory holidays, 
sick leave, etc. 


The earnings do not include the value of free 
board and lodging and other perquisites, employers’ 
contributions to welfare funds such as workmen’s 
compensation, pension, and unemployment insur- 
ance funds and_ supplementary unemployment 
benefits. Also excluded are the cost to employers 
of certain other employee benefits, such as bonuses 
paid at irregular or infrequent intervals, (e.g., 
annual bonuses), and retirement gratuities. 


The revised figures of earnings in the monthly 
reports incorporate retroactive pay for one month, 
corrections in the material originally tabulated, 
and data received too late for inclusion in the 
first tabulation; for the most part, such adjust- 
ments are not carried back for more than one 
month. 


7. Hourly Earnings.— Statistics of average hours 
and average hourly and weekly earnings of wage- 
earners for whom co-operating employers keep 
record of hours worked are contained in the monthly 
reports ‘‘Man-Hours and Hourly Earnings’’. 


8. Urban Area Statistics. — Urban area statistics 
published in the present report include data for 
establishments situated in the urban areas as 
defined in the 1956 Census Bulletin 1-6, ‘‘Popu- 
lation —Incorporated Cities, Towns and Villages,’’ 
except that the St. Catharines statistics include 
Port Colborne and Welland in addition to the 
defined urban area, Statistics given in the report . 
for urban areas not defined in the above —named 
publication include Preston with Galt.

Most of the footnotes are lists of names of industries that appear in the Standard Industrial Classification Manual. 
which are grouped under special titles in employment and payroll publications. In some industries, the group breakdown 
shown in the tables is less extensive than in the Standard Industrial Classification; figures for the omitted categories 
however, are contained in the group totals.

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EMPLOYMENT, PAYROLLS AND AVERAGE WEEKLY EARNINGS 
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FEBRUARY 1965 


Summary 


The industrial composite index of employment (1949=100) was 129.3 in February, 
virtually unchanged from January. Typically, employment declines moderately between 
January and February due to seasonal reductions in forestry, construction and trade; 
in 1965, however, employment declined much less than seasonally in forestry and con- 
struction and showed little change in trade. Other industrial divisions recorded 
movements which did not differ substantially from usual seasonal patterns. 


Seasonally adjusted, the industrial composite advanced by 0.7 p.c. from 135.0 
in January to 135.9 in February. The large advance reflected increases in the 
seasonally-adjusted indexes for all major industrial divisions except manufacturing, 
which showed a small decline. About three-quarters of the increase originated in 
forestry, construction and trade where the adjusted indexes rose by 9,3 p.c., 1.5 
p.c. and 1,6 p.c., respectively. Industrial disputes in the transportation equipment 
group produced a decline of 0.3 p.c. in the adjusted index for manufacturing. 


In all provinces, the seasonally-adjusted indexes of employment advanced over 
the month. The gains ranged from fractional increases of 0,1 p.c. in Ontario and 
Manitoba to 3.8 p.c. in Newfoundland. However, a rise of 1.4 p.c. in Quebec was of 
greatest importance because of the large labour force of that province. 


The industrial composite of average weekly wages and salaries rose by 10 cents 
in February to $89,31. The February figure was $3,57 above the same month last year. 
The payroll index, at 271.0 was unchanged from January but up 9.5 p.c. from February 
1964. 


EMPLOYMENT 


Manufacturing 


The seasonally-adjusted index for manufacturing declined from 125.7 in 
February, down 0.3 p.c. from January. The small decline resulted from movements in 
durables where the adjusted index declined by 0.7 p.c. The adjusted index for non- 
durable goods manufacturing was virtually unchanged in February. 


The February decrease in manufacturing interrupted the strong upward trend 
evident since the summer of 1964. For example, since July the adjusted index has 
risen from 121.0 to the February figure of 125.7, a gain of 3,9 p.c. During this 
period, both the durable and non-durable goods sectors of manufacturing contributed 
significantly to the expansion; however, by far, the greater share originated in 
durables. Between July 1964 and February 1965, the seasonally-adjusted index for 
durables advanced from 127.6 to 134.8, a gain of 5.6 p.c. During this same period, 
the adjusted index for the non-durables group increased from PLO out Onl owes: oe ae 
ae.

groups recorded mainly seasonal changes. In transportation equipment, motor vehicles 
showed a substantial decrease due to industrial disputes and shipbuilding and repair- 
ing increased less that seasonally. Elsewhere in the group, aircraft and parts and 
motor vehicle parts and accessories recorded seasonal changes while only railroad 
and rolling stock equipment advanced more than seasonally. 


There were offsetting movements among the various industries comprising the 
iron and steel group. Allowing for usual seasonal variations, improvement was 
indicated in agricultural implements, fabricated and structural steel, heating and 
cooking appliances and machinery. These gains were offset by an above-average 
reduction in iron castings due to industrial disputes. 


Wood products were off 0.4 p.c. in February, a typical variation for the time 
of year. Within the group, however, there were offsetting movements. Saw and 
planing mills showed virtually no change, although typically this industry advances 
by 1.0 p.c. or more in February. On the other hand, furniture products which usually 
declines at this time rose by 0.8 p.c. 


As already noted, the seasonally-adjusted index for non-durable goods manu- 
facturing was virtually unchanged in February, as almost all component industries 


recorded mainly seasonal movements. The only notable exception was food and 
beverages, which was unchanged although it usually decreases at this time; employment 
was maintained in this industry-group because the fish and vegetable canning in- 


‘dustries did not decline as is usually the case in February. 


Non-Manufacturing Industries 


The seasonally-adjusted indexes of employment for goods-producing industries 
other than manufacturing advanced in February. The gains were forestry (OL 3 pace). 
mining (1.5 p.c.), and construction (1.5 p.c.). In forestry there is some indication 
that the change may be due in part to changing seasonal patterns in Eastern Canada. 
Specifically, the amplitude of seasonality in the industry in Eastern Canada has 
been sharply reduced. The more important factors accounting for this are increased 
accessibility to the lumbering areas made possible by the construction of more and 
better roads, and increased mechanization implying a small work-force on a year 
round basis. 


The rise in mining resulted from the completion of an industrial dispute in 
coal in British Columbia and the entry of new producers in the metal mining industry 
in Ontario and Quebec. The increase in construction continued the marked expansion 
characteristic of that industry during the past six months. 


The seasonally-adjusted indexes of employment for all service divisions 
increased in February. By far the most significant advance, however, occurred in 
trade. In that division, part of the increase reflected the settlement of a major 
industrial dispute in Quebec: but even allowing for this factor, the industry showed 
great strength in most of the provinces.

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Regional Employment 


The seasonally-adjusted indexes for all regions increased over the month, The 


gains ranged from a fractional increase of 0,1 p.c. in Ontario to LS peceein cue 


Atlantic Region. 


In the Atlantic Region, employment declined much less than seasonally in 
forestry, construction and trade but recorded a below-average increase in mining. 
In Quebec, there were also smaller-than-seasonal reductions in forestry, construction 
and trade, in addition there were contra-seasonal increases in public utility opera- 
tion and transportation, storage and communication; no industrial division indicated 
any weakening. 


In Ontario, there was a contra-seasonal advance in trade and above-average 
increases in mining, service and finance, insurance and real estate. However, these 
gains were offset by a contra-seasonal decline in manufacturing resulting from in- 
dustrial disputes in the motor vehicle and iron castings industries. 


In the Prairie Region, trade showed most improvement, but there were also 
above-average increases in mining, service and finance, insurance and real estate. 
The only weakening occurred in construction where employment declined more than 
seasonally. 


In British Columbia, there were larger-than-seasonal increases in forestry, 
mining, construction, service and trade. The rather substantial increase in mining 
reflected the settlement of a major industrial dispute. 


Average Weekly Wages and Salaries 


The industrial composite of average weekly wages and salaries rose by 10 cents 
to $89.31 in February. The advance resulted from higher earnings in transportation, 
storage and communication ($1,16), public utility operation (16 cents), trade (20 
cents), finance, insurance and real estate (9 cents) and service (49 cents). There 
were declines in mining (23 cents), manufacturing (39 cents) and construction (35 
cents). The gains in transportation, storage and communication reflected increases in 
rail and water transportation of $1,84 and $2,66, respectively. 


The 39 cent decline in manufacturing was due, mainly, to a decrease of 62 cents 
in durables, combined with a reduction in the weight of that relatively highly paid 
industry. In durables, all components showed lower earnings in February, the largest 
reduction occurring in transportation equipment where average earnings fell by \ol.24s 
These downward pressures on earnings were further amplified by marked reductions in 
employment occasioned by industrial disputes in the relatively highly paid motor 
vehicles industry. 


All provinces reported higher earnings in February except Ontario. The gains 
ranged from 22 cents in Quebec to $1.52 in New Brunswick, The decrease in Ontario 
resulted from movements in manufacturing described above.

NOTES 


General. — The monthly surveys of employment 
and weekly payrolls relate to all branches of the 
following industrial divisions: forestry, mining, 
manufacturing, transportation, storage and com- 
munication, construction, public utilities, trade, 
finance, insurance and real estate, and to certain 
groups of the service industry, mainly hotels, 
restaurants, laundries and dry cleaning plants, 
recreational and business services. The surveys do 
not cover firms usually employing less than 15 
persons, of which the number is very large in 
relation to their employment totals. Establishments 
reducing their staffs below this minimum are not 
necessarily removed from the mailing list. Data are 
requested for all classes of employees, irrespec- 
tive of their functions in the business; statistics 
for the owners are excluded. Employers operating 
in two or more lines of business, or in different 
provinces or cities, are asked to furnish separate 
monthly returns for their establishments in the 
different units. 


1. Coverage. — Virtual limitation of the surveys 
to firms with staffs of 15 and over results in a 
large and relatively even coverage of total em- 
ployment in the included industries in most of 
the provinces and in the urban areas. The in- 
dustrial representation, though large, is more 
uneven, the proportion of employees covered 
depending upon the organization of particular 
industries in larger or smaller units of operation. 
Complete information respecting the area and 
industry distributions of the working population 
is available only when the Decennial Censuses 
are taken, at place of residence. In 1951, data 
were not segregated for paid workers actually at 
work. Estimates of coverage that can be made are 
therefore conservative because they relate em- 
ployees of reporting firms to all paid workers with 
jobs, including those absent from work without pay 
who would not be included in the monthly statistics 
of employment and payrolls. Estimates of coverage 
according to industrial divisions for Canada and 
the provinces are given in the first columns of 
Tables 3 and 4. 


In these estimates, the Census figures for 
automobile repair have been moved from manufac- 
turing to trade, since a large proportion of such 
work is carried on in retail establishments which 
do not furnish separate data for their sales and 
repair staffs. 


In three industries (construction in Nova Scotia 
and New Brunswick, transportation in Manitoba and 
public utility operation in British Columbia) the 
provincial proportions exceed 100 p.c., due to 
Classification differences between the Census and 
the monthly surveys of establishments. This situ- 
ation in construction in two provinces is probably 
due to short-term employment afforded by reporting 
highway construction establishments to workers 
whose main occupation is farming, in which they 
would be enumerated by the Census. Inclusion of 


some railway employees reported monthly in 
Manitoba, who were elsewhere enumerated in the 
Census, results in a proportion of over 100 p.c. in 
the transportation, storage and communication 
group in that province. The high figure in public 
utility operation in British Columbia is likely a 
result of inclusion of employees in that industry 
who would be shown in either construction or 
transportation by the Census. 


The following table contains provincial esti- 
mates of coverage of total wage-earners and 
salaried employees in all industries, including 
those in agriculture, government, education, 
health and other classes excluded from the monthly 
surveys, aS well as paid workers in the industries 
that are included. The general estimate for Canada 
was 62 p.c.

It is important to note that the statistics of 
employees covered, as published in the monthly 
and annual reports, do not represent estimates of 
total numbers of paid workers in specified areas or 
industries, but show only the distributions of men 
and women on the staffs of the co-operating em- 
ployers in the indicated periods, including their 
full-time, part-time and casual employees. 


2. The Questionnaire used in the monthly 
surveys asks employers to state the number of 
wage-earners and salaried employees drawing pay 
in the last pay periods in the months, with their 
payroll disbursements in the same periods. The 
request for statistics for the last pay period in 
the month only is designed to prevent duplication 
in the employment count where individuals may 
appear on the payrolls of more than one employer 
in a period of several weeks. The workers reported 
are not necessarily employed for a period of a 
week, by any one establishment or by more than 
one. Workers on strike during the reported pay 
periods are not included in the statistics unless 
they draw pay from their employer; for example, 
take paid holidays during the dispute. Workers 
laid off without pay during the pay period as an 
indirect effect of industrial disputes are not 
counted as employed, 


Employees and earnings are grouped according 
to the duration of their pay periods —monthly, 
semi-monthly, fortnightly, weekly, etc. Gross pay- 
rolls are requested before deductions are made 
for taxes, unemployment insurance contributions, 
etc. Overtime payments, cost-of-living allowances, 
commissions, incentive and production bonuses 
are included, as are payments for absences with 
pay in the reported pay periods. The statistics do 
not include employers’ contributions to unem- 
ployment insurance, workmen’s compensation 
and other welfare plans, nor do they include 
amounts paid for pensions, retirement gratuities, 
bonuses paid at irregular or infrequent intervals, 
and various other supplementary labour costs. 


3. The Processing.—Statistics of wages and 
salaries reported for any period exceeding a week 
are reduced for tabulation purposes to one week’s 
proportion of the totals, the numerators of the 
fractions used for this purpose being 5, 6 or 7 
days, depending upon the number of days per week 
on which the establishment operated in the pay 
period; the denominators of the fractions are the 
numbers of working days in the different pay 
periods. For employees paid at annual or monthly 
rates, whose earnings are not affected by varia- 
tions in the number of working days in the month, 
fixed proportions are used to reduce the earnings 
to a weekly basis, irrespective of the length of the 
calendar month. The sums resulting from these 
various calculations are then aggregated to give 
the total amounts which would be paid for services 
rendered in one week by the employees of the co- 
operating firms. 


4. The Tabulation. — Data tabulated each month 
show the numbers of women and of workers of both 
sexes drawing pay from the establishments fur- 
nishing returns and their weekly payrolls, with 
similar information for employees of the same 
firms a month earlier, and in the base period 
(1949). The statistics first published for each 
month are preliminary; re-tabulation of the data 
on the succeeding month’s tabulation permits in- 
corporation of revisions in the material originally 
tabulated and inclusion of returns received too 
late for the preliminary tabulation. 


5. The Index Numbers. — The index numbers of 
employment and payrolls represent the percentage 
relationships between employees of establishments 
currently furnishing data and their aggregate 
weekly -earnings, and the corresponding 1949 
averages of these employees. The 1949 figures of 
employment and payrolls for firms which have 
since gone out of business are continued in the 
basic averages; firms or branches opening for busi- 
ness since 1949 are tabulated with zero base 
figures. The basic averages of establishments 
which operated in 1949 but have since been added 


to the mailing list, are incorporated in the base 
figures from the date when their co-operation was 
first obtained. The index numbers of average 
weekly wages and salaries relate the average 
earnings of persons employed by the reporting firms 
at a given date to the average earnings of their 
employees in 1949. 


6. The Weekly Wages and Salaries. — The statis- 
tics of average weekly earnings result from the 
division of the aggregate weekly wages and 
salaries disbursed in the last pay periods in the 
month by the co-operating establishments, by the 
number of their full time and part-time employees 
in the same periods. The figures represent gross 
earnings, before deductions are made for unemploy- 
ment insurance contributions, taxes, etc. In addi- 
tion to basic wages and salaries, the earnings 
include overtime payments, shift premiums, com- 
missions, cost-of-living, incentive and production 
bonuses, and other bonuses paid at frequent in- 
tervals. They also include amounts paid employees 
absent on leave with pay during the reported pay 
periods, i.e., during vacations, statutory holidays, 
sick leave, etc. 


The earnings do not include the value of free 
board and lodging and other perquisites, employers’ 
contributions to welfare funds such as workmen’s 
compensation, pension, and unemployment insur- 
ance funds and supplementary unemployment 
benefits. Also excluded are the cost to employers 
of certain other employee benefits, such as bonuses 
paid at irregular or infrequent intervals, (e.g., 
annual bonuses), and retirement gratuities. 


The revised figures of earnings in the monthly 
reports incorporate retroactive pay for one month, 
corrections in the material originally tabulated, 
and data received too late for inclusion in the 
first tabulation; for the most part, such adjust- 
ments are not carried back for more than one 
month. 


7. Hourly Earnings.— Statistics of average hours 
and average hourly and weekly earnings of wage- 
earners for whom co-operating employers keep 
record of hours worked are contained in the monthly 
reports ‘‘Man-Hours and Hourly Earnings’’. 


8. Urban Area Statistics. — Urban area statistics 
published in the present report include data for 
establishments situated in the urban areas as 
defined in the 1956 Census Bulletin 1-6, ‘‘Popu- 
lation —Incorporated Cities, Towns and Villages,”’ 
except that the St. Catharines statistics include 
Port Colborne and Welland in addition to the 
defined urban area. Statistics given in the report 
for urban areas not defined in the above —named 
publication include Preston with Galt. 
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FOOTNOTES 


Most of the footnotes are lists of names of industries that appear in the Standard Industrial Classification Manual 
which are grouped under special titles in employment and payroll publications. In some industries, the group breakdown 
shown in the tables is less extensive than in the Standard Industrial Classification; figures for the omitted categories 
however, are contained in the group totals. 

(a) Gold mining includes alluvial gold mining; auriferous quartz mining. 


(b) Other metal mining includes copper-gold-silver mining; iron mining; nickel-copper mining; silver-cobalt mining; 
silver-lead-zinc mining; miscellaneous metal mining. 


(c) Non-metal mining includes non-metal mining; quarrying, clay and sand pits. 

(d) Other beverages includes carbonated beverages; wines. 

(f) Other leather products includes leather gloves and mittens; leather tanneries; miscellaneous leather products. 
(g) Saw and planing mills includes plywood and veneer mills; sash, door and planing mills; sawmills. 

(h) Other wood products includes boxes and baskets (wood); morticians’ goods; miscellaneous wood products. 

(i) Other paper products includes paper boxes and bags; roofing papers; miscellaneous paper products. 

(j) Machinery manufacturing includes household, office and store machinery; machine tools; machinery, n.e.c. 


(k) Non-metallic mineral products includes abrasive products; asbestos products; cement, hydraulic; clay products; 
glass and glass products; lime and gypsum products; stone products; concrete products; miscellaneous non- 
metallic mineral products. 


(1) Other chemical products includes explosives, ammunition and pyrotechnics; fertilizers; paints and varnishes;

(m) Building includes buildings and structures; special trade contractors. General engineering includes other con- 
struction, other than highways, bridges and streets.

(0) Electric and motor transportation includes bus and coach transportation-interurban; urban and suburban transpor- 
tation systems; taxicab; truck transportation; services incidental to transportation; other transportation.

(q) Other public utilities includes gas manufacture and distribution; water and sanitary services; other public 
utilities.

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EMPLOYMENT, PAYROLLS AND AVERAGE WEEKLY EARNINGS 


7 MARCH 1965 


Summary 


The industrial composite index of employment (1949 = 100) was 130.6 at the end 
of March, up 0.8 p.c. from the February figure of 129.5. The February-to-March 
advance was above average; typically, employment shows a small rise between these 
-months as increases in a number of major industrial divisions tend to be offset by 
substantial reductions in forestry. In 1965, however, there was an above-average 
increase in manufacturing while forestry declines less than seasonally. 


Seasonally-adjusted, the industrial composite increased from 136,0 in February 
to 137.0 in March. Nearly all major industrial divisions shared in this advance, 
with the largest relative gains being recorded in forestry, mining and manufacturing. 


Provincially, the seasonally-adjusted industrial composite indexes of employ- 
ment for Newfoundland, Nova Scotia, Quebec, Ontario and British Columbia increased 
over the month. The gains in these areas more than offset losses in other provinces. 


The industrial composite of average weekly wages and salaries was $90.17 in 
March, up 87 cents from February. The latest per capita figure was $4,90 above the 
March 1964 figure of $85.27. The payroll index at the end of March was 276.5, up 
fo p.c. from February ‘and 11,9 p.c.° from the March 1964 figure of 247.2. 


EMPLOYMENT 


Goods Producing Industrial Divisions 


Manufacturing 


The seasonally-adjusted index for manufacturing resumed its upward movement in 
March after levelling from January-to-February. The March index, at 127.0, was 0.9 
p.c. above the February index of 125.9. The latest increase reflected an advance of 
1.8 p.c. in durables. The March index for non-durables, at 118.2, was virtually 
unchanged from February. 


Since the current expansion began in the spring of 1961, the manufacturing 
division has recorded substantial gains, rising 18.4 p.c. from 107.3 in March 1961 
to the current March level of 127.0. The previous cyclical high for the division 

_had been 117.9 which was reached in January 1957. This level was surpassed in the 
current expansion in November 1963 when the index climbed to 118.3. Since that time 

the adjusted index has moved at an even greater rate of advance so that the March 
1965 level of 127,0 is 7.4 p.c. above the previous cyclical high. 


Both major components of manufacturing have shared in the expansion, with 
durables making the greater contribution. Over the four-year period, the adjusted- 
index for durables rose 26,8 p.c. from 108.4 to 137.5, while the adjusted index for 
-non-durables rose 11,1 p.c. from 106.4 to 118,2

The February-to-March increase in the seasonally-adjusted index for durable 


goods manufacturing was due in large part to above-average increases in iron and 


* 


steel and transportation equipment. In iron and steel, there was a marked rise in 
iron castings following settlement of a major industrial dispute; in addition, 

heating and cooking appliances, machinery and sheet metal products recorded advances 
that were above the seasonal average. In transportation equipment, there were larger- 
than-seasonal increases in motor vehicles, railroad and rolling stock equipment and 


shipbuilding and repairing. In motor vehicles, the large increase resulted from the 


settlement of a major industrial dispute. In railroad and rolling stock equipment, 
employment rose substantially in the Atlantic Region following a marked decrease in 
February due to shortages of materials. 


The adjusted index for non-durable goods manufacturing was virtually unchanged 
in March as most components recorded gains that differed little from usual seasonal 
variations. Increases in textile, chemical and paper products were somewhat larger 
than average for the time of year indicating that these industries were continuing 
the mild expansion that has been evident for several months. The only weakening was 
tobacco products where employment declined more than seasonally. 


Other Goods Producing Industrial Division 


The seasonally-adjusted indexes of employment for forestry and mining increased 
from February-to-March while the index for construction was unchanged. In forestry, 
an increase of 16.7 p.c. reflected movements in Eastern Canada, particularly in 
Quebec. Thus increased mechanization coupled with greater accessibility to logging 
sites are gradually changing logging from a seasonal to a year-round activity, there- 
by greatly reducing the amplitude of the seasonal swing in employment. 


In mining, an increase of 1,2 p.c. reflected movements in coal mining, in Nova 
Scotia. In recent years many mines in the province have been laying off workers in 
March. So far in 1965 this seasonal reduction has not occurred. 


In construction, a larger-than-seasonal increase in highway, bridge and street 
construction was balanced by a less-than-seasonal advance in building and general 
engineering. The latter component has shown great strength since the summer of 1964, 
During that period demand for both residential and non-residential construction has 
been stimulated by rapidly rising incomes and by direct government action to encou- 
rage winter construction. Thus the rather moderate rise from February-to-March is 
evidence of unusually high levels of employment during the past winter rather than 
of a fundamental change in underlying demand conditions. 


Service Producing Industrial Divisions 


There was very little movement in the adjusted indexes for the service- 
producing industrial divisions from February-to-March, There were small increases 
for transportation, storage and communication (0.2 p.c.), public utility operation 
(0.3 p.c.), finance, insurance and real estate (0.5 p.c.) and service (0.3 p.c.) 
and a decrease in trade (0,2 p.c.). 


Regional Employment 


The adjusted indexes for all regions except the Prairie Region advanced in 
March. The increases ranged from 0.5 p.c. in British Columbia to 1,2 p.c. in the 
Atlantic Region. In the Prairie Region, the seasonally adjusted industrial com- 
posite declined by 0.6 p.c. 


SEASONALLY-ADJUSTED INDEX NUMBERS OF EMPLOYMENT (1949=100), 
CANADA INDUSTRIAL COMPOSITE AND MAJOR INDUSTRIAL DIVISIONS 
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In the Atlantic Region, the improvement was centered in Newfoundland and Nova 
cotia, where the seasonally-adjusted industrial composites advanced by 1.0 p.c. and 
14 p.c., respectively. Industrially, in the Region, the main strength continued to 
in the goods-producing divisions. 


In Quebec, the adjusted index advanced by 0.9 p.c. in March, due almost entirely 
Fo a substantially smaller-than-seasonal decline in forestry and an above-average 
increase in construction. In Ontario, the adjusted index rose by 0.8 p.c. as employ- 
ment picked up in manufacturing following settlement of major industrial disputes 

in motor vehicles and iron castings. There was also some improvement in forestry as 
Fhe February-to-March decrease was well below the average for that time of year. 

fhe only weakening occured in construction where employment rose less than seasonally. 


The seasonally-adjusted indexes for all Prairie Provinces declined. The 
decreases were Manitoba (0.8 p.c.), Saskatchewan (0.9 p.c.) and Alberta (0.2 p.c.). 
Industrially, the weakening was located in the construction industry where employment 
declined by 2.9 p.c. although typically it rises by about 2.5 p.c. in March. 


In British Columbia, there were above-average increases in manufacturing, 
Forestry, construction and mining. However, these gains were offset to some extent 
by a smaller-than-seasonal increase in trade. 


AVERAGE WEEKLY WAGES AND SALARIES 


The industrial composite of average weekly wages and salaries rose by 87 cents 
in March to $90.17. The substantial increase was due in large part to an advance of 
$1.99 in manufacturing associated with the settlement of major industrial disputes 
in motor vehicles and iron castings. In addition to manufacturing, most other 
divisions reported higher earnings in March. The gains ranged from 19 cents in 
trade to $1.79 in forestry. 


Both durable and non-durable goods manufacturing reported higher earnings in 
March, the gains being $3.12 and 72 cents, respectively. In durables, weekly wages 
and salaries rose in all component industries except wood products, which declined 
by 84 cents. Transportation equipment led with $8.42 cents followed by iron and 
steel ($2.63), electrical apparatus and supplies ($1.91), non-ferrous metal products 
(93 cents) and non-metallic mineral products (18 cents). In transportation equip- 
ment, all component industries reported higher earnings but the major contribution 
was made in the relatively highly-paid motor vehicle industry where earnings rose by 
some $17.92 and employment increased by 17.1 p.c. In iron and steel the gain 
-eflected increases of $2.00 or more in agricultural implements, hardware and tools, 
sheet metal products, iron castings and primary iron and steel. 


In non-durables, all component industries reported higher earnings in March 
sxcept rubber and petroleum products which were virtually unchanged. Gains of $1.00 
or more were reported in tobacco products ($5.88), textile products (S423), and 
miscellaneous manufacturing industries ($1.25). The large increase in tobacco pro- 
ducts resulted from the laying off of lower paid casual workers who were taken on 
during the winter to carry out the initial processing of raw tobacco. 


All provinces reported lower earnings in March except Nova Scotia (94 cents), 
Quebec (59 cents) and Ontario ($2.03). The large increase in Ontario was due, mainly, 
Fo the settlement of the major industrial disputes referred to above. The gains in 
the three provinces were large enough to more than offset losses in the remaining 
drovinces which ranged from 43 cents in New Brunswick to $1.52 in Saskatchewan.

NOTES 


General. — The monthly surveys of employment 
and weekly payrolls relate to all branches of the 
following industrial divisions: forestry, mining, 
manufacturing, transportation, storage and com- 
munication, construction, public utilities, trade, 
finance, insurance and real estate, and to certain 
groups of the service industry, mainly hotels, 
restaurants, laundries and dry cleaning plants, 
recreational and business services. The surveys do 
not cover firms usually employing less than 15 
persons, of which the number is very large in 
relation to their employment totals. Establishments 
reducing their staffs below this minimum are not 
necessarily removed from the mailing list. Data are 
requested for all classes of employees, irrespec- 
tive of their functions in the business; statistics 
for the owners are excluded. Employers operating 
in two or more lines of business, or in different 
provinces or cities, are asked to furnish separate 
monthly returns for their establishments in the 
different units. 


1. Coverage. — Virtual limitation of the surveys 
to firms with staffs of 15 and over results in a 
large and relatively even coverage of total em- 
ployment in the included industries in most of 
the provinces and in the urban areas. The in- 
dustrial representation, though large, is more 
uneven, the proportion of employees covered 
depending upon the organization of particular 
industries in larger or smaller units of operation. 
Complete information respecting the area and 
industry distributions of the working population 
is available only when the Decennial Censuses 
are taken, at place of residence. In 1951, data 
were not segregated for paid workers actually at 
work. Estimates of coverage that can be made are 
therefore conservative because they relate em- 
ployees of reporting firms to all paid workers with 
jobs, including those absent from work without pay 
who would not be included in the monthly statistics 
of employment and payrolls. Estimates of coverage 
according to industrial divisions for Canada and 
the provinces are given in the first columns of 
Tables 3 and 4. 


In these estimates, the Census figures for 
automobile repair have been moved from manufac- 
turing to trade, since a large proportion of such 
work is carried on in retail establishments which 
do not furnish separate data for their sales and 
repair staffs. 


In three industries (construction in Nova Scotia 
and New Brunswick, transportation in Manitoba and 
public utility operation in British Columbia) the 
provincial proportions exceed 100 p.c., due to 
classification differences between the Census and 
the monthly surveys of establishments. This situ- 
ation in construction in two provinces is probably 
due to short-term employment afforded by reporting 
highway construction establishments to workers 
whose main occupation is farming, in which they 
would be enumerated by the Census. Inclusion of 


some railway employees reported monthly in 
Manitoba, who were elsewhere enumerated in the 
Census, results in a proportion of over 100 p.c. in 
the transportation, storage and communication 
group in that province. The high figure in public 
utility operation in British Columbia is likely a 
result of inclusion of employees in that industry 
who would be shown in either construction or 
transportation by the Census. 


The following table contains provincial esti- 
mates of coverage of total wage-earners and 
salaried employees in all industries, including 
those in agriculture, government, education, 
health and other classes excluded from the monthly 
surveys, aS well as paid workers in the industries 
that are included. The general estimate for Canada 
was 62 p.c.

It is important to note that the statistics of 
employees covered, as published in the monthly 
and annual reports, do not represent estimates of 
total numbers of paid workers in specified areas or 
industries, but show only the distributions of men 
and women on the staffs of the co-operating em- 
ployers in the indicated periods, including their 
full-time, part-time and casual employees. 


2. The Questionnaire used in the monthly 
surveys asks employers to state the number of 
wage-earners and salaried employees drawing pay 
in the last pay periods in the months, with their 
payroll disbursements in the same periods. The 
request for statistics for the last pay period in 
the month only is designed to prevent duplication 
in the employment count where individuals may 
appear on the payrolls of more than one employer 
in a period of several weeks. The workers reported 
are not necessarily employed for a period of a 
week, by any one establishment or by, more than 
one. Workers on strike during the reported pay 
periods are not included in the statistics unless 
they draw pay from their employer; for example, 
take paid holidays during the dispute. Workers 
laid off without pay during the pay period as an 
indirect effect of industrial disputes are not 
counted as employed. 


———— 


Employees and earnings are grouped according 
to the duration of their pay periods —monthly, 
semi-monthly, fortnightly, weekly, etc. Gross pay- 
rolls are requested before deductions are made 
for taxes, unemployment insurance contributions, 
etc. Overtime payments, cost-of-living allowances, 
commissions, incentive and production bonuses 
are included, as are payments for absences with 
pay in the reported pay periods. The statistics do 
not include employers’ contributions to unem- 
ployment insurance, workmen’s compensation 
and other welfare plans, nor do they include 
amounts paid for pensions, retirement gratuities, 
bonuses paid at irregular or infrequent intervals, 
and various other supplementary labour costs. 


3. The Processing.—Statistics of wages and 
salaries reported for any period exceeding a week 
are reduced for tabulation purposes to one week’s 
proportion of the totals, the numerators of the 
fractions used for this purpose being 5, 6 or 7 
days, depending upon the number of days per week 
on which the establishment operated in the pay 
period; the denominators of the fractions are the 
numbers of working days in the different pay 
periods. For employees paid at annual or monthly 
rates, whose earnings are not affected by varia- 
tions in the number of working days in the month, 
fixed proportions are used to reduce the earnings 
to a weekly basis, irrespective of the length of the 
calendar month. The sums resulting from these 
various calculations are then aggregated to give 
the total amounts which would be paid for services 
rendered in one week by the employees of the co- 
operating firms. 


4. The Tabulation. — Data tabulated each month 
show the numbers of women and of workers of both 
sexes drawing pay from the establishments fur- 
nishing returns and their weekly payrolls, with 
Similar information for employees of the same 
firms a month earlier, and in the base period 
(1949). The statistics first published for each 
month are preliminary; re-tabulation of the data 
on the succeeding month’s tabulation permits in- 
corporation of revisions in the material originally 
tabulated and inclusion of returns received too 
late for the preliminary tabulation. 


5. The Index Numbers. — The index numbers of 
employment and payrolls represent the percentage 
relationships between employees of establishments 
currently furnishing data and their aggregate 
weekly earnings, and the corresponding 1949 
averages of these employees. The 1949 figures of 
employment and payrolls for firms which have 
since gone out of business are continued in the 
basic averages; firms or branches opening for busi- 
ness since 1949 are tabulated with zero base 
figures. The basic averages of establishments 
which operated in 1949 but have since been added 


to the mailing list, are incorporated in the base 
figures from the date when their co-operation was 
first obtained. The index numbers of average 
weekly wages and salaries relate the average 
earnings of persons employed by the reporting firms 
at a given date to the average earnings of their 
employees in 1949. 


6. The Weekly Wages and Salaries. — The statis- 
tics of average weekly earnings result from the 
division of the aggregate weekly wages and 
salaries disbursed in the last pay periods in the 
month by the co-operating establishments, by the 
number of their full time and part-time employees 
in the same periods. The figures represent gross 
earnings, before deductions are made for unemploy- 
ment insurance contributions, taxes, etc. In addi- 
tion to basic wages and salaries, the earnings 
include overtime payments, shift premiums, com- 
missions, cost-of-living, incentive and production 
bonuses, and other bonuses paid at frequent in- 
tervals. They also include amounts paid employees 
absent on leave with pay during the reported pay 
periods, i.e., during vacations, statutory holidays, 
sick leave, etc. 


The earnings do not include the value of free 
board and lodging and other perquisites, employers’ 
contributions to welfare funds such as workmen’s 
compensation, pension, and unemployment insur- 
ance funds and supplementary unemployment 
benefits. Also excluded are the cost to employers 
of certain other employee benefits, such as bonuses 
paid at irregular or infrequent intervals, (e.g., 
annual bonuses), and retirement gratuities. 


The revised figures of earnings in the monthly 
reports incorporate retroactive pay for one month, 
corrections in the material originally tabulated, 
and data received too late for inclusion in the 
first tabulation; for the most part, such adjust- 
ments are not carried back for more than one 
month. 


7. Hourly Earnings.— Statistics of average hours 
and average hourly and weekly earnings of wage- 
earners for whom co-operating employers keep 
record of hours worked are contained in the monthly 
reports ‘‘Man-Hours and Hourly Earnings’’. 


8. Urban Area Statistics. — Urban area statistics 
published in the present report include data for 
establishments situated in the urban areas as 
defined in the 1956 Census Bulletin 1-6, ‘‘Popu- 
lation —Incorporated Cities, Towns and Villages,’’ 
except that the St. Catharines statistics include 
Port Colborne and Welland in addition to the 
defined urban area. Statistics given in the report 
for urban areas not defined in the above —named 
publication include Preston with Galt. 
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FOOTNOTES 


Most of the footnotes are lists of names of industries that appear in the Standard Industrial Classification Manual. 
which are grouped under special titles in employment and payroll publications. In some industries, the group breakdown 
shown in the tables is less extensive than in the Standard Industrial Classification; figures for the omitted categories 
however, are contained in the group totals. 

(a) Gold mining includes alluvial gold mining; auriferous quartz mining. 


(b) Other metal mining includes copper-gold-silver mining; iron mining; nickel-copper mining; silver-cobalt mining; 
silver-lead-zinc mining; miscellaneous metal mining. 


(c) Non-metal mining includes non-metal mining; quarrying, clay and sand pits. 

(d) Other beverages includes carbonated beverages; wines, 

(f) Other leather products includes leather gloves and mittens; leather tanneries; miscellaneous leather products. 
(g) Saw and planing mills includes plywood and veneer mills; sash, door and planing mills; sawmills. 

(h) Other wood products includes boxes and baskets (wood); morticians’ goods; miscellaneous wood products. 

(i) Other paper products includes paper boxes and bags; roofing papers; miscellaneous paper products. 

(j) Machinery manufacturing includes household, office and store machinery; machine tools; machinery, n.e.c. 


(k) Non-metallic mineral products includes abrasive products; asbestos products; cement, hydraulic; clay products; 
glass and glass products; lime and gypsum products; stone products; concrete products; miscellaneous non- 
metallic mineral products. 


(1) Other chemical products includes explosives, ammunition and pyrotechnics; fertilizers; paints and varnishes; 
soaps, washing and cleaning compounds; toilet preparations; vegetable oil mills; primary plastics; miscel- 
laneous chemical and allied products. 


(m) Building includes buildings and structures; special trade contractors. General engineering includes other con- 
struction, other than highways, bridges and streets. 


(n) Water transportation includes water transportation; services incidental to water transportation. 


(0) Electric and motor transportation includes bus and coach transportation-interurban; urban and suburban transpor- 
tation systems; taxicab; truck transportation; services incidental to transportation; other transportation. 


(p) Urban and interurban transportation includes bus and coach transportation-interurban; urban and Suburban trans- 
portation systems. 


(q) Other public utilities includes gas manufacture and distribution; water and sanitary services; other public 
utilities. 


(tr) Industrial Machinery includes machine tools; machinery, n.e.c. 


(s) The Northwest Territories with the exception of Baffin Island are included in Alberta. Baffin Island is included 
in Quebec. The Yukon Territories is included in British Columbia. 


(t) Synthetic textiles and silk includes synthetic filament yarn and staple fibre; spun yarn and fabric. 


(u) Durable goods n:anufacturing includes wood, iron and steel, transportation equipment, non-ferrous metal, elec- 
trical apparatus and supplies and non-metallic minerals. The non-durable group includes the remaining manu- 
facturing industries. 


(v) Service includes hotels, restaurants, laundries, dry cleaning plants, business, recreational services and miscel- 
laneous services. Government, community and health services are not covered. 


(w) Estimates of coverage are based on comparisons of data for 1951 with Population Census Statistics. For details, 
see notes on page i.

EMPLOYMENT, PAYROLLS AND AVERAGE WEEKLY EARNINGS, APRIL 1965 
Summary 


The industrial composite index of employment (1949=100) was 131.8 in April, 

up 0.7 p.c. from the March index of 130.9. Typically, construction, transportation, 
storage and communication and service showed marked increases although the rise in 
construction was much less than is usual for the time of year. Forestry and mining 
recorded marked reductions; the decrease in forestry reflected the completion of the 
winter cut in Eastern Canada, while the reduction in mining resulted from the usual 
cut-backs in oil and gas drilling in Western Canada due to road bans associated with 
spring thaw. 


The seasonally-adjusted industrial composite for April, at 136.6, was virtually 
unchanged from March as movements in the major industrial divisions were offsetting. 
Increases in forestry (4.7 p.c.), trade (1.4 p.c.) and service (1.0 p.c.) were 
balanced by a reduction in construction of (3.3 p.c.). 


The industrial composite of average weekly wages and salaries rose 31 cents 
in April to $90.53. The latest figure was $4.20 above the April 1964 per capita 
figure of $86.33, The payroll index for April, at 280.1, was 1.0 p.c. above March 
1965 and 11.1 p.c. above April 1964. 


Manufacturing 
Goods - Producing Industrial Divisions 
Manufacturing: 


The seasonally-adjusted index for manufacturing declined 0.2 p.c. in April to 
126.4. Both major components were down slightly, the seasonally-adjusted index for 
durables by 0.4 p.c. to 136.3 and the adjusted index for non-durables by 0.2 p.c. 
fo 118.1, 


In durables, the decrease reflected the occurrence of major industrial disputes 
in transportation equipment, iron and steel and non-ferrous metal products which 
altogether involved over 5,000 workers. The transportation equipment group was hit 
hardest by industrial disputes; in that group, employment in aircraft and parts fell 
by 10.5% as over 3,000 aircraft factory employees in Montreal went on strike. 


In transportation equipment, losses due to the strike were reinforced by a 
contra-seasonal reduction in shipbuilding and repairing. However, the decreases in 
these two industries were offset to a large extent by above-average increases in the 
motor vehicle and motor vehicle parts and accessories industries where production 
Was recovering ground lost recently as a result of a series of prolonged industrial 
disputes. 


Industrial disputes had a relatively mild effect on the iron and steel group, 
involving only about 600 employees in the heating and cooking appliances industry;

the below-average advance for the iron and steel group also reflected a smaller-than- 
seasonal increase in primary iron and steel. Only sheet metal products, with a 
larger-than-seasonal increase in April, showed definite improvement. 


A larger-than-seasonal decline in non-ferrous metals was brought about by an 
industrial dispute in the brass products industry. This latest setback accentuated 
a slackening that had been taking place in the industry since January. 


In non-durables, employment rose contra-seasonally in textile products and 
miscellaneous manufacturing industries. These gains were outweighed by larger-than- 
seasonal reductions in tobacco, leather and clothing, and a contra-seasonal decline 
in petroleum. 


Other Goods - Producing Industrial Divisions 


The seasonally-adjusted index for forestry increased by 4.7 p.c. from March 
to April as decreases in Eastern Canada were much smaller than seasonal. There was 
virtually no change in the adjusted index for mining as all components recorded 
seasonal reductions. The adjusted index for construction declined by 3.3 p.c. due, 
in large part, to a smaller-than-seasonal increase in highway, bridge and street 
construction. 


Service - Producing Industrial Divisions 


Among the service - producing industrial divisions, the seasonally-adjusted 
indexes of employment for trade, service and finance, insurance and real estate 
advanced over the month. Trade showed the greatest relative increase as the re- 
tailing component rose substantially more than seasonally. The adjusted indexes 
for public utility operation and transportation, storage and communication declined 
in April; the decrease in the latter was due primarily to a contra-seasonal decline 
in the railway component. 


Regional Employment 


The seasonally-adjusted industrial composites for Ontario and British Columbia 
recorded small gains from March to April but these were balanced by a decrease in 
Quebec. The adjusted indexes for the Atlantic and Prairie Regions were virtually 
unchanged over the month. 


In the Atlantic Region, employment rose more than seasonally in manufacturing 
and forestry. However, this improvement was offset by below-average increases in 
mining and construction and a larger-than-seasonal decline in transportation, 
storage and communication. 


The seasonally-adjusted index of employment for Quebec declined from 136.4 to 
136.1 due to movements in manufacturing and construction. In manufacturing, employ- 
ment declined more than seasonally following a major industrial dispute in the air- 
craft industry; in construction, there was a below-average increase in highway, 
bridge and street construction. Losses due to these industries were partly balanced 
by a smaller-than-seasonal decrease in forestry and an above-average increase in 
service, 


SEASONALLY-ADJUSTED INDEX NUMBERS OF EMPLOYMENT (1949=100), 
CANADA INDUSTRIAL COMPOSITE AND MAJOR INDUSTRIAL DIVISIONS 
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The seasonally-adjusted index for Ontario rose from 138.8 to 139.2 from March 
to April. The gain resulted from improvement in manufacturing and forestry. Only 
construction indicated some weakening, advancing by 4.1 p.c. in April, whereas it 
typically rises by about 6 p.c. at this time. 


The adjusted index for the Prairie Region slipped to 144.7 in April from a 
March level of 144.9. In this region, there were above-average increases in trade 
but these were outweighed by a below-average increase in construction. 


The seasonally-adjusted industrial composite for British Columbia rose moder- 
ately from 132.6 in March to 133.3 in April. The increase was due, mainly, to a 
contra-seasonal increase in trade where employment rose by 2.3 p.c., whereas, 
typically, it declines by 0.8 p.c. at this time. 


Average Weekly Wages and Salaries 


The industrial composite of average weekly wages and salaries rose by 31 cents 
in April to $90.53. The increase reflected gains in all major industrial divisions 
except forestry and mining. There were advances of over $1.00 in finance, insurance 
and real estate and in transportation, storage and communication, while public 
utility operation was not far off the pace with a gain of 97 cents. 


Average earnings in manufacturing rose by only 10 cents as the non-durables 
component increased by 25 cents but the durables component decreased by 2 cents. 
In durables, earnings declined in transportation equipment, and electrical apparatus 
and supplies by 79 cents and 40 cents, respectively. In addition, industrial 
disputes reduced the relative size of employment in the high-wage transportation 
equipment group, thereby, further depressing overall earnings levels. In non- 
durables, most industries reported higher earnings in April, the more significant 
increases occurring in tobacco ($5.80) and petroleum ($3.61). Lower earnings were 
reported in leather products ($1.56), clothing (82 cents) and miscellaneous manu- 
facturing industries (70 cents). 


Provincially, per capita earnings decreased in Nova Scotia ($1.21), New 
Brunswick ($1.51) and Alberta (40 cents). The remaining provinces showed increases 
ranging from 24 cents in Prince Edward Island to $1.28 in Saskatchewan.

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NOTES 


General. —The monthly surveys of employment 
and weekly payrolls relate to all branches of the 
following industrial divisions: forestry, mining, 
manufacturing, transportation, storage and com- 
munication, construction, public utilities, trade, 
finance, insurance and real estate, and to certain 
groups of the service industry, mainly hotels, 
restaurants, laundries and dry cleaning plants, 
recreational and business services, The surveys do 
not cover firms usually employing less than 15 
persons, of which the number is very large in 
relation to their employment totals. Establishments 
reducing their staffs below this minimum are not 
necessarily removed from the mailing list, Data are 
requested for all classes of employees, irrespec- 
tive of their functions in the business; statistics 
for the owners are excluded. Employers operating 
in two or more lines of business, or in different 
provinces or cities, are asked to furnish separate 
monthly returns for their establishments in the 
different units. 


1. Coverage. — Virtual limitation of the surveys 
to firms with staffs of 15 and over results in a 
large and relatively even coverage of total em- 
ployment in the included industries in most of 
the provinces and in the urban areas. The in- 
dustrial representation, though large, is more 
uneven, the proportion of employees covered 
depending upon the organization of particular 
industries in larger or smaller units of operation. 
Complete information respecting the area and 
industry distributions of the working population 
is available only when the Decennial Censuses 
are taken, at place of residence. In 1951, data 
were not segregated for paid workers actually at 
work. Estimates of coverage that can be made are 
therefore conservative because they relate em- 
ployees of reporting firms to all paid workers with 
jobs, including those absent from work without pay 
who would not be included in the monthly statistics 
of employment and payrolls. Estimates of coverage 
according to industrial divisions for Canada and 
the provinces are given in the first columns of 
Tables 3 and 4. 


In these estimates, the Census figures for 
automobile repair have been moved from manufac- 
turing to trade, since a large proportion of such 
work is carried on in retail establishments which 
do not furnish separate data for their sales and 
repair staffs. 


In three industries (construction in Nova Scotia 
and New Brunswick, transportation,in Manitoba and 
public utility operation in British Columbia) the 
provincial proportions exceed 100 p.c., due to 
classification differences between the Census and 
the monthly surveys of establishments. This situ- 
ation in construction in two provinces is probably 
due to short-term employment afforded by reporting 
highway construction establishments to workers 
whose main occupation is farming, in which they 
would be enumerated by the Census. Inclusion of 


some railway employees reported monthly in 
Manitoba, who were elsewhere enumerated in the 
Census, results in a proportion of over 100 p.c. in 
the transportation, storage and communication 
group in that province. The high figure in public 
utility operation in British Columbia is likely a 
result of inclusion of employees in that industry 
who would be shown in either construction or 
transportation by the Census. 


The following table contains provincial esti- 
mates of coverage of total wage-earners and 
salaried employees in all industries, including 
those in agriculture, government, education, 
health and other classes excluded from the monthly 
surveys, aS well as paid workers in the industries 
that are included. The general estimate for Canada 
was 62 p.c.

It is important to note that the statistics of 
employees covered, as published in the monthly 
and annual reports, do not represent estimates of 
total numbers of paid workers in specified areas or 
industries, but show only the distributions of men 
and women on the staffs of the co-operating em- 
ployers in the indicated periods, including their 
full-time, part-time and casual employees. 


2. The Questionnaire used in the monthly 
surveys asks employers to state the number of 
wage-earners and salaried employees drawing pay 
in the last pay periods in the months, with their 
payroll disbursements in the same periods. The 
request for statistics for the last pay period in 
the month only is designed to prevent duplication 
in the employment count where individuals may 
appear on the payrolls of more than one employer 
in a period of several weeks. The workers reported 
are not necessarily employed for a period of a 
week, by any one establishment or by more than 
one. Workers on strike during the reported pay 
periods are not included in the statistics unless 
they draw pay from their employer; for example, 
take paid holidays during the dispute. Workers 
laid off without pay during the pay period as an 
indirect effect of industrial disputes are not 
counted as employed. 


Employees and earnings are grouped according 
to the duration of their pay periods—monthly, 
semi-monthly, fortnightly, weekly, etc. Gross pay- 
rolls are requested before deductions are made 
for taxes, unemployment insurance contributions, 
etc. Overtime payments, cost-of-living allowances, 
commissions, incentive and production bonuses 
are included, as are payments for absences with 
pay in the reported pay periods. The statistics do 
not include employers’ contributions to unem- 
ployment insurance, workmen’s compensation 
and other welfare plans, nor do they include 
amounts paid for pensions, retirement gratuities, 
bonuses paid at irregular or infrequent intervals, 
and various other supplementary labour costs. 


3. The Processing.—Statistics of wages and 
salaries reported for any period exceeding a week 
are reduced for tabulation purposes to one week’s 
proportion of the totals, the numerators of the 
fractions used for this purpose being 5, 6 or 7 
days, depending upon the number of days per week 
on which the establishment operated in the pay 
period; the denominators of the fractions are the 
numbers of working days in the different pay 
periods. For employees paid at annual or monthly 
rates, whose earnings are not affected by varia- 
tions in the number of working days in the month, 
fixed proportions are used to reduce the earnings 
to a weekly basis, irrespective of the length of the 
calendar month. The sums resulting from these 
various calculations are then aggregated to give 
the total amounts which would be paid for services 
rendered in one week by the employees of the co- 
operating firms. 


4. The Tabulation. — Data tabulated each month 
show the numbers of women and of workers of both 
sexes drawing pay from the establishments fur- 
nishing returns and their weekly payrolls, with 
Similar information for employees of the same 
firms a month earlier, and in the base period 
(1949). The statistics first published for each 
month are preliminary; re-tabulation of the data 
on the succeeding month’s tabulation permits in- 
corporation of revisions in the material originally 
tabulated and inclusion of returns received too 
late for the preliminary tabulation. 


5. The Index Numbers. — The index numbers of 
employment and payrolls represent the percentage 
relationships between employees of establishments 
currently furnishing data and their aggregate 
weekly earnings, and the corresponding 1949 
averages of these employees. The 1949 figures of 
employment and payrolls for firms which have 
since gone out of business are continued in the 
basic averages; firms or branches opening for busi- 
ness since 1949 are tabulated with zero base 
figures. The basic averages of establishments 
which operated in 1949 but have since been added 


to the mailing list, are incorporated in the base 
figures from the date when their co-operation was 
first obtained. The index numbers of average 
weekly wages and salaries relate the average 
earnings of persons employed by the reporting firms 
at a given date to the average earnings of their 
employees in 1949. 


6. The Weekly Wages and Salaries. — The statis- 
tics of average weekly earnings result from the 
division of the aggregate weekly wages and 
salaries disbursed in the last pay periods in the 
month by the co-operating establishments, by the 
number of their full time and part-time employees 
in the same periods. The figures represent gross 
earnings, before deductions are made for unemploy- 
ment insurance contributions, taxes, etc. In addi- 
tion to basic wages and salaries, the earnings 
include overtime payments, shift premiums, com- 
missions, cost-of-living, incentive and production 
bonuses, and other bonuses paid at frequent in- 
tervals. They also include amounts paid employees 
absent on leave with pay during the reported pay 
periods, i.e., during vacations, statutory holidays, 
sick leave, etc. 


The earnings do not include the value of free 
board and lodging and other perquisites, employers’ 
contributions to welfare funds such as workmen’s 
compensation, pension, and unemployment insur- 
ance funds and supplementary unemployment 
benefits. Also excluded are the cost to employers 
of certain other employee benefits, such as bonuses 
paid at irregular or infrequent intervals, (e.g., 
annual bonuses), and retirement gratuities. 


The revised figures of earnings in the monthly 
reports incorporate retroactive pay for one month, 
corrections in the material originally tabulated, 
and data received too late for inclusion in the 
first tabulation; for the most part, such adjust- 
ments are not carried back for more than one 
month. 


7. Hourly Earnings.— Statistics of average hours 
and average hourly and weekly earnings of wage- 
earners for whom co-operating employers keep 
record of hours worked are contained in the monthly 
reports ‘‘Man-Hours and Hourly Earnings’’. 


8. Urban Area Statistics. — Urban area statistics 
published in the present report include data for 
establishments situated in the urban areas as 
defined in the 1956 Census Bulletin 1-6, ‘*‘Popu- 
lation —Incorporated Cities, Towns and Villages,’’ 
except that the St. Catharines statistics include 
Port Colborne and Welland in addition to the 
defined urban area. Statistics given in the report 
for urban areas not defined in the above —named 
publication include Preston with Galt. 
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FOOTNOTES 


Most of the footnotes are lists of names of industries that appear in the Standard Industrial Classification Manual. 
which are grouped under special titles in employment and payroll publications. In some industries, the group breakdown 
shown in the tables is less extensive than in the Standard Industrial Classification; figures for the omitted categories 
however, are contained in the group totals. 

(a) Gold mining includes alluvial gold mining; auriferous quartz mining. 


(b) Other metal mining includes copper-gold-silver mining; iron mining; nickel-copper mining; silver-cobalt mining; 
silver-lead-zinc mining; miscellaneous metal mining. 


(c) Non-metal mining includes non-metal mining; quarrying, clay and sand pits. 

(d) Other beverages includes carbonated beverages; wines. 

(f) Other leather products includes leather gloves and mittens; leather tanneries; miscellaneous leather products. 
(g) Saw and planing mills includes plywood and veneer mills; sash, door and planing mills; sawmills. 

(h) Other wood products includes boxes and baskets (wood); morticians’ goods; miscellaneous wood products. 

(i) Other paper products includes paper boxes and bags; roofing papers; miscellaneous paper products. 

(j) Machinery manufacturing includes household, office and store machinery; machine tools; machinery, n.e.c. 


(k) Non-metallic mineral products includes abrasive products; asbestos products; cement, hydraulic; clay products; 
glass and glass products; lime and gypsum products; stone products; concrete products; miscellaneous non- 
metallic mineral products. 


(1) Other chemical products includes explosives, ammunition and pyrotechnics; fertilizers; paints and varnishes; 
soaps, washing and cleaning compounds; toilet preparations; vegetable oil mills; primary plastics; miscel- 
laneous chemical and allied products. 


(m) Building includes buildings and structures; special trade contractors. General engineering includes other con- 
struction, other than highways, bridges and streets. 


(n) Water transportation includes water transportation; services incidental to water transportation. 


(0) Electric and motor transportation includes bus and coach transportation-interurban; urban and suburban transpor- 
tation systems; taxicab; truck transportation; services incidental to transportation; other transportation. 


(p) Urban and interurban transportation includes bus and coach transportation-interurban; urban and suburban trans- 
portation systems. 


(q) Other public utilities includes gas manufacture and distribution; water and sanitary services; other public 
utilities. 


(tr) Industrial Machinery includes machine tools; machinery, n.e.c. 


(s) The Northwest Territories with the exception of Baffin Island are included in Alberta. Baffin Island is included 
in Quebec. The Yukon Territories is included in British Columbia. 


(t) Synthetic textiles and silk includes synthetic filament yarn and staple fibre; spun yarn and fabric. 


(u) Durable goods manufacturing includes wood, iron and steel, transportation equipment, non-ferrous metal, elec- 
trical apparatus and supplies and non-metallic minerals. The non-durable group includes the remaining manu- 
facturing industries. 


(v) Service includes hotels, restaurants, laundries, dry cleaning plants, business, recreational services and miscel- 
laneous services. Government, community and health services are not covered. 


(w) Estimates of coverage are based on comparisons of data for 1951 with Population Census Statistics. For details, 
see notes on page i.

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EMPLOYMENT, PAYROLLS AND AVERAGE WEEKLY EARNINGS, MAY 1965 


Summary 


The industrial composite index of employment (1949=100) advanced to 136.6 at 
the end of May, up 3.4 per cent from the April figure of 132.1. An increase of this 
size in May is typical because outdoor industries are rapidly increasing staffs to 
prepare for peak summer production. 


Seasonally adjusted, the industrial composite for May, at 137.0, was virtually 
unchanged from April. There were fractional increases in most major industrial 
divisions, but these were balanced for the most part by a decline in forestry. 


Regionally, the seasonally-adjusted industrial composite indexes of employment 
showed mixed trends characterized by little change. Increases were recorded in 
Ontario (0.5 p.c.) and British Columbia (0.2 p-c.), Quebec was unchanged and the in- 
dexes for Atlantic and Prairie Regions declined 0.7 pec. and 0.6 p.c. respectively. 


The industrial composite of average weekly wages and salaries for May, at 
$90.56, was virtually unchanged from April. However, the latest figure was $3.76 
above last years level of $86.80. The payroll index, at 290.5, was 3.5 per cent 
above April 1965 and 11.0 per cent above May 1964, 


Employment 


Goods = Producing Industrial Divisions 
Manufacturing: 


The seasonally-adjusted index of employment for manufacturing edged upward in 
May 0.2 p.c. to 126.8, The latest increase cancelled a slight decline in April and 
the index returned to the record level recorded in March of this year. The small 
rise in manufacturing in May resulted from further strengthening in non-durables 
for which the seasonally-adjusted index advanced 0.5 PeCe The adjusted index for 
durable goods manufacturing was virtually unchanged over the month, marking the 
second successive month the index has shown little movement. 


The gain in non-durables was fairly broadly based. Tobacco and leather 
products were virtually unchanged in April although typically they decline at this 
time. Increases in printing, publishing and allied industries, petroleum and chem- 
icals were larger than seasonal, while a decrease in clothing was less than seasonal, 


Paper products and food and beverages rose somewhat less than seasonally in 
May. In the latter industry, the apparent weakening was due to an industrial dis- 
pute in other beverages and less than seasonal increases in the highly variable 
fish, preserved fruit and vegetable canning industries. 


In durables, the adjusted index showed little change as continued strengthening 
in iron and steel and electrical apparatus and supplies was balanced by below-average 
increases in wood, non-ferrous metal and non-metallic mineral products. 


Note: Statistics are based on returns received from employers usually employing 15 
or more persons. These returns include data for the last pay period(s) of 
reporting establishments in each month. The latest figures throughout this 
publication are subject to revision.

a In fron and steel, most component industries recorded seasonal gains except 
, heating and cooking appliances and fabricated and structural steel which advanced 
more than seasonally. The gains in the former industry reflected the settlement of 
a major industrial dispute, The latter industry has shown great strength in recent 
months as is evident by the fact that the May index was 18.6 pec. above the same 
month last year, Although the remaining components did not record increases that 
differed significantly from typical seasonal movements for the time of year, in each 


_case employment continued at levels significantly higher than for the same period in 
_ the previous year. 


Employment in the electrical apparatus and supplies industry continued to ex- 
pand in May as it has throughout the current cycle. The larger-than -seasonal in- 
crease recorded in May carried the unadjusted index to 171.7, almost 9 pec. above 
the previous high for that month recorded in 1964, 


The smaller-than-seasonal increases in wood and non-metallic mineral products 
were probably related to movements in construction where unusually high levels of 
production during the winter months had greatly stimulated the building products in- 
dustries, As a consequence of the unusually high levels of employment prevailing in 
the winter, the seasonal requirements in the spring were reduced, 


In transportation equipment, the component industries showed sharply offsetting 
_ movements, There was some gain in aircraft and parts due to the settlement of a 
major industrial dispute and the partial re-employment of the workers involved. 
This gain was offset by a contra-seasonal decrease in railroad and rolling stock 
equipment and a larger-than-seasonal decline in shipbuilding and repairing. 


Other Goods - Producing Industrial Divisions 


The seasonally-adjusted index for forestry declined 3.8 p.c. in May, the first 
decline recorded for the industry since December, Mining rose 0.7 Pace Gis eco 
strengthening in metals and in oil and natural gas. Construction declined slightly 
in May, as building construction rose less than seasonally. The decline in con- 
struction since March may indicate a repeat of last years pattern of movement, at 
which time marked gains in the late fall of 1963 and the winter of 1963-1964 were 
followed by a contraction in the spring. 


Service - Producing Industrial Divisions 


The seasonally-adjusted indexes for public utility operation, finance, insur- 
ance and real estate and service advanced in May, while the adjusted indexes for 
transportation, storage and communication and trade were virtually unchanged. Fi- 
nance, insurance and real estate and service have recorded tremendous gains since 
the current cycle began in the first quarter of 1961. Since that time, the adjusted 
indexes for the two divisions have risen by about 20.0 p.c. and 40.0 DeCs5 Le= 
spectively. 


Regional Emp loyment 


Regionally, the only significant gain was recorded in Ontario where the 
_seasonally-adjusted industrial composite advanced by 0.5 p.c. The adjusted index 
for British Columbia rose marginally by 0.2 p.c., that for Quebec was unchanged, 
while the indexes for the Atlantic and Prairie Regions each declined by~-0+7--pres

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In the Atlantic Region, the weakening was centred in Nova Scotia where the 
seasonally-adjusted industrial composite declined by 2.0 p.c. Industrially, the 
region recorded below-average increases in manufacturing, forestry and mining. These 
losses were partly made-up by a larger-than-seasonal increase in construction. 


In Quebec, there were above-average increases in forestry and in transporta- 
tion, storage and communication. However, these gains were balanced by less-than- 
seasonal advances in construction and service. 


In Ontario, manufacturing, mining, finance, insurance and real estate and 
service advanced more than seasonally. The gains in these industries were partly 
offset by below-average increases in forestry, construction and transportation, 
storage and communication, 


In the Prairie Region, there was weakening in construction and in transporta- 
tion, storage and communication, but the movements in the remaining industrial 
divisions did not differ greatly from usual seasonal patterns. 


In British Columbia, employment increased more than seasonally in forestry, 
mining, construction and finance, insurance and real estate. However, these gains 
were balanced by less-than-seasonal increases in manufacturing and in transporta- 
tion, storage and communication. 


Average Weekly Wages and Salaries 


The industrial composite of average weekly wages and salaries was virtually 
unchanged in May, rising by only 1 cent to $90.56. Among the major industrial 
divisions there were offsetting movements; average weekly wages and salaries de- 
creased in the goods-producing industrial divisions, but increased in all the 
service-producing divisions except public utility operation which showed a decline 
of 88 cents, There were decreases of $6.94 and $1.22 in forestry and mining, re- 
spectively. The decline in forestry resulted from short-time due to the hiring of 
substantial numbers of workers during the reported pay period. In mining, the de- 
crease was due, in large part, to short time in coal mining associated with in- 
dustrial disputes. 


In manufacturing, per capita earnings declined 36 cents in May as average 
wages and salaries in durables fell by 71 cents, The decline in durables was 
brought about by decreases in wood products (46 cents), iron and steel (48 cents), 
transportation equipment ($1.70) and non-ferrous metals (65 cents). The large de- 
crease in transportation equipment was due in part to a decrease of over $6.00 in 
motor vehicles. These losses were offset to some extent by increases in electrical 
apparatus and supplies and non-metallic mineral products of 15 cents and 86 cents, 
respectively. 


The industrial composite of average weekly wages and salaries for the Atlantic 
and Prairie Regions declined by $1.75 and 7 cents, respectively, in May. The large 
decrease in the Atlantic Region was braodly based, the losses ranging from 88 cents 
in Newfoundland to $2.22 in Nova Scotia. Average earnings in Ontario rose by only 
1 cent, but Quebec and British Columbia reported gains of 41 cents and 79 cents re- 
spectively.

NOTES 


General.— The monthly surveys of employment 
and weekly payrolls relate to all branches of the 
following industrial divisions: forestry, mining, 
manufacturing, transportation, storage and com- 
munication, construction, public utilities, trade, 
finance, insurance and real estate, and to certain 
groups of the service industry, mainly hotels, 
restaurants, laundries and dry cleaning plants, 
recreational and business services. The surveys do 
not cover firms usually employing less than 15 
persons, of which the number is very large in 
relation to their employment totals. Establishments 
reducing their staffs below this minimum are not 
necessarily removed from the mailing list. Data are 
requested for all classes of employees, irrespec- 
tive of their functions in the business; statistics 
for the owners are excluded. Employers operating 
in two or more lines of business, or in different 
provinces or cities, are asked to furnish separate 
monthly returns for their establishments in the 
different units. 


1. Coverage. — Virtual limitation of the surveys 
to firms with staffs of 15 and over results in a 
large and relatively even coverage of total em- 
ployment in the included industries in most of 
the provinces and in the urban areas. The in- 
dustrial representation, though large, is more 
uneven, the proportion of employees’ covered 
depending upon the organization of particular 
industries in larger or smaller units of operation. 
Complete information respecting the area and 
industry distributions of the working population 
is available only when the Decennial Censuses 
are taken, at place of residence. In 1951, data 
were not segregated for paid workers actually at 
work. Estimates of coverage that can be made are 
therefore conservative because they relate em- 
ployees of reporting firms to all paid workers with 
jobs, including those absent from work without pay 
who would not be included in the monthly statistics 
of employment and payrolls. Estimates of coverage 
according to industrial divisions for Canada and 
the provinces are given in the first columns of 
Tables 3 and 4. 


In these estimates, the Census figures for 
automobile repair have been moved from manufac- 
turing to trade, since a large proportion of such 
work is carried on in retail establishments which 
do not furnish separate data for their sales and 
repair staffs. 


In three industries (construction in Nova Scotia 
and New Brunswick, transportation in Manitoba and 
public utility operation in British Columbia) the 
provincial proportions exceed 100 p.c., due to 
classification differences between the Census and 
the monthly surveys of establishments. This situ- 
ation in construction in two provinces is probably 
due to short-term employment afforded by reporting 
highway construction establishments to workers 
whose main occupation is farming, in which they 
would be enumerated by the Census. Inclusion of 


some railway employees reported monthly in 
Manitoba, who were elsewhere enumerated in the 
Census, results in a proportion of over 100 p.c. in 
the transportation, storage and communication 
group in that province. The high figure in public 
utility operation in British Columbia is likely a 
result of inclusion of employees in that industry 
who would be shown in either construction or 
transportation by the Census. 


The following table contains provincial esti- 
mates of coverage of total wage-earners and 
salaried employees in all industries, including 
those in agriculture, government, education, 
health and other classes excluded from the monthly 
surveys, aS well as paid workers in the industries 
that are included. The general estimate for Canada 
was 62 p.c.

It is important to note that the statistics of 
employees covered, as published in the monthly 
and annual reports, do not represent estimates of 
total numbers of paid workers in specified areas or 
industries, but show only the distributions of men 
and women on the staffs of the co-operating em- 
ployers in the indicated periods, including their 
full-time, part-time and casual employees. 


2. The Questionnaire used in the monthly 
surveys asks employers to state the number of 
wage-earners and salaried employees drawing pay 
in the last pay periods in the months, with their 
payroll disbursements in the same periods. The 
request for statistics for the last pay period in 
the month only is designed to prevent duplication 
in the employment count where individuals may 
appear on the payrolls of more than one employer 
in a period of several weeks. The workers reported 
are not necessarily employed for a period of a 
week, by any one establishment or by more than 
one. Workers on strike during the reported pay 
periods are not included in the statistics unless 
they draw pay from their employer; for example, 
take paid holidays during the dispute. Workers 
laid off without pay during the pay period as an 
indirect effect of industrial disputes are not 
counted as employed.

Employees and earnings are grouped according 
to the duration of their pay periods —monthly, 
semi-monthly, fortnightly, weekly, etc. Gross pay- 
rolls are requested before deductions are made 
for taxes, unemployment insurance contributions, 
etc. Overtime payments, cost-of-living allowances, 
commissions, incentive and production bonuses 
are included, as are payments for absences with 
pay in the reported pay periods. The statistics do 
not include employers’ contributions to unem- 
ployment insurance, workmen’s compensation 
and other welfare plans, nor do they include 
amounts paid for pensions, retirement gratuities, 
bonuses paid at irregular or infrequent intervals, 
and various other supplementary labour costs. 


3. The Processing.—Statistics of wages and 
salaries reported for any period exceeding a week 
are reduced for tabulation purposes to one week’s 
proportion of the totals, the numerators of the 
fractions used for this purpose being 5, 6 or 7 
days, depending upon the number of days per week 
on which the establishment operated in the pay 
period; the denominators of the fractions are the 
numbers of working days in the different pay 
periods. For employees paid at annual or monthly 
rates, whose earnings are not affected by varia- 
tions in the number of working days in the month, 
fixed proportions are used to reduce the earnings 
to a weekly basis, irrespective of the length of the 
calendar month. The sums resulting from these 
various calculations are then aggregated to give 
the total amounts which would be paid for services 
rendered in one week by the employees of the co- 
operating firms. 


4. The Tabulation. — Data tabulated each month 
show the numbers of women and of workers of both 
sexes drawing pay from the establishments fur- 
nishing returns and their weekly payrolls, with 
Similar information for employees of the same 
firms a month earlier, and in the base period 
(1949). The statistics first published for each 
month are preliminary; re-tabulation of the data 
on the succeeding month’s tabulation permits in- 
corporation of revisions in the material originally 
tabulated and inclusion of returns received too 
late for the preliminary tabulation. 


5. The Index Numbers. — The index numbers of 
employment and payrolls represent the percentage 
relationships between employees of establishments 
currently furnishing data and their aggregate 
weekly earnings, and the corresponding 1949 
averages of these employees. The 1949 figures of 
employment and payrolls for firms which have 
since gone out of business are continued in the 
basic averages; firms or branches opening for busi- 
ness since 1949 are tabulated with zero base 
figures. The basic averages of establishments 
which operated in 1949 but have since been added 


to the mailing list, are incorporated in the base 
figures from the date when their co-operation was 
first obtained. The index numbers of average 
weekly wages and salaries relate the average 
earnings of persons employed by the reporting firms 
at a given date to the average earnings of their 
employees in 1949. 


6. The Weekly Wages and Salaries. — The statis- 
tics of average weekly earnings result from the 
division of the aggregate weekly wages and 
salaries disbursed in the last pay periods in the 
month by the co-operating establishments, by the 
number of their full time and part-time employees 
in the same periods. The figures represent gross 
earnings, before deductions are made for unemploy- 
ment insurance contributions, taxes, etc. In addi- 
tion to basic wages and salaries, the earnings 
include overtime payments, shift premiums, com- 
missions, cost-of-living, incentive and production 
bonuses, and other bonuses paid at frequent in- 
tervals. They also include amounts paid employees 
absent on leave with pay during the reported pay 
periods, i.e., during vacations, statutory holidays, 
sick leave, etc. 


The earnings do not include the value of free 
board and lodging and other perquisites, employers’ 
contributions to welfare funds such as workmen’s 
compensation, pension, and unemployment insur- 
ance funds and supplementary unemployment 
benefits. Also excluded are the cost to employers 
of certain other employee benefits, such as bonuses 
paid at irregular or infrequent intervals, (e.g., 
annual bonuses), and retirement gratuities. 


The revised figures of earnings in the monthly 
reports incorporate retroactive pay for one month, 
corrections in the material originally tabulated, 
and data received too late for inclusion in the 
first tabulation; for the most part, such adjust- 
ments are not carried back for more than one 
month. 


7. Hourly Eamings.— Statistics of average hours 
and average hourly and weekly earnings of wage- 
earners for whom co-operating employers keep 
record of hours worked are contained in the monthly 
reports ‘‘Man-Hours and Hourly Earnings’’. 


8. Urban Area Statistics. — Urban area statistics 
published in the present report include data for 
establishments situated in the urban areas as 
defined in the 1956 Census Bulletin 1-6, ‘‘Popu- 
lation —Incorporated Cities, Towns and Villages,’’ 
except that the St. Catharines statistics include 
Port Colborne and Welland in addition to the 
defined urban area. Statistics given in the report 
for urban areas not defined in the above —named 
publication include Preston with Galt.

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EMPLOYMENT, PAYROLLS AND AVERAGE WEEKLY EARNINGS, JUNE 1965 


Summary 


The industrial composite index of employment (1949=100) rose 2.8 p.c. at the end of June to 140.6 
as all major industrial divisions increased staffs to meet peak summer production demands. As usual 
the increases were largest in outdoor industries such as forestry and construction. However, the tar 
crease in forestry of 29.4 p.c. was well below the typical increase between these months. 


Seasonally adjusted, the industrial composite for June, at 136.8, was down 0.3 p.c. from the May 
figure of 137.3. Most major industrial divisions contributed, but four-fifths of the overall reduction 
originated in forestry and transportation, storage and communication. The only increases were recorded 
in construction (0.2 p.c.) and finance, insurance and real estate (0.9 p.c.). 


Regionally, only the seasonally-adjusted industrial composites for British Columbia and the 
Prairie Region advanced in June although the rise in the latter was fractional. The adjusted indexes 
for the Atlantic Region and Ontario were virtually unchanged while the index for Quebec declined. 


The industrial composite of average weekly wages and salaries rose 38 cents in June to $90.98. 
This figure was $4.36 above last year's per capita figure of $86.62. The payroll index, at 300.3, was 
3.2 p.c. above May 1965 and 10.7 p.c. above June 1964. 


Manufacturing: 


The seasonally-adjusted index for manufacturing was unchanged in June at 126.9 as the major com- 
ponents showed offsetting movements. The adjusted index has been sluggish since March, at which time 
it recorded a marked advance following settlement of widespread labour disputes in the durables 
component. 


The second quarter slow-down repeats last year's experience. Employment in the second quarter of 
1964 slackened following six months of marked expansion in response to a buoyant demand for building 
materials and allied products and for consumer durables, particularly automobiles. With the expiry of 
government incentives to stimulate winter construction in the second quarter, the excessive demand for 
building materials eased, contributing to a levelling in the seasonally-adjusted index for manufacturing. 


In 1965, the same demand conditions have persisted but expansion in the first quarter has been 
less marked due to the wide-spread prevalence of industrial disputes. The second quarter slackening has, 
for the most part, resulted from reduced activity in the construction materials industries partly in 
response to factors similar to last year's but also to a marked increase in industrial disputes in the 
construction industry. In addition, industrial strife has spread from the durables to the non-durables 
industries involving, in the latter, substantial numbers of paper and rubber products workers. 


The seasonally-adjusted index for durables advanced 0.7 p.c. from May to June, thereby more than 
offsetting a mild contraction which occurred from March to May. The recent advance resulted primarily 
from an above-average increase in transportation equipment. A major factor accounting for the rise 
in this industry group was the return to work of substantial numbers of aircraft factory employees 
following the settlement of a major industrial dispute. Also of significance were less-than-seasonal 
reductions in the automobile industries where staffs are usually reduced at this time due to the 
commencement of shut-downs for re-tooling and annual vacations. Substantial increases in the remaining 
components of durables did not differ significantly from usual seasonal movements. 


Note: Statistics are based on returns received from employers usually employing 15 or more persons. 
These returns include data for the last pay period(s) of reporting establishments in each month. 
The latest figures throughout this publication are subject to revision.

In tron and steel products, employment rose more than seasonally in fabricated and structural 
steel and primary iron and steel and declined less than seasonally in agricultural implements. These 
gains were offset in part by a contra-seasonal reduction in iron castings, a result of industrial dis- 
putes. 


The adjusted index for non-durable goods manufacturing declined 0.6 p-c. in June. This reduction, 


the first of any significance in several months, was brought about mainly by major industrial disputes 
in the paper and rubber products industries. In addition to the set-backs in these industries, there 
was a less-than-seasonal increase in food and beverages. In this group, employment in the fish, fruit 


and vegetable canning industries, bakery products and distilled and malt liquors rose less than season- 
ally. These losses were offset to some extent by above-average increases in petroleum products, 


chemical products and miscellaneous manufacturing industries; for the last two named industries the 
advances in June continued the marked expansion that has been characteristic of these industries in 


1965. 


Other,.- Goods Producing Industrial Divisions 


Forestry recorded a large decline in June, the second in as many months. As noted in earlier re- 


ports, there is increasing evidence that this industry is experiencing some shifting in seasonal 


patterns of production and employment in Eastern Canada. Increased accessibility to the logging areas 
combined with more mechanization of logging operations have enabled the industry to operate intensively 
over a longer period, thereby reducing the wide seasonal swings in employment by which it is character- 


ized. 


The seasonally-adjusted index of employment for mining showed a small decline in June as employ- 
ment in oil and natural gas rose less than seasonally. The seasonally-adjusted index for construction 
recorded a small rise as a result of an above-average increase in building and general engineering; 
however, highway, bridge and street construction rose less than seasonally thereby largely offsetting 


this gain.

Service - Producing Industrial Divisions 


Except for finance, insurance and real estate, the service-producing industrial divisions were 
unchanged or declined in June. However, the only significant decrease occurred in transportation, 
storage and communication (0.9 p.c.), where a shipping strike in Quebec was a major contributing factor. 
The adjusted index for finance, insurance and real estate rose 0.9 p.c. in Jume due mainly to above- 
average increases in banking and other financial institutions. 


Regionally, only the seasonally-adjusted industrial composite for British Columbia advanced in 
June. The seasonally-adjusted industrial composites for the Atlantic, Ontario and Prairie Regions were 
virtually unchanged while the adjusted index for Quebec declined. 


In British Columbia, there were larger-than-seasonal increases in mining, in finance, insurance 
and real estate and in service. The remaining divisions recorded increases that did not differ 
significantly to usual seasonal patterns. 


In the Atlantic Region, employment strengthened in manufacturing, construction and trade and 
weakened in transportation, storage and communication. 


In Ontario, all major industrial divisions except finance, insurance and real estate and service 
recorded increases which did not differ much from usual seasonal patterns; above-average advances in 
service and in finance, insurance and real estate were not large enough to significantly alter the 
‘overall index. 
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In the Prairie Region, most major divisions recorded little change apart from usual seasonal 
variations except mining which rose less than seasonally and construction which rose more than season- 
ally. 


The decline in the adjusted index for Quebec resulted, primarily, from a substantially less-than- 
average increase in forestry due to factors outlined earlier in this report. The losses in forestry 
were augmented by a below-average increase in service and a contra-seasonal decline due to industrial 
disputes in the water component of transportation, storage and communication. 


Average Weekly Wages and Salaries 


The industrial composite of average weekly wages and salaries was $91.98 at the end of June, 38 
cents above May. All major industrial divisions reported higher average earnings except transportation, 
storage and communication which declined by 74 cents. There were increases of over one dollar in 
forestry, mining and public utility operation with constructinn registering an increase of 98 cents. 
Also contributing to the overall gain were relatively large increases in the number employed in forestry 
and construction where employees are paid above the average for all industries. 


Average weekly wages and salaries in manufacturing rose 15 cents in June as the durables and non- 
durables components advances by 20 cents and 10 cents, respectively. Among the component industries of 
durables the largest increases were recorded in wood products ($1.25) followed by non-ferrous metals 
(88 cents), iron and steel (32 cents), and non-metallic mineral products 10 cents. However, this over- 
all gain was modified by decreases in employment in the relatively highly paid transportation equipment 
and electrical apparatus and supplies' industries. In addition, there was a relatively large increase 
in employment in wood products where workers are paid below the general average for durables' industries. 


In non-durables, seven of the eleven component industries showed higher earnings in June. There 
were gains of over $1.00 in tobacco products and in printing, publishing and allied industries. Off- 
setting influences resulted from decreases in food and beverages (57 cents), rubber products ($2.48), 
clothing (22 cents) and petroleum products 18 cents. 


Per capita earnings were higher in June in every province except Prince Edward Island and New 
Brunswick. Increases were largest in British Columbia ($1.22) and Manitoba ($1.14). The heavily 
populated Ontario and Quebec provinces recorded increases of 41 cents and 2 cents, respectively. How- 
ever, the rise in relatively highly-paid Ontario was more than offset by a substantially less than pro- 
portinate increase in employment and as a result, the net contribution of the province to the change 
in overall earnings levels was negative.

NOTES 


General. —The monthly surveys of employment 
and weekly payrolls relate to all branches of the 
following industrial divisions: forestry, mining, 
manufacturing, transportation, storage and com- 
munication, construction, public utilities, trade, 
finance, insurance and real estate, and to certain 
groups of the service industry, mainly hotels, 
restaurants, laundries and dry cleaning plants, 
recreational and business services. The surveys do 
not cover firms usually employing less than 15 
persons, of which the number is very large in 
relation to their employment totals. Establishments 
reducing their staffs below this minimum are not 
necessarily removed from the mailing list. Data are 
requested for all classes of employees, irrespec- 
tive of their functions in the business; statistics 
for the owners are excluded. Employers operating 
in two or more lines of business, or in different 
provinces or cities, are asked to furnish separate 
monthly returns for their establishments in the 
different units. 


1. Coverage. — Virtual limitation of the surveys 
to firms with staffs of 15 and over results in a 
large and relatively even coverage of total em- 
ployment in the included industries in most of 
the provinces and in the urban areas. The in- 
dustrial representation, though large, is more 
uneven, the proportion of employees covered 
depending upon the organization of particular 
industries in larger or smaller units of operation. 
Complete information respecting the area and 
industry distributions of the working population 
is available only when the Decennial Censuses 
are taken, at place of residence. In 1951, data 
were not segregated for paid workers actually at 
work. Estimates of coverage that can be made are 
therefore conservative because they relate em- 
ployees of reporting firms to all paid workers with 
jobs, including those absent from work without pay 
who would not be included in the monthly statistics 
of employment and payrolls. Estimates of coverage 
according to industrial divisions for Canada and 
the provinces are given in the first columns of 
Tables 3 and 4. 


In these estimates, the Census figures for 
automobile repair have been moved from manufac- 
turing to trade, since a large proportion of such 
work is carried on in retail establishments which 
do not furnish separate data for their sales and 
repair staffs. 


In three industries (construction in Nova Scotia 
and New Brunswick, transportation in Manitoba and 
public utility operation in British Columbia) the 
provincial proportions exceed 100 p.c., due to 
classification differences between the Census and 
the monthly surveys of establishments. This situ- 
ation in construction in two provinces is probably 
due to short-term employment afforded by reporting 
highway construction establishments to workers 
whose main occupation is farming, in which they 
would be enumerated by the Census. Inclusion of 


some railway employees reported monthly in 
Manitoba, who were elsewhere enumerated in the 
Census, results in a proportion of over 100 p.c. in 
the transportation, storage and communication 
group in that province. The high figure in public 
utility operation in British Columbia is likely a 
result of inclusion of employees in that industry 
who would be shown in either construction or 
transportation by the Census. 


The following table contains provincial esti- 
mates of coverage of total wage-earners and 
salaried employees in all industries, including 
those in agriculture, government, education, 
health and other classes excluded from the monthly 
surveys, aS well as paid workers in the industries 
that are included. The general estimate for Canada 
was 62 p.c.

It is important to note that the statistics of 
employees covered, as published in the monthly 
and annual reports, do not represent estimates of 
total numbers of paid workers in specified areas or 
industries, but show only the distributions of men 
and women on the staffs of the co-operating em- 
ployers in the indicated periods, including their 
full-time, part-time and casual employees. 


2. The Questionnaire used in the monthly 
surveys asks employers to state the number of 
wage-earners and salaried employees drawing pay 
in the last pay periods in the months, with their 
payroll disbursements in the same periods. The 
request for statistics for the last pay period in 
the month only is designed to prevent duplication 
in the employment count where individuals may 
appear on the payrolls of more than one employer 
in a period of several weeks. The workers reported 
are not necessarily employed for a period of a 
week, by any one establishment or by more than 
one. Workers on strike during the reported pay 
periods are not included in the statistics unless 
they draw pay from their employer; for example, 
take paid holidays during the dispute. Workers 
laid off without pay during the pay period as an 
indirect effect of industrial disputes are not 
counted as employed. 


Employees and earnings are grouped according 
to the duration of their pay periods—monthly, 
semi-monthly, fortnightly, weekly, etc. Gross pay- 
rolls are requested before deductions are made 
for taxes, unemployment insurance contributions, 
etc. Overtime payments, cost-of-living allowances, 
commissions, incentive and production bonuses 
are included, as are payments for absences with 
pay in the reported pay periods. The statistics do 
not include employers’ contributions to unem- 
ployment insurance, workmen’s compensation 
and other welfare plans, nor do they include 
amounts paid for pensions, retirement gratuities, 
bonuses paid at irregular or infrequent intervals, 
and various other supplementary labour costs. 


3. The Processing.—Statistics of wages and 
salaries reported for any period exceeding a week 
are reduced for tabulation purposes to one week’s 
proportion of the totals, the numerators of the 
fractions used for this purpose being 5, 6 or 7 
days, depending upon the number of days per week 
on which the establishment operated in the pay 
period; the denominators of the fractions are the 
numbers of working days in the different pay 
periods. For employees paid at annual or monthly 
rates, whose earnings are not affected by varia- 
tions in the number of working days in the month, 
fixed proportions are used to reduce the earnings 
to a weekly basis, irrespective of the length of the 
calendar month. The sums resulting from these 
various calculations are then aggregated to give 
the total amounts which would be paid for services 
rendered in one week by the employees of the co- 
operating firms. 


4. The Tabulation. — Data tabulated each month 
show the numbers of women and of workers of both 
sexes drawing pay from the establishments fur- 
nishing returns and their weekly payrolls, with 
Similar information for employees of the same 
firms a month earlier, and in the base period 
(1949). The statistics first published for each 
month are preliminary; re-tabulation of the data 
on the succeeding month’s tabulation permits in- 
corporation of revisions in the material originally 
tabulated and inclusion of returns received too 
late for the preliminary tabulation. 


5. The Index Numbers. — The index numbers of 
employment and payrolls represent the percentage 
relationships between employees of establishments 
currently furnishing data and their aggregate 
weekly earnings, and the corresponding 1949 
averages of these employees. The 1949 figures of 
employment and payrolls for firms which have 
since gone out of business are continued in the 
basic averages; firms or branches opening for busi- 
ness since 1949 are tabulated with zero base 
figures. The basic averages of establishments 
which operated in 1949 but have since been added 


to the mailing list, are incorporated in the base 
figures from the date when their co-operation was 
first obtained. The index numbers of average 
weekly wages and salaries relate the average 
earnings of persons employed by the reporting firms 
at a given date to the average earnings of their 
employees in 1949. 


6. The Weekly Wages and Salaries. — The statis- 
tics of average weekly earnings result from the 
division of the aggregate weekly wages and 
salaries disbursed in the last pay periods in the 
month by the co-operating establishments, by the 
number of their full time and part-time employees 
in the same periods. The figures represent gross 
earnings, before deductions are made for unemploy- 
ment insurance contributions, taxes, etc. In addi- 
tion to basic wages and salaries, the earnings 
include overtime payments, shift premiums, com- 
missions, cost-of-living, incentive and production 
bonuses, and other bonuses paid at frequent in- 
tervals. They also include amounts paid employees 
absent on leave with pay during the reported pay 
periods, i.e., during vacations, statutory holidays, 
sick leave, etc. 


The earnings do not include the value of free 
board and lodging and other perquisites, employers’ 
contributions to welfare funds such as workmen’s 
compensation, pension, and unemployment insur- 
ance funds and supplementary unemployment 
benefits. Also excluded are the cost to employers 
of certain other employee benefits, such as bonuses 
paid at irregular or infrequent intervals, (e.g., 
annual bonuses), and retirement gratuities. 


The revised figures of earnings in the monthly 
reports incorporate retroactive pay for one month, 
corrections in the material originally tabulated, 
and data received too late for inclusion in the 
first tabulation; for the most part, such adjust- 
ments are not carried back for more than one 
month. 


7. Hourly Earnings.— Statistics of average hours 
and average hourly and weekly earnings of wage- 
earners for whom co-operating employers keep 
record of hours worked are contained in the monthly 
reports ‘‘Man-Hours and Hourly Earnings’’. 


8. Urban Area Statistics. — Urban area statistics 
published in the present report include data for 
establishments situated in the urban areas as 
defined in the 1956 Census Bulletin 1-6, ‘‘Popu- 
lation —Incorporated Cities, Towns and Villages,’’ 
except that the St. Catharines statistics include 
Port Colborne and Welland in addition to the 
defined urban area. Statistics given in the report 
for urban areas not defined in the above —named 
publication include Preston with Galt.

FOOTNOTES 


Most of the footnotes are lists of names of industries that appear in the Standard Industrial Classification Manual 
which are grouped under special titles in employment and payroll publications. In some industries, the group breakdown 
shown in the tables is less extensive than in the Standard Industrial Classification; figures for the omitted categories 
however, are contained in the group totals. 

(a) Gold mining includes alluvial gold mining; auriferous quartz mining. 


(b) Other metal mining includes copper-gold-silver mining; iron mining; nickel-copper mining; silver-cobalt mining; 
silver-lead-zinc mining; miscellaneous metal mining. 


(c) Non-metal mining includes non-metal mining; quarrying, clay and sand pits. 

(d) Other beverages includes carbonated beverages; wines. 

(f) Other leather products includes leather gloves and mittens; leather tanneries; miscellaneous leather products. 
(g) Saw and planing mills includes plywood and veneer mills; sash, door and planing mills; sawmills. 

(h) Other wood products includes boxes and baskets (wood); morticians’ goods; miscellaneous wood products. 

(i) Other paper products includes paper boxes and bags; roofing papers; miscellaneous paper products. 

(j) Machinery manufacturing includes household, office and store machinery; machine tools; machinery, n.e.c. 


(k) Non-metallic mineral products includes abrasive products; asbestos products; cement, hydraulic; clay products; 
glass and glass products; lime and gypsum products; stone products; concrete products; miscellaneous non- 
metallic mineral products. 


(1) Other chemical products includes explosives, ammunition and pyrotechnics; fertilizers; paints and varnishes; 
soaps, washing and cleaning compounds; toilet preparations; vegetable oil mills; primary plastics; miscel- 
laneous chemical and allied products. 


(m) Building includes buildings and structures; special trade contractors. General engineering includes other con- 
struction, other than highways, bridges and streets. 


(n) Water transportation includes water transportation; services incidental to water transportation. 


(o) Electric and motor transportation includes bus and coach transportation-interurban; urban and suburban transpor- 
tation systems; taxicab; truck transportation; services incidental to transportation; other transportation. 


(p) Urban and interurban transportation includes bus and coach transportation-interurban; urban and suburban trans- 
portation systems. 


(q) Other public utilities includes gas manufacture and distribution; water and sanitary services; other public 
utilities. 


(t) Industrial Machinery includes machine tools; machinery, n.e.c. 


(s) The Northwest Territories with the exception of Baffin Island are included in Alberta. Baffin Island is included 
in Quebec. The Yukon Territories is included in British Columbia. 


(t) Synthetic textiles and silk includes synthetic filament yarn and staple fibre; spun yarn and fabric. 


(u) Durable goods manufacturing includes wood, iron and steel, transportation equipment, non-ferrous metal, elec- 
trical apparatus and supplies and non-metallic minerals. The non-durable group includes the remaining manu- 
facturing industries. 


(v) Service includes hotels, restaurants, laundries, dry cleaning plants, business, recreational services and miscel- 
laneous services. Government, community and health services are not covered. 


(w) Estimates of coverage are based on comparisons of data for 1951 with Population Census Statistics. For details, 
see notes on page i.

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EMPLOYMENT, PAYROLLS AND AVERAGE WEEKLY EARNINGS 


JULY 1965 


Summary 


The industrial composite index of employment (1949=100) rose 0.6 pec. in July to 141.8. Typi- 
cally for July employment advanced in all industrial divisions except manufacturing and trade. In the 
former, the decrease reflected shutdowns in the automobile industries for model changeover. Seasonally 
adjusted, the industrial composite increased 0.5 Dis Gen tOn Lito? sla JULY. 


All industrial divisions shared in this advance except construction which declined 0.8 p.c. 
The most significant gains were recorded in manufacturing where the adjusted index rose 0.8 p.c. Both 
components contributed to the advance, with durables up 0.7 p.c. and non-durables Wp eo pec. “Lik Che 
former, the gains reflected smaller-than-usual layoffs for model changeover in the automobile indus- 
tries. In the latter, there were above-average increases in rubber and paper products as many workers 
returned to their jobs following settlement of industrial disputes in the two industries. 


‘ The seasonally-adjusted industrial composite indexes of employment for all regions were higher 
in July. The largest increases were recorded in the Atlantic Region (1.0 p.c.), followed by Ontario 
(0.4 p.c.). The adjusted indexes for Quebec, the Prairie Region and British Columbia rose DiynOieies ID's Cs 


The industrial composite of average weekly wages and salaries rose 2 cents in July to $91.09. 
The latest figure was $4.33 above the same month last year. The payroll index, at 303.2, was 0.6 p.c. 
above June 1965 and 11.1 p.c. above July 1964. 


EMPLOYMENT 


Goods - Producing Industries 


Manufacturing: 


The seasonally-adjusted index of employment for manufacturing advanced 0.8 DieCretOrml2 on Zein 
July. The large increase resulted from gains of 0.7 p.c. in durables and 0.9 p.c. in non-durables,. 
The rise in the adjusted durables index reflected a less-than-seasonal decline in transportation 
equipment where layoffs associated with the model change-over were unusually light for Jiiliy. alo, noni 
durables, a major part of the gain resulted from above-average increases in the paper and rubber 
products industries where employment increased sharply following settlement of widespread industrial 
disputes, 


The seasonally-adjusted index for durable goods manufacturing rose substantially in July, 
marking the second successive month such gains have been reported. This division has been sluggish 
recently due to the wide-spread occurrence of major industrial disputes particularly in the automobile 
and directly related industries. By May, the industrial strife had been completely resolved and the 
various companies very quickly resumed the high levels of production so characteristic of their 
respective industries during the current cycle, 


The gains in transportation equipment almost entirely accounted for the strength in durables. 
Among other component industry groups only non-metallic mineral products showed any improvement after 
allowance for usual seasonal variations. Declines in iron and steel and electrical apparatus and 
supplies and a fractional increase in non-ferrous metals did not differ much from usual seasonal 
fluctuations. On the other hand, an increase in wood products of 0.6 p.c. differed considerably to 
the typical rise between June and July of 1.5 pec.

In transportation equipment, all components strengthened over the month except railroad and 


_ rolling stock equipment. A decline in the motor vehicles industry was substantially less than that 


usually associated with the changeover in July. The moderate increase resulted from the fact that a 
major car producer did not shut down for retooling in July as in previous years; partly as a result of 
this, the parts and accessories industry also showed a smaller than usual decrease for July. Elsewhere 
in the transportation equipment group, layoffs in aircraft and parts and shipbuilding and repairing 
were substantially less than seasonal. In the former, the unusually high levels of employment 
reflected an attempt to recover production time lost during recent industrial disputes in the industry. 


The advance in the seasonally-adjusted index for non-durable goods manufacturing of 0.9 p.c., 
was due in large part to above-average increases in rubber and paper products following settlement of 


_amajor industrial dispute. The only other component industries indicating some improvement were food 
and beverages and clothing. In the former, employment rose more than seasonally due to above-average 
increases in meat products and bread and bakery products. 


Other Goods Producing Industries 


The seasonally-adjusted index for forestry rose 2,1 p.c. in July as employment rose more than 
seasonally in Quebec and the Atlantic Regions. The adjusted index for mining advanced 0.6 p.c. due to 
an above-average increase in metal mining. There was a decline in the adjusted index for construction 
as wide-spread industrial disputes greatly modified the June-to-July advance in building employment. 


Service - Producing Industries 


The seasonally-adjusted indexes of employment for all service-producing industrial divisions 
advanced in July. The increases ranged from 0.2 p.c. in trade to 0.9 p.c. in finance, insurance and 
real estate. The most substantial increase, in view of the number employed therein, took place in 
transportation, storage and communication. In that industry group, there were larger-than-usual 
advances in water and truck transportation and in storage and communication, 


Regional Emp loyment 


The seasonally-adjusted industrial composite indexes of employment for all regions advanced 
in July although in three of the regions - Quebec, the Prairie Region and British Columbia - the 
increases were slight. 


The Atlantic Region, with a gain of 1.0 p.c., was most improved in July. Provincially, the 
strength was in Newfoundland and New Brunswick where the seasonally-adjusted industrial composite 
indexes of employment rose 1.7 p.c. and 2.5 p.c., respectively. Industrially in the region, employment 
strengthened in manufacturing and forestry. 


The seasonally-adjusted index for Quebec rose 0.2 p.c. as most major industrial divisions 
recorded changes which did not differ significantly to usual seasonal patterns, An exception was 
forestry which rose more than seasonally. 


In Ontario, the adjusted index advanced 0.4 p.c. as a result of above-average increases in 
manufacturing, service and in transportation, storage and communication. However, a less-than-seasonal 
increase in construction, as a result of wide-spread industrial disputes, greatly modified these 
gains, 


The seasonally-adjusted index for the Prairie Region rose only 0.2 p.c. in July, as the adjusted 
indexes for the provinces showed varied movements; the adjusted industrial composites for Saskatchewan 
and Alberta rose 1.2 p.c. and 0.3 p.c., respectively, while the index for Manitoba declined 0.4 eC 
Industrially, in the region, only finance, insurance and real estate and service showed changes which 
differed significantly to usual seasonal patterns; the former rose more-than-seasonally and the latter 
Tose less-than-seasonally, 


The adjusted index for British Columbia was also only slightly changed in July. In that 
region there was an above-average increase in transportation, storage and communication and mild 
Strengthening in most remaining divisions. However, these gains were offset to a large degree by a 
Contra-seasonal decline in trade, 
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SEASONALLY-ADJUSTED INDEX NUMBERS OF EMPLOYMENT (1949=100),

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AVERAGE WEEKLY WAGES AND SALARIES 


The industrial composite of average weekly wages and salaries rose 2 cents in July to $91.09 
as decreases in mining, manufacturing and public utility operation balanced increases in other 
divisions, 


Among divisions reporting higher earnings in July, forestry led with a rise of $2.38 followed 
closely by construction with an advance of $2.14. Also significant, because of the large numbers 
involved, was an increase of $1.00 in transportation, storage and communication. The reductions, over 
$1.00 in each case, greatly offset gains elsewhere. 


Average weekly wages and salaries for manufacturing declined $1.05 in July as durables and 
non-durables were down $1.70 and 17 cents, respectively. Four of the six industry groups comprising 
durable goods manufacturing reported lower earnings in July. For most industries, the lower earnings 
reflected a high incidence of vacations at standard rates; however, in transportation equipment there 
were extensive layoffs in the highly-paid automobile industries associated with the annual model 
changeover. The layoffs of auto-workers accounted for a reduction of $5.03 in transportation equipment; 
this factor, in addition to substantial reductions in employment in that high wage industry accounted 
for most of the decrease in earnings in durables. 


Most components of non-durables also declined in July. The reductions ranged from 63 cents in 
tobacco products to $2.41 in petroleum products. Earnings increased in rubber ($3.26), leather (54 
cents), clothing (92 cents) and paper products (38 cents). Higher earnings in rubber and paper products, 
together with greatly increased employment in these relatively highly-paid industries, went a long way 
towards offsetting losses in other industries. 


The industrial composite of average weekly wages and salaries rose in every province except 
Newfoundland (27 cents), Nova Scotia (51 cents) and Ontario (61 cents). The increases range from 23 
cents in Manitoba to $1.30 and $1.31 in New Brunswick and Alberta, respectively. However, the 
reduction in Ontario combined with a decline in employment in that highly paid province greatly offset 
gains in other provinces,

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NOTES 


General. —The monthly surveys of employment 
and weekly payrolls relate to all branches of the 
following industrial divisions: forestry, mining, 
manufacturing, transportation, storage and com- 
munication, construction, public utilities, trade, 
finance, insurance and real estate, and to certain 
groups of the service industry, mainly hotels, 
restaurants, laundries and dry cleaning plants, 
recreational and business services. The surveys do 
not cover firms usually employing less than 15 
persons, of which the number is very large in 
relation to their employment totals. Establishments 
reducing their staffs below this minimum are nat 
necessarily removed from the mailing list. Data are 
requested for all classes of employees, irrespec- 
tive of their functions in the business; statistics 
for the owners are excluded. Employers operating 
in two or more lines of business, or in different 
provinces or cities, are asked to furnish separate 
monthly returns for their establishments in the 
different units. 


1. Coverage. — Virtual limitation of the surveys 
to firms with staffs of 15 and over results in a 
large and relatively even coverage of total em- 
ployment in the included industries in most of 
the provinces and in the urban areas. The in- 
dustrial representation, though large, is more 
uneven, the proportion of employees covered 
depending upon the organization of particular 
industries in larger or smaller units of operation. 
Complete information respecting the area and 
industry distributions of the working population 
is available only when the Decennial Censuses 
are taken, at place of residence. In 1951, data 
were not segregated for paid workers actually at 
work. Estimates of coverage that can be made are 
therefore conservative because they relate em- 
ployees of reporting firms to all paid workers with 
jobs, including those absent from work without pay 
who would not be included in the monthly statistics 
of employment and payrolls. Estimates of coverage 
according to industrial divisions for Canada and 
the provinces are given in the first columns of 
Tables 3 and 4. 


In these estimates, the Census figures for 
automobile repair have been moved from manufac- 
turing to trade, since a large proportion of such 
work is carried on in retail establishments which 
do not furnish separate data for their sales and 
repair staffs. 


In three industries (construction in Nova Scotia 
and New Brunswick, transportation in Manitoba and 
public utility operation in British Columbia) the 
provincial proportions exceed 100 p.c., due to 
classification differences between the Census and 
the monthly surveys of establishments. This situ- 
ation in construction in two provinces is probably 
due to short-term employment afforded by reporting 
highway construction establishments to workers 
whose main occupation is farming, in which they 
would be enumerated by the Census. Inclusion of 


some railway employees reported monthly in 
Manitoba, who were elsewhere enumerated in the 
Census, results in a proportion of over 100 p.c. in 
the transportation, storage and communication 
group in that province. The high figure in public 
utility operation in British Columbia is likely a 
result of inclusion of employees in that industry 
who would be shown in either construction or 
transportation by the Census. 


The following table contains provincial esti- 
mates of coverage of total wage-earners and 
salaried employees in all industries, including 
those in agriculture, government, education, 
health and other classes excluded from the monthly 
surveys, aS well as paid workers in the industries 
that are included. The general estimate for Canada 
was 62 p.c.

It is important to note that the statistics of 
employees covered, as published in the monthly 
and annual reports, do not represent estimates of 
total numbers of paid workers in specified areas or 
industries, but show only the distributions of men 
and women on the staffs of the co-operating em- 
ployers in the indicated periods, including their 
full-time, part-time and casual employees. 


2. The Questionnaire used in the monthly 
surveys asks employers to state the number of 
wage-earners and salaried employees drawing pay 
in the last pay periods in the months, with their 
payroll disbursements in the same periods. The 
request for statistics for the last pay period in 
the month only is designed to prevent duplication 
in the employment count where individuals may 
appear on the payrolls of more than one employer 
in a period of several weeks. The workers reported 
are not necessarily employed for a period of a 
week, by any one establishment or by more than 
one. Workers on strike during the reported pay 
periods are not included in the statistics unless 
they draw pay from their employer; for example, 
take paid holidays during the dispute. Workers 
laid off without pay during the pay period as an 
indirect effect of industrial disputes are not 
counted as employed. 


Employees and earnings are grouped according 
to the duration of their pay periods —monthly, 
semi-monthly, fortnightly, weekly, etc. Gross pay- 
rolls are requested before deductions are made 
for taxes, unemployment insurance contributions, 
etc. Overtime payments, cost-of-living allowances, 
commissions, incentive and production bonuses 
are included, as are payments for absences with 
pay in the reported pay periods. The statistics do 
not include employers’ contributions to unem- 
ployment insurance, workmen’s compensation 
and other welfare plans, nor do they include 
amounts paid for pensions, retirement gratuities, 
bonuses paid at irregular or infrequent intervals, 
and various other supplementary labour costs. 


3. The Processing. —Statistics of wages and 
salaries reported for any period exceeding a week 
are reduced for tabulation purposes to one week’s 
proportion of the totals, the numerators of the 
fractions used for this purpose being 5, 6 or 7 
days, depending upon the number of days per week 
on which the establishment operated in the pay 
period; the denominators of the fractions are the 
numbers of working days in the different pay 
periods. For employees paid at annual or monthly 
rates, whose earnings are not affected by varia- 
tions in the number of working days in the month, 
fixed proportions are used to reduce the earnings 
to a weekly basis, irrespective of the length of the 
calendar month. The sums resulting from these 
various calculations are then aggregated to give 
the total amounts which would be paid for services 
rendered in one week by the employees of the co- 
operating firms. 


4. The Tabulation. — Data tabulated each month 
show the numbers of women and of workers of both 
sexes drawing pay from the establishments fur- 
nishing returns and their weekly payrolls, with 
similar information for employees of the same 
firms a month earlier, and in the base period 
(1949). The statistics first published for each 
month are preliminary; re-tabulation of the data 
on the succeeding month’s tabulation permits in- 
corporation of revisions in the material originally 
tabulated and inclusion of returns received too 
late for the preliminary tabulation. 


5. The Index Numbers. — The index numbers of 
employment and payrolls represent the percentage 
relationships between employees of establishments 
currently furnishing data and their aggregate 
weekly earnings, and the corresponding 1949 
averages of these employees. The 1949 figures of 
employment and payrolls for firms which have 
since gone out of business are continued in the 
basic averages; firms or branches opening for busi- 
ness since 1949 are tabulated with zero base 
figures. The basic averages of establishments 
which operated in 1949 but have since been added 


to the mailing list, are incorporated in the base 
figures from the date when their co-operation was 
first obtained. The index numbers of average 
weekly wages and salaries relate the average 
earnings of persons employed by the reporting firms 
at a given date to the average earnings of their 
employees in 1949. 


6. The Weekly Wages and Salaries. — The statis- 
tics of average weekly earnings result from the 
division of the aggregate weekly wages and 
salaries disbursed in the last pay periods in the 
month by the co-operating establishments, by the 
number of their full time and part-time employees 
in the same periods. The figures represent gross 
earnings, before deductions are made for unemploy- 
ment insurance contributions, taxes, etc. In addi- 
tion to basic wages and salaries, the earnings 
include overtime payments, shift premiums, com- 
missions, cost-of-living, incentive and production 
bonuses, and other bonuses paid at frequent in- 
tervals. They also include amounts paid employees 
absent on leave with pay during the reported pay 
periods, i.e., during vacations, statutory holidays, 
sick leave, etc. 


The earnings do not include the value of free 
board and lodging and other perquisites, employers’ 
contributions to welfare funds such as workmen’s 
compensation, pension, and unemployment insur- 
ance funds and supplementary unemployment 
benefits. Also excluded are the cost to employers 
of certain other employee benefits, such as bonuses 
paid at irregular or infrequent intervals, (e.g., 
annual bonuses), and retirement gratuities. 


The revised figures of earnings in the monthly 
reports incorporate retroactive pay for one month, 
corrections in the material originally tabulated, 
and data received too late for inclusion in the 
first tabulation; for the most part, such adjust- 
ments are not carried back for more than one 
month. 


7. Hourly Earnings.— Statistics of average hours 
and average hourly and weekly earnings of wage- 
earners for whom co-operating employers keep 
record of hours worked are contained in the monthly 
reports ‘‘Man-Hours and Hourly Earnings’’. 


8. Urban Area Statistics. — Urban area statistics 
published in the present report include data for 
establishments situated in the urban areas as 
defined in the 1956 Census Bulletin 1-6, ‘‘Popu- 
lation —Incorporated Cities, Towns and Villages,’’ 
except that the St. Catharines statistics include 
Port Colborne and Welland in addition to the 
defined urban area. Statistics given in the report 
for urban areas not defined in the above —named 
publication include Preston with Galt.

Most of the footnotes are ists of names of industries that appear in the Standard Industrial Classification Manual 
which are grouped under special titles in employment and payroll publications. In some industries, the group breakdown 
shown in the tables is less extensive than in the Standard Industrial Classification; figures for the omitted categories 
however, are contained in the group totals. 

(a) Gold mining includes alluvial gold mining; auriferous quartz mining. 


(b) Other metal mining includes copper-gold-silver mining; jron mining; nickel-copper mining; silver-cobalt mining; 
silver-lead-zinc mining; miscellaneous metal mining. 


(c) Non-ametal mining includes non-metal mining; quarrying, clay and sand pits. 

(d) Other beverages includes carbonated beverages; wines. 

(f) Other leather products includes leather gloves and mittens; leather tanneries; miscellaneous leather products. 
(g) Saw and planing mills includes plywood and veneer mills; sash, door and planing mills; sawmills. 

(h) Other wood products includes boxes and baskets (wood); morticians’ goods; miscellaneous wood products. 

(i) Other paper products includes paper boxes and bags; roofing papers; miscellaneous paper products. 

(j) Machinery manufacturing includes household, office and store machinery; machine tools; machinery, n.e.c. 


(k) Non-metallic mineral products includes abrasive products; asbestos products; cement, hydraulic; clay products; 
glass and glass products; lime and gypsum products; stone products; concrete products; miscellaneous non- 
metallic mineral products. 


(1) Other chemical products includes explosives, ammunition and pyrotechnics; fertilizers; paints and varnishes; 
soaps, washing and cleaning compounds; toilet preparations; vegetable ofl mills; primary plastics; miscel- 
laneous chemical and allied products. 


(m) Building includes buildings and structures; special trade contractors. General engineering includes other con- 
struction, other than highways, bridges and streets. 


(n) Water transportation includes water transportation; services incidental to water transportation. 


(0) Electric and motor transportation includes bus and coach transportation-interurban; urban and suburban transpor- 
tation systems; taxicab; truck transportation; services incidental to transportation; other transportation. 


(p) Urban and interurban transportation includes bus and coach transportation-interurban; urban and suburban trans- 
portation systems. 


(q) Other public utilities includes gas manufacture and distribution; water and sanitary services; other public 
utilities. 
(t) Industrial Machinery includes machine tools; machinery, n.e.c. 


(s) The Northwest Territories with the exception of Baffin Island are included in Alberta. Baffin Island is included 
in Quebec. The Yukon Territories is included in British Columbia. 


(t) Synthetic textiles and silk includes synthetic filament yarn and staple fibre; spun yarn and fabric. 


(u) Durable goods manufacturing includes wood, iron and steel, transportation equipment, non-ferrous metal, elec- 
trical apparatus and supplies and non-metallic minerals. The non-durable group includes the remaining manu- 
facturing industries. 


(v) Service includes hotels, restaurants, laundries, dry cleaning plants, business, recreational services and miscel- 
laneous services. Government, community and health services are not covered.

Summary 


Canada's industrial composite index of employment (1949=100) rose by 1.1 p.c. to 143.7 at the 
end of August. An increase of this size is typical in August as many manufacturing firms resume 
operations after summer shut-downs for vacations and retooling. In addition, the construction industry 
usually records moderately large increases, as employment in this division advances to a seasonal peak, 


Seasonally adjusted, the industrial composite was virtually unchanged at 138.4 in August, as 
reductions in finance, insurance and real estate and service were offset by small-to-moderate increases 
in the remaining divisions. The largest percentage increases were recorded in mining (0.8 p.¢.)e 
construction (0.7 p.c.) and public utility Operation (1.1 p.c.). Manufacturing rose by 0,3 pec. due 
largely to movements in the non-durables component. 


The seasonally-adjusted indexes for most provinces declined in August. However, the declines 
were balanced by increases in Newfoundland (2.7 p.c.), Quebec (0.7 p.c.) and British Columbia eal yr ay 


The industrial composite of average weekly wages and salaries rose 4 cents in August to $91,22, 
The latest figure is $4.03 above the same month last year. The payroll index at 307.7 was 1.2 p.c. 
above July 1965 and 10,2 p.c. above August, 1964. 


EMPLOYMENT 


Goods-Producing Industrial Division 


Manufacturing 


The seasonally-adjusted index for manufacturing advanced 0,3 p.c. in August to 128.7. The 
small increase resulted mainly from a rise of 0,4 p-c. in non-durables. The adjusted index for durables 
was virtually unchanged from July to August. 


The seasonally~adjusted index for manufacturing has followed a somewhat uneven course over the 
first eight months of 1965. The main reason for this has been the widespread incidence of industrial 
disputes, particularly in the transportation equipment, iron and steel, non-ferrous metals, paper and 
rubber products industries. In general, the industrial disputes have seldom lasted much more than one 
Month, but have had a tendency to occur in clusters, thereby directly affecting several thousands of 
employees. Thus, the adjusted index has been characterized over this period chiefly by sharp decreases 
when the strikes occurred followed by marked advances when settlements were reached. 


The overall trend in manufacturing has been further disrupted by events in the automobile 
industries where, partly as a result of widespread industrial disputes earlier in the year, relatively 
high levels of employment were maintained in July whereas, typically, these industries show much larger 
reductions at this time. Consequently, the automobile industries exerted a downward influence in August 
as the parts industry showed a much smaller-than-usual increase and the motor vehicles industry declined 
contra-seasonally.

From July to August, most components of durable goods manufacturing indicated some strengthening 
but these gains were offset by a contra-seasonal decline in transportation equipment. In wood products, 
there was an above-average increase in the saw and planing mills component which halted a mild con- 
traction between April and July. Related to the introduction of government incentives in 1963 to 
encourage winter construction, seasonal fluctuations in employment in this industry have tended to be 
reduced, 


Iron and steel products showed a relatively large increase in August whereas, typically, it 
shows little change at this time. The principal sources of this strengthening were iron castings and 
machinery products which rose contra-seasonally. Also contributing was the agricultural implement 
industry which showed only a small decline from July to August although it usually records a much larger 
decrease between these months as many firsm shut down for retooling. 


In transportation equipment, employment declined contra-seasonally, The main contributing 
factors were major industrial disputes in the aircraft and parts and motor vehicle industries in 
Ontario. Also of importance, however, were the downward influences described earlier in relation to 
the automobile industries, Offsetting these losses to some extent was a contra-seasonal increase in 
shipbuilding and repairing. 


Non-ferrous metal products, electrical apparatus and supplies and non-metallic mineral products 
each recorded changes that were slightly greater than seasonal. Employment in the last named industry 
has weakened over the first six months of 1965, partly as a result of strikes in the automobile 
industries and partly due to the changing seasonal patterns in construction noted earlier, Since June, 
employment in the industry has strengthened. 


The seasonally-adjusted index for non-durable goods manufacturing advanced 0.4 p.c. in June. 


The small increase reflected somewhat larger-than-seasonal advances in most component industry groups. 
Although the gains in the component industries were in no case substantially greater than seasonal, the 
increases in textiles, chemicals and in printing, publishing and allied industries continued a mild 
expansion which had been in progress for several months. 


Other Goods-Producing Industrial Divisions 


The seasonally-adjusted indexes of employment for goods-producing divisions other than manu- 
facturing advanced in August, although the increase in forestry was fractional. Mining advanced 0.8 
pec. due mainly to an above-average increase in fuels where both coal and oil and natural gas increased 
contra-seasonally. The adjusted index for construction rose 0.7 p.c. in August as the building and 
general engineering component rose more than seasonally. The large increase in building and general 
engineering reflected, largely, the settlement of several major industrial disputes in the industry. 


Service-Producing Industrial Division 


Among the service-producing industrial divisions, the adjusted indexes for trade, public utility 
Operation and transportation, storage and communication advanced in August although the increase in 
trade was slight. In trade, a larger-than-seasonal increase in the wholesale component was balanced by 
a less-than-seasonal rise in retailing. The advance in public utility operation was reflected in all 
regions except the Prairie Region, The small rise in transportation, storage and communication was a 
‘direct result of a strike settlement in water transportation; all other component industries recorded 
changes which differed little to usual seasonal patterns, 


There were declines in the finance, insurance and real estate and service divisions of 1,5 Des 
and 0.8 p.c., respectively. In the former, the large decrease reflected changed seasonal patterns 
resulting from revised reporting procedures in finance. This revision resulted in the disappearance 
of the large July-to-August increase usually recorded in that component. 
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SEASONALLY-ADJUSTED INDEX NUMBERS OF EMPLOYMENT (1949=100), 
CANADA INDUSTRIAL COMPOSITE AND MAJOR INDUSTRIAL DIVISIONS 
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Regional Employment 


The seasonally-adjusted indexes for the Atlantic Region, Quebec and British Columbia advanced 
in June. The adjusted indexes for Ontario and the Prairie Region were virtually unchanged. 


In the Atlantic Region, there was a contra-seasonal increase in mining and transportation, 
storage and communication. There were mainly seasonal changes in the other divisions. In Quebec, 
employment rose more than seasonally in manufacturing, transportation, storage and communication and 
service, These gains were offset to some extent by less-than-seasonal increases in forestry, mining, 
and finance, insurance and real estate. The advance in British Columbia reflected a contra-seasonal 
increase in forestry, public utility operation and trade, 


In Ontario, there was an above-average increase in construction following settlement of major 
industrial disputes. This gain was balanced by contra-seasonal declines in finance, insurance and real 
estate and service, In the Prairie Region, there were increases in mining and service after allowance 
for usual seasonal variations. However, these were offset by less-than-seasonal increases in con- 
struction, trade and in finance, insurance and real estate. 


AVERAGE WEEKLY WAGES AND SALARIES 


The industrial composite of average weekly wages and salaries rose 4 cents in August. Among the 
major industrial divisions, there were increases in mining (43 cents), manufacturing (35 cents), 
construction (78 cents) and public utility operation (58 cents). There were decreases in the remaining 
divisions, but these were not substantial except in forestry where earnings declined $6.96. The in- 
crease in mining resulted from a rise of $19.81 in coal mining in Nova Scotia where employees in several 
mines had worked short time during the July survey week. In construction, there was a rise of $1.09 in 
building and general engineering combined with an increase in the weight of that relatively high wage 
industry following settlement of major industrial disputes in Ontario. 


In manufacturing, there was an increase of 85 cents in durables, but of only 4 cents in non- 
durables, The overall impact of the rise in durables was offset to some extent by the fact that the 
lower wage non-durables component increased relatively to durables, Within the non-durables sector, all 
industry groups reported higher earnings over the month except food and beverages which declined by 
$1.82. There were increases of $1.00 or more in rubber, leather, textiles, clothing and chemical 
products, However, the decline in food and beverages together with a large increase in the numbers of 
seasonal workers in this relatively low paid industry largely offset these gains. In durables, there 
were increases of 86 cents or more in all industries except non-ferrous metals which rose by only 15 
cents. Offsetting these gains to some degree were substantial decreases in employment in the relatively 
highly paid transportation equipment industry. 


Six of the ten provinces reported higher earnings in August. The gains ranged from 19 cents in 
Prince Edward Island to $1.76 in Nova Scotia; in the latter province, the increase resulted primarily 
from advances in coal, There were declines in New Brunswick (89 cents), Saskatchewan (72 cents), 
Alberta (25 cents) and British Columbia (63 cents).

restaurants, laundries and dry cleaning plants, 
recreational and business services. The surveys do 
not cover firms uSually employing less than 15 
persons, of which the number is very large in 
relation to their employment totals. Establishments 
reducing their staffs below this minimum are not 
necessarily removed from the mailing list. Data are 
requested for all classes of employees, irrespec- 
tive of their functions in the business; statistics 
for the owners are excluded. Employers operating 
in two or more lines of business, or in different 
provinces or cities, are asked to furnish separate 
monthly returns for their establishments in the 
different units. 


1. Coverage. — Virtual limitation of the surveys 
to firms with staffs of 15 and over results in a 
large and relatively even coverage of total em- 
ployment in the included industries in most of 
the provinces and in the urban areas. The in- 
dustrial representation, though large, is more 
uneven, the proportion of employees covered 
depending upon the organization of particular 
industries in larger or smaller units of operation. 
Complete information respecting the area and 
industry distributions of the working population 
is available only when the Decennial Censuses 
are taken, at place of residence. In 1951, data 
were not segregated for paid workers actually at 
work, Estimates of coverage that can be made are 
therefore conservative because they relate em- 
ployees of reporting firms to all paid workers with 
jobs, including those absent from work without pay 
who would not be included in the monthly statistics 
of employment and payrolls. Estimates of coverage 
according to industrial divisions for Canada and 
the provinces are given in the first columns of 
Tables 3 and 4, 


In these estimates, the Census figures for 
automobile repair have been moved from manufac- 
turing to trade, since a large proportion of such 
work is carried on in retail establishments which 
do not furnish separate data for their sales and 
repair staffs. 


In three industries (construction in Nova Scotia 
and New Brunswick, transportation in Manitoba and 
public utility operation in British Columbia) the 
provincial proportions exceed 100 p.c., due to 
classification differences between the Census and 
the monthly surveys of establishments. This situ- 
ation in construction in two provinces is probably 
due to short-term employment afforded by reporting 
highway construction establishments to workers 
whose main occupation is farming, in which they 
would be enumerated by the Census. Inclusion of 


some railway employees reported monthly in 
Manitoba, who were elsewhere enumerated in the 
Census, results in a proportion of over 100 p.c. in 
the transportation, Storage and communication 
group in that province. The high figure in public 
utility operation in British Columbia is likely a 
result of inclusion of employees in that industry 
who would be shown in either construction or 
transportation by the Census. 


The following table contains provincial esti- 
mates of coverage of total wage-earners and 
salaried employees in all industries, including 
those in agriculture, government, education, 
health and other classes excluded from the monthly 
surveys, aS well as paid workers in the industries 
that are included. The general estimate for Canada 
was 62 p.c.

It is important to note that the statistics of 
employees covered, as published in the monthly 
and annual reports, do not represent estimates of 
total numbers of paid workers in specified areas or 
industries, but show only the distributions of men 
and women on the staffs of the co-operating em- 
ployers in the indicated periods, including their 
full-time, part-time and casual employees. 


2. The Questionnaire used in the monthly 
surveys asks employers to state the number of 
wage-earners and salaried employees drawing pay 
in the last pay periods in the months, with their 
payroll disbursements in the same periods. The 
request for statistics for the last pay period in 
the month only is designed to prevent duplication 
in the employment count where individuals may 
appear on the payrolls of more than one employer 
in a period of several weeks. The workers reported 
are not necessarily employed for a period of a 
week, by any one establishment or by more than 
one. Workers on strike during the reported pay 
periods are not included in the statistics unless 
they draw pay from their employer; for example, 
take paid holidays during the dispute. Workers 
laid off without pay during the pay period as an 
indirect effect of industrial disputes are not 
counted as employed. 


Employees and earnings are grouped according 
to the duration of their pay periods —monthly, 
semi-monthly, fortnightly, weekly, etc. Gross pay- 
rolls are requested before deductions are made 
for taxes, unemployment insurance contributions, 
etc, Overtime payments, cost-of-living allowances, 
commissions, incentive and production bonuses 
are included, as are payments for absences with 
pay in the reported pay periods. The statistics do 
not include employers’ contributions to unem- 
ployment insurance, workmen’s compensation 
and other welfare plans, nor do they include 
amounts paid for pensions, retirement gratuities, 
bonuses paid at irregular or infrequent intervals, 
and various other supplementary labour costs. 


3. The Processing.—Statistics of wages and 
salaries reported for any period exceeding a week 
are reduced for tabulation purposes to one week’s 
proportion of the totals, the numerators of the 
fractions used for this purpose being 5, 6 or 7 
days, depending upon the number of days per week 
on which the establishment operated in the pay 
period; the denominators of the fractions are the 
numbers of working days in the different pay 
periods. For employees paid at annual or monthly 
rates, whose earnings are not affected by varia- 
tions in the number of working days in the month, 
fixed proportions are used to reduce the earnings 
to a weekly basis, irrespective of the length of the 
calendar month. The sums resulting from these 
various calculations are then aggregated to give 
the total amounts which would be paid for services 
rendered in one week by the employees of the co- 
operating firms. 


4. The Tabulation. — Data tabulated each month 
show the numbers of women and of workers of both 
sexes drawing pay from the establishments fur- 
nishing returns and their weekly payrolls, with 
similar information for employees of the same 
firms a month earlier, and in the base period 
(1949). The statistics first published for each 
month are preliminary; re-tabulation of the data 
on the succeeding month’s tabulation permits in- 
corporation of revisions in the material originally 
tabulated and inclusion of returns received too 
late for the preliminary tabulation. 


5. The Index Numbers. — The index numbers of 
employment and payrolls represent the percentage 
relationships between employees of establishments 
currently furnishing data and their aggregate 
weekly earnings, and the corresponding 1949 
averages of these employees. The 1949 figures of 
employment and payrolls for firms which have 
since gone out of business are continued in the 
basic averages; firms or branches opening for busi- 
ness since 1949 are tabulated with zero base 
figures. The basic averages of establishments 
which operated in 1949 but have since been added 


to the mailing list, are incorporated in the base 
figures from the date when their co-operation was 
first obtained. The index numbers of average 
weekly wages and salaries relate the average 
earnings of persons employed by the reporting firms 
at a given date to the average earnings of their 
employees in 1949. 


6. The Weekly Wages and Salaries. — The statis- 
tics of average weekly earnings result from the 
division of the aggregate weekly wages and 
salaries disbursed in the last pay periods in the 
month by the co-operating establishments, by the 
number of their full time and part-time employees 
in the same periods. The figures represent gross 
earnings, before deductions are made for unemploy- 
ment insurance contributions, taxes, etc. In addi- 
tion to basic wages and salaries, the earnings 
include overtime payments, shift premiums, com- 
missions, cost-of-living, incentive and production 
bonuses, and other bonuses paid at frequent in- 
tervals. They also include amounts paid employees 
absent on leave with pay during the reported pay 
periods, i.e., during vacations, statutory holidays, 
sick leave, etc. 


The earnings do not include the value of free 
board and lodging and other perquisites, employers’ 
contributions to welfare funds such as workmen’s 
compensation, pension, and unemployment insur- 
ance funds and supplementary unemployment 
benefits. Also excluded are the cost to employers 
of certain other employee benefits, such as bonuses 
paid at irregular or infrequent intervals, (e:g., 
annual bonuses), and retirement gratuities. 


The revised figures of earnings in the monthly 
reports incorporate retroactive pay for one month, 
corrections in the material originally tabulated, 
and data received too late for inclusion in the 
first tabulation; for the most part, such adjust- 
ments are not carried back for more than one 
month. 


7. Hourly Earnings.— Statistics of average hours 
and average hourly and weekly earnings of wage- 
earners for whom co-operating employers keep 
record of hours worked are contained in the monthly 
reports ‘‘Man-Hours and Hourly Earnings’’. 


8. Urban Area Statistics. — Urban area statistics 
published in the present report include data for 
establishments situated in the urban areas as 
defined in the 1956 Census Bulletin 1-6, ‘‘Popu- 
lation —Incorporated Cities, Towns and Villages,’’ 
except that the St. Catharines statistics include 
Port Colborne and Welland in addition to the 
defined urban area. Statistics given in the report 
for urban areas not defined in the above —named 
publication include Preston with Galt.

FOOTNOTES 


Most of the footnotes are lists of names of industries that appear in the Standard Industrial Classification Manual 
which are grouped under special titles in employment and payroll publications. In some industries, the group breakdown 
shown in the tables is less extensive than in the Standard Industrial Classification; figures for the omitted categories 
however, are contained in the group totals. 

(a) Gold mining includes alluvial gold mining; auriferous quartz mining. 


(b) Other metal mining includes copper-gold-silver mining; iron mining; nickel-copper mining; silver-cobalt mining; 
silver-lead-zinc mining; miscellaneous metal mining. 


(c) Non-metal mining includes non-metal mining; quarrying, clay and sand pits. 

(d) Other beverages includes carbonated beverages; wines. 

(f) Other leather products includes leather gloves and mittens; leather tanneries; miscellaneous leather products. 
(g) Saw and planing mills includes plywood and veneer mills; sash, door and planing mills; sawmills. 

(h) Other wood products includes boxes and baskets (wood); morticians’ goods; miscellaneous wood products. 

(i) Other paper products includes paper boxes and bags; roofing papers; miscellaneous paper products. 

(j) Machinery manufacturing includes household, office and store machinery; machine tools; machinery, n.e.c. 


(k) Non-metallic mineral products includes abrasive products; asbestos products; cement, hydraulic; clay products; 
glass and glass products; lime and gypsum products; stone products; concrete products; miscellaneous non- 
metallic mineral products. 


(1) Other chemical products includes explosives, ammunition and pyrotechnics; fertilizers; paints and varnishes; 
soaps, washing and cleaning compounds; toilet preparations; vegetable oil mills; primary plastics; miscel- 
laneous chemical and allied products. 


(m) Building includes buildings and structures; special trade contractors. General engineering includes other con- 
struction, other than highways, bridges and streets. 


(n) Water transportation includes water transportation; services incidental to water transportation. 


(0) Electric and motor transportation includes bus and coach transportation-interurban; urban and suburban transpor- 
tation systems; taxicab; truck transportation; services incidental to transportation; other transportation. 


(p) Urban and interurban transportation includes bus and coach transportation-interurban; urban and suburban trans- 
portation systems. 


(q) Other public utilities includes gas manufacture and distribution; water and sanitary services; other public 
utilities. 


(r) Industrial Machinery includes machine tools; machinery, n.e.c. 


(s) The Northwest Territories with the exception of Baffin Island are included in Alberta. Baffin Island is included 
in Quebec. The Yukon Territories is included in British Columbia. 


(t) Synthetic textiles and silk includes synthetic filament yarn and staple fibre; spun yarn and fabric. 


(u) Durable goods manufacturing includes wood, iron and steel, transportation equipment, non-ferrous metal, elec- 
trical apparatus and supplies and non-metallic minerals. The non-durable group includes the remaining manu- 
facturing industries. 


(v) Service includes hotels, restaurants, laundries, dry cleaning plants, business, recreational services and miscel- 
laneous services. Government, community and health services are not covered. 


(w) Estimates of coverage are based on comparisons of data for 1951 with Population Census Statistics. For details,

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EMPLOYMENT , PAYROLLS AND AVERAGE WEEKLY EARNINGS 


SEPTEMBER 1965 


Summary 


At the end of September the industrial composite index of employment (1949=100) at 143.8 showed 
little change from the August figure of 144.0. The index this month was 5.6 p.c. above the comparable 
figure for 1964, The seasonally-adjusted industrial composite index at 138.9 showed virtually no change 
from August. 


The main influences on the adjusted industrial composite figure were gains over last month in 
the service, trade and manufacturing divisions and a decline in forestry. Changes in the remaining 
divisions were small, 


Regionally, variations from August levels in the adjusted composite indexes were small. The 
Atlantic Region dropped 0.7 p.c. (mainly the result of a 1.5 p.c. decline in New Brunswick), Quebec 
reported a 0.2 p.c, decrease, Ontario rose 0.4 p.c., the Prairie Region remained unchanged, and British 
Columbia reported a gain of 0.8 p.c. 


The industrial composite of average weekly wages and salaries rose $1.00 in September to 
$92.29. The latest figure is $4.29 above the same month last year. The payroll index at 311.6 was 1.0 
p.c. above August 1965 and 10.7 p.c. above September 1964. 


EMPLOYMENT 


Goods-Producing Industries 


Manufacturing 


The seasonally-adjusted index for manufacturing advanced 0.2 p.c. in September to 129.2. A de- 
cline in the adjusted index of 0.5 p.c. in non-durable goods manufacturing was more than offset by an 
increase of 0.8 p.c. in durables. The main influences bringing about the increase in durable goods 
manufacturing were less than average declines in iron and steel products and wood products and a contra- 
seasonal increase in non-ferrous metal products. The gain in non-ferrous metals reflects the end of a 
strike in the brass and copper industry. In wood products, most of the gain took place in the saw and 
planing mills component. The advance in iron and steel resulted from strength in most of the component 
industries, particularly fron castings, fabricated and structural steel, and sheet metal products. 


In the other durable goods industries changes from last month were close to normal for this 
time of year, except for an above average increase in electrical apparatus and supplies. However, there 
were a number of large but offsetting variations from August within transportation equipment. The end 
of an industrial dispute in aircraft and parts in Ontario resulted in a large increase in the figures 
for that industry. The gain reported by the motor vehicle industry was not as great as is normal in 
September while the gain reported by motor vehicle parts and accessories was above average. In ship- 
building and repairing there was a less than normal increase. The net effect of these fluctuations was 
a slightly greater than seasonal increase in transportation equipment. 


Note: Statistics are based on returns received from employers usually employing 15 or more persons. 
These returns include data for the last pay period(s) of reporting establishments in each month. 
The latest figures throughout this publication are subject to revision.

In non-durable goods manufacturing, a small decline in the seasonally-adjusted index from 120.9 
in August to 120.3 in September was mainly the result of greater than seasonal declines in food and bev- 
erages and in products of petroleum and coal. The latter decrease resulted from an industrial dispute 
in petroleum refining and products, In food and beverages the decline was mainly in canned and preserved 
fruits and vegetables where employment in August was unusually high. Changes in the other non-durable 
industries were almost entirely of a seasonal nature. 


Other Goods-Producing Industries 


In forestry a decline from August in the seasonally-adjusted index was mainly the result of de- 
creases reported in the Atlantic Region and in Quebec. The seasonally-adjusted index for construction 
remained virtually unchanged, Regional variations in construction were generally small as well, although 
the decline in British Columbia was smaller than usual. In mining a decline of 0.6 p.c. to 124.1 reflect- 
ed declines in most components, The largest decline was in fuels where employment in both coal and oil 
and natural gas had been unusually high in August. 


Service-Producing Industries 


The greatest change from August levels in the service-producing industries was in the service 
industrial division where a less than seasonal decline in employment resulted in a 1.1 p.c. increase in 
the seasonally-adjusted index. The largest part of this gain took place in Ontario although all regions 
except British Columbia reported less than average declines. The seasonally-adjusted index for trade 
rose 0.6 with most of the gain taking place in the Prairie Region where there was an above average rise 
in employment. The adjusted indexes in the other service-producing industrial divisions showed little 
change: transportation storage and communication (virtually no change), public utility operation (a 0.3 
p.c. increase) and finance, insurance and real estate (a 0.2 p.c,. increase). 


Regional Employment 


Regionally there was little change from August levels in the seasonally-adjusted industrial 
composite indexes. The Atlantic Region and Quebec dropped 0.7 p.c. and 0.2 p.c. respectively, while 
Ontario and British Columbia gained by 0.4 p.c. and 0.8 p.c., respectively. The Prairie Region remained 
unchanged, 


The decline in the Atlantic Region was the result of above average declines in all the Atlantic 
provinces except Nova Scotia where the change was seasonally normal. Industrially, a contra-seasonal 
decline in forestry and a larger than seasonal decrease in transportation, storage and communication 
accounted for a large part of the drop in the composite adjusted index. The main influence on the small 
drop in the adjusted Quebec index was a contra-seasonal decline in forestry. Other Quebec industrial 
divisions remained close to the seasonal norm except for a less than average decline in service and a 
less than average decline in public utility operation. 


The main influences on the increase over August in the adjusted index in Ontario were a higher 
than normal increase in manufacturing and a less than normal decline in service, The other Ontario 
industrial divisions remained close to usual seasonal patterns except forestry which reported a contra- 
seasonal decline and mining which reported a greater than seasonal decrease. In British Columbia the 
0.8 p.c. increase in the adjusted index was mainly due to above average employment in construction, 
trade, and transportation, storage and communication. 


In the Prairie Region a slightly greater than normal decline over the last month in the adjusted 
index for Manitoba was offset by less than normal declines in Saskatchewan and Alberta, The main indus- 
trial influences were a decline in manufacturing and an offsetting gain in trade, 
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AVERAGE WEEKLY WAGES AND SALARIES 


The industrial composite of average weekly wages and salaries rose $1.00 in September to $92.29, 
The main influence on this rise was a gain of $1.57 in manufacturing. In the other major divisions in- 
creases were recorded in forestry ($3.80), mining ($1.14), construction ($1.64), transportation, storage 
and communication ($1.40), finance (25 cents) and service (81 cents). In trade there was a decline of 
60 cents. 


In manufacturing the gain over August of $1.57 resulted mainly from an increase of $1.82 in 
durable goods manufacturing, The impact of this rise was re-enforced as employment in the higher-wage 
durables increased relative to non-durables, All the component durable industries shared in the advance 
with increases ranging from 68 cents in iron and steel to $2.91 in transportation equipment. In non- 
durables all components except tobacco, leather and clothing recorded gains. The largest change was an 
increase of $4.97 in petroleum and coal products where an industrial dispute in petroleum refining and 
products left relatively more highly-paid salaried employees on the payroll. 


Regionally, an advance over August in Ontario of $1.32 was the most important influence on the 
gain in the Canada industrial composite of average weekly wages and salaries. The greatest regional 
gain reported was in British Columbia ($1.77) and the smallest in the Prairie Region (12 cents). The 
Atlantic region and Quebec reported increases of 38 cents and 68 cents, respectively.

NOTES 


General. — The monthly surveys of employment 
and weekly payrolls relate to all branches of the 
following industrial divisions: forestry, mining, 
manufacturing, transportation, storage and com- 
munication, construction, public utilities, trade, 
finance, insurance and real estate, and to certain 
groups of the service industry, mainly hotels, 
restaurants, laundries and dry cleaning plants, 
recreational and business services. The surveys do 
not cover firms usually employing less than 15 
persons, of which the number is very large in 
relation to their employment totals. Establishments 
reducing their staffs below this minimum are nat 
necessarily removed from the mailing list. Data are 
requested for all classes of employees, irrespec- 
tive of their functions in the business; statistics 
for the owners are excluded. Employers operating 
in two or more lines of business, or in different 
provinces or cities, are asked to furnish separate 
monthly returns for their establishments in the 
different units. 


1. Coverage. — Virtual limitation of the surveys 
to firms with staffs of 15 and over results in a 
large and relatively even coverage of total em- 
ployment in the included industries in most of 
the provinces and in the urban areas. The in- 
dustrial representation, though large, is more 
uneven, the proportion of employees covered 
depending upon the organization of particular 
industries in larger or smaller units of operation. 
Complete information respecting the area and 
industry distributions of the working population 
is available only when the Decennial Censuses 
are taken, at place of residence. In 1951, data 
were not segregated for paid workers actually at 
work. Estimates of coverage that can be made are 
therefore conservative because they relate em- 
ployees of reporting firms to all paid workers with 
jobs, including those absent from work without pay 
who would not be included in the monthly statistics 
of employment and payrolls. Estimates of coverage 
according to industrial divisions for Canada and 
the provinces are given in the first columns of 
Tables 3 and 4, 


In these estimates, the Census figures for 
automobile repair have been moved from manufac- 
turing to trade, since a large proportion of such 
work is carried on in retail establishments which 
do not furnish separate data for their sales and 
repair staffs. 


In three industries (construction in Nova Scotia 
and New Brunswick, transportation in Manitoba and 
public utility operation in British Columbia) the 
provincial proportions exceed 100 p.c., due to 
classification differences between the Census and 
the monthly surveys of establishments. This situ- 
ation in construction in two provinces is probably 
due to short-term employment afforded by reporting 
highway construction establishments to workers 
whose main occupation is farming, in which they 
would be enumerated by the Census. Inclusion of 


some railway employees reported monthly in 
Manitoba, who were elsewhere enumerated in the 
Census, results in a proportion of over 100 p.c. in 
the transportation, storage and communication 
group in that province. The high figure in public 
utility operation in British Columbia is likely a 
result of inclusion of employees in that industry 
who would be shown in either construction or 
transportation by the Census. 


The following table contains provincial esti- 
mates of coverage of total wage-earners and 
salaried employees in all industries, including 
those in agriculture, government, education, 
health and other classes excluded from the monthly 
surveys, aS well as paid workers in the industries 
that are included. The general estimate for Canada 
was 62 p.c.

It is important to note that the statistics of 
employees covered, as published in the monthly 
and annual reports, do not represent estimates of 
total numbers of paid workers in specified areas or 
industries, but show only the distributions of men 
and women on the staffs of the co-operating em- 
ployers in the indicated periods, including their 
full-time, part-time and casual employees. 


2. The Questionnaire used in the monthly 
surveys asks employers to state the number of 
wage-earners and salaried employees drawing pay 
in the last pay periods in the months, with their 
payroll disbursements in the same periods. The 
request for statistics for the last pay period in 
the month only is designed to prevent duplication 
in the employment count where individuals may 
appear on the payrolls of more than one employer 
in a period of several weeks. The workers reported 
are not necessarily employed for a period of a 
week, by any one establishment or by more than 
one. Workers on strike during the reported pay 
periods are not included in the statistics unless 
they draw pay from their employer; for example, 
take paid holidays during the dispute. Workers 
laid off without pay during the pay period as an 
indirect effect of industrial disputes are not 
counted as employed. 


Employees and earnings are grouped according 
to the duration of their pay periods—monthly, 
semi-monthly, fortnightly, weekly, etc. Gross pay- 
rolls are requested before deductions are made 
for taxes, unemployment insurance contributions, 
etc. Overtime payments, cost-of-living allowances, 
commissions, incentive and production bonuses 
are included, as are payments for absences with 
pay in the reported pay periods. The statistics do 
not include employers’ contributions to unem- 
ployment insurance, workmen’s compensation 
and other welfare plans, nor do they include 
amounts paid for pensions, retirement gratuities, 
bonuses paid at irregular or infrequent intervals, 
and various other supplementary labour costs. 


3. The Processing. —Statistics of wages and 
salaries reported for any period exceeding a week 
are reduced for tabulation purposes to one week’s 
proportion of the totals, the numerators of the 
fractions used for this purpose being 5, 6 or 7 
days, depending upon the number of days per week 
on which the establishment operated in the pay 
period; the denominators of the fractions are the 
numbers of working days in the different pay 
periods. For employees paid at annual or monthly 
rates, whose earnings are not affected by varia- 
tions in the number of working days in the month, 
fixed proportions are used to reduce the earnings 
to a weekly basis, irrespective of the length of the 
calendar month. The sums resulting from these 
various calculations are then aggregated to give 
the total amounts which would be paid for services 
rendered in one week by the employees of the co- 
operating firms. 


4. The Tabulation. — Data tabulated each month 
show the numbers of women and of workers of both 
sexes drawing pay from the establishments fur- 
nishing returns and their weekly payrolls, with 
similar information for employees of the same 
firms a month earlier, and in the base period 
(1949). The statistics first published for each 
month are preliminary; re-tabulation of the data 
on the succeeding month’s tabulation permits in- 
corporation of revisions in the material originally 
tabulated and inclusion of returns received too 
late for the preliminary tabulation. 


5. The Index Numbers. — The index numbers of 
employment and payrolls represent the percentage 
relationships between employees of establishments 
currently furnishing data and their aggregate 
weekly earnings, and the corresponding 1949 
averages of these employees. The 1949 figures of 
employment and payrolls for firms which have 
since gone out of business are continued in the 
basic averages; firms or branches opening for busi- 
ness since 1949 are tabulated with zero base 
figures. The basic averages of establishments 
which operated in 1949 but have since been added 


to the mailing list, are incorporated in the base 
figures from the date when their co-operation was 
first obtained. The index numbers of average 
weekly wages and salaries relate the average 
earnings of persons employed by the reporting firms 
at a given date to the average earnings of their 
employees in 1949. 


6. The Weekly Wages and Salaries. — The statis- 
tics of average weekly earnings result from the 
division of the aggregate weekly wages and 
salaries disbursed in the last pay periods in the 
month by the co-operating establishments, by the 
number of their full time and part-time employees 
in the same periods. The figures represent gross 
earnings, before deductions are made for unemploy- 
ment insurance contributions, taxes, etc. In addi- 
tion to basic wages and salaries, the earnings 
include overtime payments, shift premiums, com- 
missions, cost-of-living, incentive and production 
bonuses, and other bonuses paid at frequent in- 
tervals. They also include amounts paid employees 
absent on leave with pay during the reported pay 
periods, i.e., during vacations, statutory holidays, 
sick leave, etc. 


The earnings do not include the value of free 
board and lodging and other perquisites, employers’ 
contributions to welfare funds such as workmen’s 
compensation, pension, and unemployment insur- 
ance funds and supplementary unemployment 
benefits. Also excluded are the cost to employers 
of certain other employee benefits, such as bonuses 
paid at irregular or infrequent intervals, (e.g., 
annual bonuses), and retirement gratuities. 


The revised figures of earnings in the monthly 
reports incorporate retroactive pay for one month, 
corrections in the material originally tabulated, 
and data received too late for inclusion in the 
first tabulation; for the most part, such adjust- 
ments are not carried back for more than one 
month, 


7. Hourly Earnings.— Statistics of average hours 
and average hourly and weekly earnings of wage- 
earners for whom co-operating employers keep 
record of hours worked are contained in the monthly 
reports ‘‘Man-Hours and Hourly Earnings’’. 


8. Urban Area Statistics. — Urban area statistics 
published in the present report include data for 
establishments situated in the urban areas as 
defined in the 1956 Census Bulletin 1-6, ‘‘Popu- 
lation —Incorporated Cities, Towns and Villages,’’ 
except that the St. Catharines statistics include 
Port Colborne and Welland in addition to the 
defined urban area. Statistics given in the report 
for urban areas not defined in the above —named 
publication include Preston with Galt.

FOOTNOTES 


Most of the footnotes are lists of names of industries that appear in the Standard Industrial Classification Manual 
which are grouped under special titles in employment and payroll publications. In some industries, the group breakdown 
shown in the tables is less extensive than in the Standard Industrial Classification; figures for the omitted categories 
however, are contained in the group totals. 

(a) Gold mining includes alluvial gold mining; auriferous quartz mining. 


(b) Other metal mining includes copper-gold-silver mining; iron mining; nickel-copper mining; silver-cobalt mining; 
silver-lead-zinc mining; miscellaneous metal mining. 


(c) Non-metal mining includes non-metal mining; quarrying, clay and sand pits. 

(d) Other beverages includes carbonated beverages; wines. 

(f) Other leather products includes leather gloves and mittens; leather tanneries; miscellaneous leather products. 
(g) Saw and planing mills includes plywood and veneer mills; sash, door and planing mills; sawmills. 

(h) Other wood products includes boxes and baskets (wood); morticians’ goods; miscellaneous wood products. 

(i) Other paper products includes paper boxes and bags; roofing papers; miscellaneous paper products. 

(j) Machinery manufacturing includes household, office and store machinery; machine tools; machinery, n.e.c. 


(k) Non-metallic mineral products includes abrasive products; asbestos products; cement, hydraulic; clay products; 
glass and glass products; lime and gypsum products; stone products; concrete products; miscellaneous non- 
metallic mineral products. 


(1) Other chemical products includes explosives, ammunition and pyrotechnics; fertilizers; paints and varnishes; 
soaps, washing and cleaning compounds; toilet preparations; vegetable oil mills; primary plastics; miscel- 
laneous chemical and allied products. 


(m) Building includes buildings and structures; special trade contractors. General engineering includes other con- 
struction, other than highways, bridges and streets. 


(n) Water transportation includes water transportation; services incidental to water transportation. 


(0) Electric and motor transportation includes bus and coach transportation-interurban; urban and suburban transpor- 
tation systems; taxicab; truck transportation; services incidental to transportation; other transportation. 


(p) Urban and interurban transportation includes bus and coach transportation-interurban; urban and suburban trans- 
portation systems. 


(q) Other public utilities includes gas manufacture and distribution; water and sanitary services; other public 
utilities. 


(tr) Industrial Machinery includes machine tools; machinery, n.e.c. 


(Ss) The Northwest Territories with the exception of Baffin Island are included in Alberta. Baffin Island is included 
in Quebec. The Yukon Territories is included in British Columbia. 


(t) Synthetic textiles and silk includes synthetic filament yarn and staple fibre; spun yarn and fabric. 


(u) Durable goods manufacturing includes wood, iron and steel, transportation equipment, non-ferrous metal, elec- 
trical apparatus and supplies and non-metallic minerals. The non-durable group includes the remaining manu- 
facturing industries. 


(v) Service includes hotels, restaurants, laundries, dry cleaning plants, business, recreational services and miscel- 
laneous services. Government, community and health services are not covered. 


(w) Estimates of coverage are based on comparisons of data for 1951 with Population Census Statistics. For details, 
see notes on page i. 
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EMPLOYMENT, PAYROLLS AND AVERAGE WEEKLY EARNINGS 


OCTOBER 1965 


Summary 


The industrial composite index of employment (1949 = 100) at 143.5 showed little variation from 
September. The change in the seasonally-adjusted index was also small, an increase of 0.6 p.c. to 
140.0. 


The main influences on the adjusted index were advances in manufacturing, construction, transport- 
ation, storage and communication, and service. The gain in manufacturing occurred largely in durables 
where all the industrial groups reported above average employment with strongest gains in iron and steel 
products and in transportation equipment. 


In the other industrial divisions, the greatest change from September was a 2.0 p.c. decline in 
the adjusted index for forestry. Other divisions showed only small variations. 


All regions shared in the increase over September in the adjusted composite index with gains rang- 
ing from 0.5 p.c. in Quebec to 1.2 p.c. in British Columbia. A 1.0 p.c. increase in the Atlantic Region 
reflected gains in all the Atlantic provinces except Prince Edward Island which declined slightly. A 
1.0 p.c, rise in the Prairie Region was mainly the result of a less than seasonal decline in Alberta. 
The Ontario index rose by 0.9 p.c. 


The industrial composite of average weekly wages and salaries rose $1.31 in October to $93.58. 
The latest figure was $5.11 above the same month last year. The payroll index at 315.2 was 1.0 p.c. 
above September 1965 and 12.7 p.c. above October 1964. 


EMPLOYMENT 


Goods - Producing Industries 


Manufacturing 


The seasonally-adjusted index for manufacturing advanced 0.9 p.c. from 129.3 in September to 
130.4 in October, The gain occurred mainly in durable goods manufacturing which rose 1.3 p.c. to 142.0. 


The gain over September in the adjusted durables index reflects developments in all durable com- 
ponents, especially in fron and steel, transportation equipment and wood products. Employment in iron 
and steel has continued to rise over the past four months, particularly in fabricated and structural 
steel, iron castings, machinery and primary iron and steel. The gain in October was accentuated by the 
settlement of a labour dispute in iron castings. In wood products, a less than seasonal decline mainly 
originated in saw and planing mills. 


All components of transportation equipment except railroad and rolling stock reported above aver- 
age increases in employment from September. Above normal gains in the motor vehicles industries and in

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aircraft and parts were the most important, In motor vehicles new activity in Quebec was reflected in 
both the October index and the revised index for September. 


In the other durables industries the largest change was an above average increase in October in 
electrical apparatus and supplies. In non-ferrous metals and non-metallic minerals there was little 
change in employment; there is normally a decline in employment between September and October in these 
industries. 


In non-durables goods manufacturing changes from September levels were close to normal seasonal 
patterns. The most important variations were contra-seasonal increases in printing and publishing and 
in chemical products and below normal declines in clothing and paper products (mainly originating in 
pulp and paper mills). Rubber products which ordinarily shows little change from September to October 
reported a gain this month. In food and beverages there were fluctuations from normal patterns in a 
number of component industries but these were largely offsetting, greater than seasonal declines being 
recorded in dairy products and in canned and preserved fruits and vegetables and a less than seasonal 
decline in canned and cured fish. In beverages the effect of a partial return to work after an indus- 
trial dispute in British Columbia breweries tended to be balanced by a new dispute in carbonated bev- 
erages in Quebec, 


Other Goods Producing Industries 


In forestry a decline in the seasonally~-adjusted index for September was relatively small for this 
industry. The decrease occurred mainly in Quebec. The main influences on the small decline in the 
adjusted mining index were greater than average decreases in metal mining (partly the result of indus- 
trial dispute in silver-lead-zinc mining) and in non-metal mining (partly owing to an industrial dis- 
pute in Quebec) and a greater than average increase in fuels (mainly originating in coal mining). In 
construction, building and general engineering showed a contra-seasonal increase in employment which 
arose largely in the building component. Highways, bridges and streets reported a decline that was 
slightly less than normal, The net effect was an increase in the adjusted construction index of 1.7 
p-c. The increase resulted from improvement in all regions, particularly the Prairie Region. 


Service~Producing Industries 


The greatest change from September levels in the service-producing industries was in the service 
industrial division where a less than seasonal decline in employment resulted in a 1.2 p.c. increase 
in the seasonally-adjusted index. The largest part of this gain took place in Ontario, although there 
were important gains in the Prairie Region and British Columbia as well. Percentage changes from last 
month in the adjusted indexes for the other service-producing industries were small. Public utilities 
declined 0.5 p.c. with all regions except Quebec and British Columbia reporting slightly greater than 
normal declines. The adjusted trade index showed little change, reflecting close to average movements 
in all regions. In finance, insurance and real estate,a small gain of 0.4 p.c. resulted mainly from a 
contra-seasonal increase in Ontario. In transportation, storage and communication, a 0.6 p.c. increase 
mainly reflected less than seasonal declines in most components of transportation, particularly in rail- 
ways. Most of the gain took place in Ontario, 


Regional Employment 


There were gains over September in all regions in the seasonally-adjusted industrial composite 
indexes, These ranged from 0.5 p.c. in Quebec to 1.2 p.c. in British Columbia. 


In the Atlantic Region, a 1.0 p.c. increase in the adjusted index for October resulted from less 
than average declines in Newfoundland, Prince Edward Island and New Brunswick and a contra-seasonal 
increase in employment in Nova Scotia. Industrially, the most important influences were below normal 
decreases in construction and in transportation, storage and communication. The change in manufacturing 
was close to normal. 


SEASONALLY-ADJUSTED INDEX NUMBERS OF EMPLOYMENT (1949=100), 
CANADA INDUSTRIAL COMPOSITE AND MAJOR INDUSTRIAL DIVISIONS 
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A less than seasonal decline in manufacturing was the main cause of a 0.5 p.c. increase over 
September in the adjusted industrial composite index for Quebec. Other important influences were a 
contra-seasonal decline in forestry and a greater than normal gain in trade, 


In Ontario, the seasonally-adjusted index rose 0.9 p.c. from September to 143.7. A less than 
seasonal decrease in manufacturing was the main cause, Also important were less than seasonal declines 
in construction, service and a contra-seasonal increase in finance, insurance and real estate. Trans- 
portation, storage and communication which ordinarily declines between September and October remained 
unchanged, 


In the Prairie Region there was a 1.0 p.c. increase over September in the adjusted index, with 
all three prairie provinces reporting below normal declines. The largest gain was in Alberta and the 
smallest in Saskatchewan. The main industrial influences were a contra=seasonal increase in construc- 
tion and a less than seasonal decline in manufacturing. 


British Columbia reported a 1.2 p.c. rise in the adjusted composite index in October. A lower 
than average fall in manufacturing employment was mainly responsible. Other industries remained close 
to seasonal patterns except in construction where there was a less than average decline and in service 
where there was a contra-seasonal increase. 


AVERAGE WEEKLY WAGES AND SALARIES 


For the industrial composite, average weekly wages and salaries rose $1.31 in October to $93,58. 
The main influence on this rise was an increase of $1.56 in manufacturing, Also having an important 
effect were gains of $1.96 in construction and $1.40 in transportation, storage and communication. In 
other industrial divisions increases were recorded in forestry ($1.68), mining ($3.62), public utility 
($2.04), trade ($0.54), finance ($0.13) and service ($1.02). The effect on the industrial composite of 
the gain in trade was offset as there was a greater increase in employment in this lower-paid industry 
than in most other industries. 


In manufacturing, the gain over September of $1.56 resulted almost entirely from an increase of 
$1.66 in durable goods manufacturing which was reinforced as employment in the higher wage durables 
component increased while non-durable employment declined. All durables components reported increases, 
the most important being a $3.25 rise in transportation equipment. Other gains ranged from $0.92 in 
non-ferrous metals to $1.45 in non-metallic minerals. Wages and salaries in non-durable manufacturing 
rose $1.26 in October. All components reported increases except paper which remained unchanged. The 
largest gains were in tobacco ($2.24) and food and beverages ($2.98). 


Regionally, an advance of $1.20 over September for Ontario was the most important influence on 
the gain in the Canada industrial composite average weekly wages and salaries figure. The largest 
regional gain, however, was in Quebec ($1.63). The Atlantic Region rose $1.02, mainly the result of 
a $2.09 increase in Nova Scotia. An increase of $1.42 in the Prairie Region mainly originated in a 
$2.30 rise in Alberta. Average wages and salaries advanced $0.74 in British Columbia.

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NOTES 


General. —The monthly surveys of employment 
and weekly payrolls relate to all branches of the 
following industrial divisions: forestry, mining, 
manufacturing, transportation, storage and com- 
munication, construction, public utilities, trade, 
finance, insurance and real estate, and to certain 
groups of the service industry, mainly hotels, 
restaurants, laundries and dry cleaning plants, 
recreational and business services. The surveys do 
not cover firms usually employing less than 15 
persons, of which the number is very large in 
relation to their employment totals. Establishments 
reducing their staffs below this minimum are nat 
necessarily removed from the mailing list. Data are 
requested for all classes of employees, irrespec- 
tive of their functions in the business; statistics 
for the owners are excluded. Employers operating 
in two or more lines of business, or in different 
provinces or cities, are asked to furnish separate 
monthly returns for their establishments in the 
different units. 


1. Coverage. — Virtual limitation of the surveys 
to firms with staffs of 15 and over results in a 
large and relatively even coverage of total em- 
ployment in the included industries in most of 
the provinces and in the urban areas. The in- 
dustrial representation, though large, is more 
uneven, the proportion of employees covered 
depending upon the organization of particular 
industries in larger or smaller units of operation. 
Complete information respecting the area and 
industry distributions of the working population 
is available only when the Decennial Censuses 
are taken, at place of residence. In 1951, data 
were not segregated for paid workers actually at 
work. Estimates of coverage that can be made are 
therefore conservative because they relate em- 
ployees of reporting firms to all paid workers with 
jobs, including those absent from work without pay 
who would not be included in the monthly statistics 
of employment and payrolls. Estimates of coverage 
according to industrial divisions for Canada and 
the provinces are given in the first columns of 
Tables 3 and 4, 


In these estimates, the Census figures for 
automobile repair have been moved from manufac- 
turing to trade, since a large proportion of such 
work is carried on in retail establishments which 
do not furnish separate data for their sales and 
repair staffs. 


In three industries (construction in Nova Scotia 
and New Brunswick, transportation in Manitoba and 
public utility operation in British Columbia) the 
provincial proportions exceed 100 p.c., due to 
classification differences between the Census and 
the monthly surveys of establishments. This situ- 
ation in construction in two provinces is probably 
due to short-term employment afforded by reporting 
highway construction establishments to workers 
whose main occupation is farming, in which they 
would be enumerated by the Census. Inclusion of 


some railway employees reported monthly in 
Manitoba, who were elsewhere enumerated in the 
Census, results in a proportion of over 100 p.c. in 
the transportation, storage and communication 
group in that province. The high figure in public 
utility operation in British Columbia is likely a 
result of inclusion of employees in that industry 
who would be shown in either construction or 
transportation by the Census. 


The following table contains provincial esti- 
mates of coverage of total wage-earners and 
salaried employees in all industries, including 
those in agriculture, government, education, 
health and other classes excluded from the monthly 
surveys, aS well as paid workers in the industries 
that are included. The general estimate for Canada 
was 62 Dp.c.

It is important to note that the statistics of 
employees covered, as published in the monthly 
and annual reports, do not represent estimates of 
total numbers of paid workers in specified areas or 
industries, but show only the distributions of men 
and women on the staffs of the co-operating em- 
ployers in the indicated periods, including their 
full-time, part-time and casual employees. 


2. The Questionnaire used in the monthly 
surveys asks employers to state the number of 
wage-earners and salaried employees drawing pay 
in the last pay periods in the months, with their 
payroll disbursements in the same periods. The 
request for statistics for the last pay period in 
the month only is designed to prevent duplication 
in the employment count where individuals may 
appear on the payrolls of more than one employer 
in a period of several weeks. The workers reported 
are not necessarily employed for a period of a 
week, by any one establishment or by more than 
one. Workers on strike during the reported pay 
periods are not included in the statistics unless 
they draw pay from their employer; for example, 
take paid holidays during the dispute. Workers 
laid off without pay during the pay period as an 
indirect effect of industrial disputes are not 
counted as employed. 


Employees and earnings are grouped according 
to the duration of their pay periods—monthly, 
semi-monthly, fortnightly, weekly, etc. Gross pay- 
rolls are requested before deductions are made 
for taxes, unemployment insurance contributions, 
etc. Overtime payments, cost-of-living allowances, 
commissions, incentive and production bonuses 
are included, as are payments for absences with 
pay in the reported pay periods. The statistics do 
not include employers’ contributions to unem- 
ployment insurance, workmen’s compensation 
and other welfare plans, nor do they include 
amounts paid for pensions, retirement gratuities, 
bonuses paid at irregular or infrequent intervals, 
and various other supplementary labour costs. 


3. The Processing.—Statistics of wages and 
salaries reported for any period exceeding a week 
are reduced for tabulation purposes to one week’s 
proportion of the totals, the numerators of the 
fractions used for this purpose being 5, 6 or 7 
days, depending upon the number of days per week 
on which the establishment operated in the pay 
period; the denominators of the fractions are the 
numbers of working days in the different pay 
periods. For employees paid at annual or monthly 
rates, whose earnings are not affected by varia- 
tions in the number of working days in the month, 
fixed proportions are used to reduce the earnings 
to a weekly basis, irrespective of the length of the 
calendar month. The sums resulting from these 
various calculations are then aggregated to give 
the total amounts which would be paid for services 
rendered in one week by the employees of the co- 
operating firms. 


4. The Tabulation. — Data tabulated each month 
show the numbers of women and of workers of both 
sexes drawing pay from the estabiishments fur- 
nishing returns and their weekly payrolls, with 
similar information for employees of the same 
firms a month earlier, and in the base period 
(1949). The statistics first published for each 
month are preliminary; re-tabulation of the data 
on the succeeding month’s tabulation permits in- 
corporation of revisions in the material originally 
tabulated and inclusion of returns received too 
late for the preliminary tabulation. 


5. The Index Numbers. — The index numbers of 
employment and payrolls represent the percentage 
relationships between employees of establishments 
currently furnishing data and their aggregate 
weekly earnings, and the corresponding 1949 
averages of these employees. The 1949 figures of 
employment and payrolls for firms which have 
since gone out of business are continued in the 
basic averages; firms or branches opening for busi- 
ness since 1949 are tabulated with zero base 
figures. The basic averages of establishments 
which operated in 1949 but have since been added 


to the mailing list, are incorporated in the base 
figures from the date when their co-operation was 
first obtained. The index numbers of average 
weekly wages and salaries relate the average 
earnings of persons employed by the reporting firms 
at a given date to the average earnings of their 
employees in 1949. 


6. The Weekly Wages and Salaries. — The statis- 
tics of average weekly earnings result from the 
division of the aggregate weekly wages and 
salaries disbursed in the last pay periods in the 
month by the co-operating establishments, by the 
number of their full time and part-time employees 
in the same periods. The figures represent gross 
earnings, before deductions are made for unemploy- 
ment insurance contributions, taxes, etc. In addi- 
tion to basic wages and salaries, the earnings 
include overtime payments, shift premiums, com- 
missions, cost-of-living, incentive and production 
bonuses, and other bonuses paid at frequent in- 
tervals. They also include amounts paid employees 
absent on leave with pay during the reported pay 
periods, i.e., during vacations, statutory holidays, 
sick leave, etc. 


The earnings do not include the value of free 
board and lodging and other perquisites, employers’ 
contributions to welfare funds such as workmen’s 
compensation, pension, and unemployment insur- 
ance funds and supplementary unemployment 
benefits. Also excluded are the cost to employers 
of certain other employee benefits, such as bonuses 
paid at irregular or infrequent intervals, (e.g., 
annual bonuses), and retirement gratuities. 


The revised figures of earnings in the monthly 
reports incorporate retroactive pay for one month, 
corrections in the material originally tabulated, 
and data received too late for inclusion in the 
first tabulation; for the most part, such adjust- 
ments are not carried back for more than one 
month, 


7. Hourly Earnings.— Statistics of average hours 
and average hourly and weekly earnings of wage- 
earners for whom co-operating employers keep 
record of hours worked are contained in the monthly 
reports ‘‘Man-Hours and Hourly Earnings’’. 


8. Urban Area Statistics. — Urban area statistics 
published in the present report include data for 
establishments situated in the urban areas as 
defined in the 1956 Census Bulletin 1-6, ‘‘Popu- 
lation —Incorporated Cities, Towns and Villages,’’ 
except that the St. Catharines statistics include 
Port Colborne and Welland in addition to the 
defined urban area. Statistics given in the report 
for urban areas not defined in the above —named 
publication include Preston with Galt.

FOOTNOTES 


Most of the footnotes are lists of names of industries that appear in the Standard Industrial Classification Manual 
which are grouped under special titles in employment and payroll publications. In some industries, the group breakdown 
shown in the tables is less extensive than in the Standard Industrial Classification; figures for the omitted categories 
however, are contained in the group totals. 

(a) Gold mining includes alluvial gold mining; auriferous quartz mining. 


(b) Other metal mining includes copper-gold-silver mining; iron mining; nickel-copper mining; silver-cobalt mining; 
silver-lead-zinc mining; miscellaneous metal mining. 


(c) Non-metal mining includes non-metal mining; quarrying, clay and sand pits. 

(d) Other beverages includes carbonated beverages; wines. 

(f) Other leather products includes leather gloves and mittens; leather tanneries; miscellaneous leather products. 
(g) Saw and planing mills includes plywood and veneer mills; sash, door and planing mills; sawmills. 

(h) Other wood products includes boxes and baskets (wood); morticians’ goods; miscellaneous wood products. 

(1) Other paper products includes paper boxes and bags; roofing papers; miscellaneous paper products. 

(j) Machinery manufacturing includes household, office and store machinery; machine tools; machinery, n.e.c. 


(k) Non-metallic mineral products includes abrasive products; asbestos products; cement, hydraulic; clay products; 
glass and glass products; lime and gypsum products; stone products; concrete products; miscellaneous non- 
metallic mineral products. 


(1) Other chemical products includes explosives, ammunition and pyrotechnics; fertilizers; paints and varnishes; 
soaps, washing and cleaning compounds; toilet preparations; vegetable of] mills; primary plastics; miscel- 
laneous chemical and allied products. 


(m) Building includes buildings and structures; special trade contractors. General engineering includes other con- 
struction, other than highways, bridges and streets. 


(n) Water transportation includes water transportation; services incidental to water transportation. 


(0) Electric and motor transportation includes bus and coach transportation-interurban; urban and suburban transpor- 
tation systems; taxicab; truck transportation; services incidental to transportation; other transportation. 


(p) Urban and interurban transportation includes bus and coach transportation-interurban; urban and suburban trans- 
portation systems. 


(q) Other public utilities includes gas manufacture and distribution; water and sanitary services; other public 
utilities, 


(r) Industrial Machinery includes machine tools; machinery, n.e.c. 


(Ss) The Northwest Territories with the exception of Baffin Island are included in Alberta. Baffin Island is included 
in Quebec. The Yukon Territories is included in British Columbia. 


(t) Synthetic textiles and silk includes synthetic filament yarn and staple fibre; spun yarn and fabric. 


(u) Durable goods manufacturing includes wood, iron and steel, transportation equipment, non-ferrous metal, elec- 
trical apparatus and supplies and non-metallic minerals. The non-durable group includes the remaining manu- 
facturing industries.

MAN-HOURS AND HOURLY EARNINGS STATISTICS 


The Employment Section of the Dominion Bureau of Statistics 
wishes to alert all users of these statistics to a revision programme 
which will effect them in the next four months. This programme will 
result in all indexes being placed on a 1961=100 time base and all 
industry-classified employment and payroll data being compiled on the 
1960 Standard Industrial Classification. The current statistics are on 
a 1949=100 time base and the 1948 Standard Industrial Classification. 


Our time-table calls for the January 1966 survey to be carried 
out on the revised basis, with the published results available about mid- 
April, the normal release date for January survey results. At the same 
time we will publish, in a separate document, historical data, monthly and 
annually, from 1961-65, inclusive, on the revised basis, in order to pro- 
vide users with comparative data with which to evaluate the effect of these 
revisions. By June 1966 we will provide a second publication containing 
further historical data on a revised basis monthly and annually for 
1957-60, inclusive. This publication will also contain a comprehensive 
technical paper covering all aspects of the revision programme. 


It is anticipated that for most industries, the effect of using 
the 1960 Standard Industrial Classification in place of the 1948 Standard 
Industrial Classification will have little or no effect on such statistics 
as average weekly wages and salaries and average hourly earnings. However, 
it is quite possible that the effect will be of more consequence for a 
relatively small number of industries. Included in this group may be such 
industry classifications as durable goods, as well as some of its component 
industries. In those industries where the effect is at all significant we 
will provide full documentation of the factors involved. 


As part of the revision programme, it is also planned to provide 
more industrial and geographical detail on a regular monthly basis, com- 
mencing with the January 1966 publication.

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EMPLOYMENT, PAYROLLS AND AVERAGE WEEKLY EARNINGS 
NOVEMBER 1965 


Summary 


The industrial composite index of employment (1949 = 100) remained unchanged from the level at 
the end of October. Seasonally-adjusted, the index showed a continuation of the steady growth in 
employment of the past five months with an advance of 0.8 p.c. to 141.2. 


The main influences on the seasonally-adjusted index were gains over October in manufacturing 
(0.8 p.c.) and construction (2.3 p.c.). In the other industry divisions the greatest changes from 
last month were increases in mining (1.4 p.c.), service (1.3 p.c.), and transportation, storage and 
communication (0.9 p.c.). 


All regions shared in the advance over October of the adjusted industrial composite index. 
Gains ranged from 0.5 p.c. in Ontario and the Atlantic Region to 1.4 p.c. in the Prairie Region. 
Quebec rose 1.0 p.c. and British Columbia gained 0.6 p.c. 


Average weakly wages and salaries for the industrial composite at $93.51 was 19 cents below 
October's level. The latest figure is $5.57 above the same month last year. The payroll index at 
315.1 was 0.2 p.c. lower than October and 13.5 p.c. above November 1964. 


Emp loyment 


Goods-producing Industries 


Durable-goods Manufacturing. The increase over October in the adjusted manufacturing index 
took place mainly in durable-goods where all component industries contributed to a 1.3 p.c. advance. 
Particularly influential were an above average gain in transportation equipment and a contra-seasonal 
gain in iron and steel. Within transportation equipment, all industries contributed to the advance. 
In iron and steel the most important movements were an increase in employment in iron castings where 
ordinarily there is little change between October and November and less than seasonal declines in 
primary iron and steel and fabricated and structural steel. Employment in fabricated and structural 
steel has shown considerable strength over the past six months. 


In other durable-goods industries, wood products and non-metallic minerals reported lower than 
normal declines this month. Employment rose in non-ferrous metals and electrical apparatus and 
supplies; there is normally a decline in November in these two industries. 


Non-durable Goods Manufacturing. The non-durables adjusted index rose 0.3 p.c. in November. 
The main influence was a below normal decline in employment in food and beverages where less than 
average declines where recorded in canned and cured fish and canned and preserved fruits and vegetables. 
Employment rose, contrary to the normal pattern, in distilled and malt liquors, partly the result of a 
return to work of brewery employees after settlement of an industrial dispute in British Columbia. 
Changes in other non-durable industries were close to normal for this time of year except for an above 
average decline in petroleum and coal which was associated with a continuing industrial dispute in 


petroleum refining. 


Other Goods-producing Industries. The seasonally-adjusted forestry index showed little change 
from October's level. Regionally, a greater than normal decline in the Atlantic Region partially 


offset the effect of an unchanged index in Quebec where employment normally declines in November. In 
mining, the index rose 1.4 p.c. mainly reflecting a contra-seasonal increase in metal mining. All

regions contributed to this gain. A 2.3 p.c. advance in construction resulted from below normal 
decreases in both building and general engineering and highways, bridges and streets. All regions 
reported smaller than usual declines in construction employment except British Columbia where the 
decline was above average. The decline in the Atlantic Region was considerably less than the average 
in previous years. 


Service-producing Industries 


Among the service-producing industries, the greatest change from October was in service where 
an increase in the adjusted index of 1.3 p.c. arose mainly from a contra-seasonal increase in Quebec 
and a below normal decline in Ontario. The transportation, storage and communication index rose 0.9 
p.c., almost entirely the result of a less than seasonal decline in transportation where there was an 
above average increase in water transport, a below normal decline in railways and a contra-seasonal 
increase in air transport. Changes in trade and finance, insurance and real estate were small both in 
Canada and in the regions. The adjusted public utilities index showed little change from October 
although there were a number of offsetting regional variations. The decline in British Columbia was 
greater than average and the increase in the Prairie Region was contrary to the normal pattern for 
November. 


Regional Emp loyment 


The seasonally-adjusted industrial composite indexes rose in November in all regions. In the 
Atlantic Region, gains in Nova Scotia and New Brunswick more than offset declines in Prince Edward 
Island and Newfoundland. Industrially, the main influences were a less than normal decline in cons- 
truction, a contra-seasonal increase in transportation, storage, and communication and a partially 
offsetting above average decline in manufacturing. 


The adjusted industrial composite index in Quebec rose 1.0 p.c. over October. Below average 
declines in manufacturing and construction and a contra-seasonal increase in transportation, storage 
and communication were largely responsible. The 0.5 p.c. gain in the Ontario adjusted index resulted 
mainly from an increase in manufacturing which was counter to the decline normally reported in November. 
Other industries followed normal patterns for this time of year except for below average declines in 
construction and service and a smaller than usual increase in trade. 


In the Prairie Region an advance this month in all three prairie provinces resulted in a 1.4 
p.c. increase in the adjusted index. The greatest percentage change occurred in Saskatchewan (1.8 p.c.). 
Alberta and Manitoba both advanced 1.2 p.c. All industry divisions except forestry contributed to the 
gain. 


The adjusted British Columbia index was 0.6 p.c. above October's level. The main influences 
were below normal declines in manufacturing and transportation, storage and communication, an above 
average increase in trade and a greater than average decline in construction. 


Average Weekly Wages and Salaries 


Average weekly wages and salaries for the industrial composite declined 19 cents from October 
to $93.51. The main influence on the decline was a drop of $1.15 to $108.38 in construction where 
fewer hours were worked in both building and engineering and highways, bridges and streets. Also impor- 
tant was a decline of 41 cents in trade which were reinforced as employment in this comparatively low 
paid industry rose relative to other divisions. Partially offsetting these downward movements was a 
28 cent gain‘in manufacturing. In the other divisions only forestry reported a large change this month, 
an increase of $1.18. Mining remained unchanged. Increases were recorded in finance, insurance and 
real estate (45 cents) and service (9 cents). There was a 10 cent decline in public utilities and 5 
cent decrease in transportation, storage and communication. 
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SEASONALLY-ADJUSTED INDEX NUMBERS OF EMPLOYMENT (1949=100), 
CANADA iNDUSTRIAL COMPOSITE AND MAJOR INDUSTRIAL DIVISIONS 
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The 28 cent gain in manufacturing average weekly wages and salaries this month occurred mainly 
in durables which rose 38 cents to $104.83. Nearly all the advance in durables arose in transportation 
equipment where the effect of a $2.30 rise was heightened as employment in this relatively high paid 
industry increased compared to other durable industries. The strength in transportation equipment was 
largely the result of more hours worked and higher hourly earnings in the motor vehicle industries. 
Declines were reported in most other durable industries: wood products (44 cents), iron and steel (40 
cents), non-ferrous metal products (10 cents), and non-metallic minerals (82 cents). Electrical appara- 
tus and supplies rose 26 cents. 


The main influence on the 8 cent rise over October in non-durables were an increase in average 
weekly wages and salaries of 37 cents in food and beverages and declines of $8.74 in tobacco and Silene 
in clothing. The decrease in tobacco was associated with the seasonal employment of many lower-paid 
workers. 


Regionally, the most influential change this month in average weekly wages and salaries were a 
15 cent increase in Ontario and a $1.24 decline in the Prairie Region (mainly originating in Alberta). 
The Atlantic Region dropped 10 cents, the result of declines in all the Atlantic provinces except 
Newfoundland. Quebec and British Columbia decreased 18 cents and 20 cents respectively.

— The monthly surveys of employment 
and weekly payrolls relate to all branches of the 
following industrial divisions: forestry, mining, 
manufacturing, transportation, storage and com- 
munication, construction, public utilities, trade, 
finance, insurance and real estate, and to certain 
groups of the service industry, mainly hotels, 
restaurants, laundries and dry cleaning plants, 
recreational and business services. The surveys do 
not cover firms usually employing less than 15 
persons, of which the number is very large in 
relation to their employment totals. Establishments 
reducing their staffs below this minimum are not 
necessarily removed from the mailing list. Data are 
requested for all classes of employees, irrespec- 
tive of their functions in the business; statistics 
for the owners are excluded. Employers operating 
in two or more lines of business, or in different 
provinces or cities, are asked to furnish separate 
monthly returns for their establishments in the 
different units. 


1. Coverage. — Virtual limitation of the surveys 
to firms with staffs of 15 and over results in a 
large and relatively even coverage of total em- 
ployment in the included industries in most of 
the provinces and in the urban areas. The in- 
dustrial representation, though large, is more 
uneven, the proportion of employees covered 
depending upon the organization of particular 
industries in larger or smaller units of operation. 
Complete information respecting the area and 
industry distributions of the working population 
is available only when the Decennial Censuses 
are taken, at place of residence. In 1951, data 
were not segregated for paid workers actually at 
work. Estimates of coverage that can be made are 
therefore conservative because they relate em- 
ployees of reporting firms to all paid workers with 
jobs, including those absent from work without pay 
who would not be included in the monthly statistics 
of employment and payrolls. Estimates of coverage 
according to industrial divisions for Canada and 
the provinces are given in the first columns of 
Tables 3 and 4, 


In these estimates, the Census figures for 
automobile repair have been moved from manufac- 
turing to trade, since a large proportion of such 
work is carried on in retail establishments which 
do not furnish separate data for their sales and 
repair staffs. 


In three industries (construction in Nova Scotia 
and New Brunswick, transportation in Manitoba and 
public utility operation in British Columbia) the 
provincial proportions exceed 100 p.c., due to 
classification differences between the Census and 
the monthly surveys of establishments. This situ- 
ation in construction in two provinces is probably 
due to short-term employment afforded by reporting 
highway construction establishments to workers 
whose main occupation is farming, in which they 
would be enumerated by the Census. Inclusion of 


some railway employees reported monthly in 
Manitoba, who were elsewhere enumerated in the 
Census, results in a proportion of over 100 p.c. in 
the transportation, storage and communication 
group in that province. The high figure in public 
utility operation in British Columbia is likely a 
result of inclusion of employees in that industry 
who would be shown in either construction or 
transportation by the Census. 


The following table contains provincial esti- 
mates of coverage of total wage-earners and 
salaried employees in all industries, including 
those in agriculture, government, education, 
health and other classes excluded from the monthly 
surveys, aS well as paid workers in the industries 
that are included. The general estimate for Canada 
was 62 p.c.

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It is important to note that the statistics of 
employees covered, as published in the monthly 
and annual reports, do not represent estimates of 
total numbers of paid workers in specified areas or 
industries, but show only the distributions of men 
and women on the staffs .of the co-operating em- 
ployers in the indicated periods, including their 
full-time, part-time and casual employees. 


2. The Questionnaire used in the monthly 
surveys asks employers to state the number of 
wage-earners and salaried employees drawing pay 
in the last pay periods in the months, with their 
payroll disbursements in the same periods. The 
request for statistics for the last pay period in 
the month only is designed to prevent duplication 
in the employment count where individuals may 
appear on the payrolls of more than one employer 
in a period of several weeks. The workers reported 
are not necessarily employed for a period of a 
week, by any one establishment or by more than 
one. Workers on strike during the reported pay 
periods are not included in the statistics unless 
they draw pay from their employer; for example, 
take paid holidays during the dispute. Workers 
laid off without pay during the pay period as an 
indirect effect of industrial disputes are not 
counted as employed. 


Employees and earnings are grouped according 
to the duration of their pay periods—monthly, 
semi-monthly, fortnightly, weekly, etc. Gross pay- 
rolls are requested before deductions are made 
for taxes, unemployment insurance contributions, 
etc. Overtime payments, cost-of-living allowances, 
commissions, incentive and production bonuses 
are included, as are payments for absences with 
pay in the reported pay periods. The statistics do 
not include employers’ contributions to unem- 
ployment insurance, workmen’s compensation 
and other welfare plans, nor do they include 
amounts paid for pensions, retirement gratuities, 
bonuses paid at irregular or infrequent intervals, 
and various other supplementary labour costs. 


3. The Processing. —Statistics of wages and 
salaries reported for any period exceeding a week 
are reduced for tabulation purposes to one week’s 
proportion of the totals, the numerators of the 
fractions used for this purpose being 5, 6 or 7 
days, depending upon the number of days per week 
on which the establishment operated in the pay 
period; the denominators of the fractions are the 
numbers of working days in the different pay 
periods. For employees paid at annual or monthly 
rates, whose earnings are not affected by varia- 
tions in the number of working days in the month, 
fixed proportions are used to reduce the earnings 
to a weekly basis, irrespective of the length of the 
calendar month. The sums resulting from these 
various calculations are then aggregated to give 
the total amounts which would be paid for services 
rendered in one week by the employees of the co- 
operating firms. 


4. The Tabulation. — Data tabulated each month 
show the numbers of women and of workers of both 
sexes drawing pay from the estabiishments fur- 
nishing returns and their weekly payrolls, with 
Similar information for employees of the same 
firms a month earlier, and in the base period 
(1949). The statistics first published for each 
month are preliminary; re-tabulation of the data 
on the succeeding month’s tabulation permits in- 
corporation of revisions in the material originally 
tabulated and inclusion of returns received too 
late for the preliminary tabulation. 


5. The Index Numbers. — The index numbers of 
employment and payrolls represent the percentage 
relationships between employees of establishments 
currently furnishing data and their aggregate 
weekly earnings, and the corresponding 1949 
averages of these employees. The 1949 figures of 
employment and payrolls for firms which have 
since gone out of business are continued in the 
basic averages; firms or branches opening for busi- 
ness since 1949 are tabulated with zero base 
figures. The basic averages of establishments 
which operated in 1949 but have since been added 


to the mailing list, are incorporated in the base 
figures from the date when their co-operation was 
first obtained. The index numbers of average 
weekly wages and salaries relate the average 
earnings of persons employed by the reporting firms 
at a given date to the average earnings of their 
employees in 1949. 


6. The Weekly Wages and Salaries. — The statis- 
tics of average weekly earnings result from the 
division of the aggregate weekly wages and 
salaries disbursed in the last pay periods in the 
month by the co-operating establishments, by the 
number of their full time and part-time employees 
in the same periods. The figures represent gross 
earnings, before deductions are made for unemploy- 
ment insurance contributions, taxes, etc. In addi- 
tion to basic wages and salaries, the earnings 
include overtime payments, shift premiums, com- 
missions, cost-of-living, incentive and production 
bonuses, and other bonuses paid at frequent in- 
tervals. They also include amounts paid employees 
absent on leave with pay during the reported pay 
periods, i.e., during vacations, statutory holidays, 
sick leave, etc. 


The earnings do not include the value of free 
board and lodging and other perquisites, employers’ 
contributions to welfare funds such as workmen’s 
compensation, pension, and unemployment insur- 
ance funds and supplementary unemployment 
benefits. Also excluded are the cost to employers 
of certain other employee benefits, such as bonuses 
paid at irregular or infrequent intervals, (e.g., 
annual bonuses), and retirement gratuities. 


The revised figures of earnings in the monthly 
reports incorporate retroactive pay for one month, 
corrections in the material originally tabulated, 
and data received too late for inclusion in the 
first tabulation; for the most part, such adjust- 
ments are not carried back for more than one 
month. 


7. Hourly Earnings.— Statistics of average hours 
and average hourly and weekly earnings of wage- 
earners for whom co-operating employers keep 
record of hours worked are contained in the monthly 
reports ‘‘Man-Hours and Hourly Earnings’’. 


8. Urban Area Statistics. — Urban area statistics 
published in the present report include data for 
establishments situated in the urban areas as 
defined in the 1956 Census Bulletin 1-6, ‘‘Popu- 
lation —Incorporated Cities, Towns and Villages,’’ 
except that the St. Catharines statistics include 
Port Colborne and Welland in addition to the 
defined urban area. Statistics given in the report 
for urban areas not defined in the above —named 
publication include Preston with Galt.

FOOTNOTES 


Most of the footnotes are lists of names of industries that appear in the Standard Industrial Classification Manual 
which are grouped under special titles in employment and payroll publications. In some industries, the group breakdown 
shown in the tables is less extensive than in the Standard Industrial Classification; figures for the omitted categories 
however, are contained in the group totals. 

(a) Gold mining includes alluvial gold mining; auriferous quartz mining. 


(b) Other metal mining includes copper-gold-silver mining; iron mining; nickel-copper mining; silver-cobalt mining; 
silver-lead-zinc mining; miscellaneous metal mining. 


(c) Non-metal mining includes non-metal mining; quarrying, clay and sand pits. 

(d) Other beverages includes carbonated beverages; wines. 

(f) Other leather products includes leather gloves and mittens; leather tanneries; miscellaneous leather products. 
(g) Saw and planing mills includes plywood and veneer mills; sash, door and planing mills; sawmills. 

(h) Other wood products includes boxes and baskets (wood); morticians’ goods; miscellaneous wood products. 

(i) Other paper products includes paper boxes and bags; roofing papers; miscellaneous paper products. 

(j) Machinery manufacturing includes household, office and store machinery; machine tools; machinery, n.e.c. 


(k) Non-metallic mineral products includes abrasive products; asbestos products; cement, hydraulic; clay products; 
glass and glass products; lime and gypsum products; stone products; concrete products; miscellaneous non- 
metallic mineral products. 


(1) Other chemical products includes explosives, ammunition and pyrotechnics; fertilizers; paints and varnishes; 
soaps, washing and cleaning compounds; toilet preparations; vegetable oil mills; primary plastics; miscel- 
laneous chemical and allied products. 


(m) Building includes buildings and structures; special trade contractors. General engineering includes other con- 
struction, other than highways, bridges and streets. 


(n) Water transportation includes water transportation; services incidental to water transportation. 


(0) Electric and motor transportation includes bus and coach transportation-interurban; urban and suburban transpor- 
tation systems; taxicab; truck transportation; services incidental to transportation; other transportation. 


(p) Urban and interurban transportation includes bus and coach transportation-interurban; urban and suburban trans- 
portation systems. 


(q) Other public utilities includes gas manufacture and distribution; water and sanitary services; other public 
utilities. 


(tr) Industrial Machinery includes machine tools; machinery, n.e.c. 


(s) The Northwest Territories with the exception of Baffin Island are included in Alberta. Baffin Island is included 
in Quebec. The Yukon Territories is included in British Columbia. 


(t) Synthetic textiles and silk includes synthetic filament yarn and staple fibre; spun yarn and fabric. 


(u) Durable goods manufacturing includes wood, iron and steel, transportation equipment, non-ferrous metal, elec- 
trical apparatus and supplies and non-metallic minerals. The non-durable group includes the remaining manu- 
facturing industries. 


(v) Service includes hotels, restaurants, laundries, dry cleaning plants, business, recreational services and miscel- 
laneous services. Government, community and health services are not covered.

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EMPLOYMENT AND AVERAGE WEEKLY WAGES AND SALARIES 


DECEMBER 1965 


Summary 


The unadjusted industrial composite index of employment (1949=100) declined 2.4 p.c. from 
November to 140.1. Seasonally-adjusted, the index continued to advance this month with an increase of 
O;6ipec. to t142% 2). 


The main influences on the seasonally-adjusted index were gains over November in manufacturing 
and construction, In manufacturing an increase of 0.8 p.c. reflected advances in both durables (1.0 
p.c.) and non-durables (0.7 p.c.). In other industry divisions, the greatest change from last month 
was a 7.2 p.c. increase in the forestry adjusted index. Other changes ranged from a 0.8 p.c. decrease 
in transportation, storage and communication to a 0.4 p.c. gain in service, 


All regions except the Atlantic Region contributed to the higher seasonally-adjusted composite 
index, British Columbia rose 1.1 p.c., Quebec 1.0 p.c., Ontario 0.5\p.c., and the Prairie Region 0.1 
p.c. All three prairie provinces shared in the gain in the Prairie Region, A 1.2 p.c. decrease in 
the Atlantic Region originated in Nova Scotia and New Brunswick, 


Average weekly wages and salaries at the industrial composite level declined S2..20mtoy. 2 ois S 
in December, mainly because of short-time associated with the year-end holidays, The latest figure 
is $5.80 above December, 1964. 


EMPLOYMENT 


Goods - Producing Industries 


Durable goods manufacturing. The increase over November in the manufacturing seasonally- 
adjusted index resulted from gains in both durables and non-durables, In durables, all the component 
industries contributed to the 1.0 p.c. increase in the adjusted index, The most influential changes 
were below-average employment declines in iron and steel and non-metallic minerals and a contra- 
seasonal increase in transportation equipment, In iron and steel, fabricated and structural steel, 
iron castings, machinery and sheet metal all showed less than usual decreases, The main change in 
transportation equipment was a larger than normal increase in aircraft and parts. This industry has 
shown considerable strength since the industrial dispute of last August, Employment advanced in 
motor vehicle parts and accessories; ordinarily there is little change between November and December, 


In other durables industries there were smaller than average decreases in wood products 
(mainly originating in furniture), non-ferrous metals and electrical apparatus (reflecting a less than 
usual decline in telecommunications equipment and a slight contra-seasonal increase in heavy elec- 


trical machinery). 


Non-durable goods manufacturing. Tobacco, rubber and clothing were the only component indus - 
tries which did not contribute to the 0.7 p.c. increase in the non-durables adjusted index this month, 


The most important factor was a below-average decline in employment in food and beverages where the 
drop in fruit and vegetable processing was considerably smaller than is usual for December. Most other 
food and beverage industries reported decreases that were below normal, except distilled and malt 
liquors where the decline was greater than usual, There were less than average employment declines in 
miscellaneous manufacturing, printing and publishing, and leather products, In petroleum and coal 
products there was a contra-seasonal increase associated with the return of workers after industrial 
disputes. Changes in paper and textiles were largely of a seasonal nature, 


Statistics are based on returns received from employers usually employing 15 or more persons, 
These returns include data for the last pay period(s) of reporting establishments in each month, 
The latest figures throughout this publication are subject to revision,

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Other goods-producing industries. The seasonally-adjusted forestry index showed a large 
increase from November. The advance took place mainly in Quebec where there was a smaller decline in 
employment than is usually reported, In mining, the adjusted index showed little change from November 
as a less than average decline in non-metals offset a smaller than normal increase in fuels (mainly 
arising from the change in oil and natural gas). The construction adjusted index rose 3.3 p.c., a 
continuation of the steady rise since September. A greater than usual decline in highways, bridges 
and streets was more than offset by below-average declines in both building and general engineering. 
All regions contributed to the advance, particularly Quebec, Ontario and British Columbia. 


Service - Producing Industries 


Changes from November in the service-producing industries were close to normal for this time 
of year. The greatest change was a decline in the adjusted index for transportation, storage and 
communication which arose mainly in water transport, where the decrease in employment was higher than 
usual. There was an offsetting below-average decline in storage. Regionally, the most important 
change occurred in the Atlantic Region where employment did not grow as much as is normal. Changes in 
the adjusted index for the remaining service-producing industries were small: public utilities 
(+ 0.3 p.c.), trade (- 0.2 p.c.), finance, insurance and real estate (- 0.2 p.c.) and service (+ 0.4 
p.c.). Regional variations in these industry divisions were also largely seasonal in nature, 


Regional Employment 


Atlantic Region. The seasonally-adjusted index for the Atlantic Region industrial composite 
declined 1.2 p.c. this month. Declines in Nova Scotia and New Brunswick more than offset gains in 
Newfoundland and Prince Edward Island. The most important industrial influence was a less than 
normal increase in transportation, storage and communication. Partially offsetting the effect of this 
movement were below-average declines in manufacturing, construction and forestry. 


Quebec. In December the Quebec seasonally-adjusted composite index rose 1.0 p.c. The main 
reason was a decline in employment in construction that was less than is usually reported this month. 
Also important were below normal decreases in forestry, manufacturing and transportation, storage and 
communication. A smaller offsetting influence was a lower than average increase in trade, 


Ontario. The seasonally-adjusted Ontario industrial composite index was 0.5 p.c. higher than 
in November. Less than normal declines in the numbers of employees in manufacturing and construction 
were the main causes, Other Ontario industry divisions deviated only slightly from normal seasonal 
patterns. 


Prairie Region, The adjusted index for the Prairie industrial composite showed little change 
from November. Manitoba reported the largest change of the three prairie provinces with a 0.5 p.c. 
gain. Industrially, a less than normal decline in manufacturing was partially offset by below-average 
increases in trade and mining. In other industry divisions the changes were normal for this time of 
year, except in public utilities where the decline was below-average. 


British Columbia, In British Columbia the adjusted composite index was 1.1 p.c. above 
November's level. A smaller than normal drop in manufacturing and construction were mainly responsi- 
ble. As well, employment decreased less than is usual in public utilities and grew more than is usual 
in trade, In service there was a contra-seasonal increase. 


AVERAGE WEEKLY WAGES AND SALARIES 


Average weekly wages and salaries at the industrial composite level fell $2.20 from November 
to $91.33. All the industry divisions except service, finance and trade declined. The most inf lu- 
ential change was a $10.12 decrease in construction. Also important were declines in manufacturing 
and forestry. 
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SEASONALLY-ADJUSTED INDEX NUMBERS OF EMPLOYMENT (1949=100), 
CANADA INDUSTRIAL COMPOSITE AND MAJOR INDUSTRIAL DIVISIONS 
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All regions contributed to the decline in average weekly wages and salaries this month. The 
largest drop was in British Columbia ($4.14) and the smallest in the Atlantic Region ($1.03) where 


Prince Edward was the only province to report a gain. Quebec declined $2.07, Ontario $2.35 and the 
Prairie Region $1.59. 


In manufacturing, average weekly wages and salaries in durables declined $3.49 and in non- 
durables .49 cents, All the major durable components reported decreases while in non-durables gains 
were reported in food and beverages, tobacco, rubber, petroleum and coal, and chemicals. Reduced 


wages and salaries in other industries, however, more than offset these gains. Particularly important 
was a $3.65 decline in clothing. 


There is normally a decline in average weekly wages and salaries between November and December. 
One reason for this is the smaller proportion of comparatively highly-paid construction and forestry 
employees in the industrial composite total in December and an increased proportion of relatively low- 
paid employees in trade. 


A further cause of reduced average weekly wages and salaries in December is related to the year- 
end holidays. The normal pattern in many industries where hourly-rated wage-earners are important is 
a decrease in average weekly hours which results in depressed weekly wages. Many factors account for 
the prevalence of short-time: absenteeism is generally higher, some firms give unpaid holidays, some 
firms use the last week of the month for taking inventory and some firms, especially in construction, 
shut down during the holiday week. 


The degree to which average weekly hours decline in December is related to the day of the week 
on which Christmas falls. The decline is greatest when Christmas falls towards the middle of the week 
and least when it falls on a week-end, One reason for this is the tendency to combine Christmas and 
week-end holidays. Another reason for a smaller drop when Christmas falls on a Saturday, as it did 
this month, is that the survey asks respondents to report data for the pay period which ends nearest 
to the last day of the month. Consequently many firms working a 5-day week report a weekly payroll 
for December 27th - 3lst, dates which minimize the effect of the holiday.

NOTES 


General. — The monthly surveys of employment 
and weekly payrolls relate to all branches of the 
following industrial divisions: forestry, mining, 
manufacturing, transportation, storage and com- 
munication, construction, public utilities, trade, 
finance, insurance and real estate, and to certain 
groups of the service industry, mainly hotels, 
restaurants, laundries and dry cleaning plants, 
recreational and business services. The surveys do 
not cover firms usually employing less than 15 
persons, of which the number is very large in 
relation to their employment totals. Establishments 
reducing their staffs below this minimum are not 
necessarily removed from the mailing list. Data are 
requested for all classes of employees, irrespec- 
tive of their functions in the business; statistics 
for the owners are excluded. Employers operating 
in two or more lines of business, or in different 
provinces or cities, are asked to furnish separate 
monthly returns for their establishments in the 
different units. 


1. Coverage. — Virtual limitation of the surveys 
to firms with staffs of 15 and over results in a 
large and relatively even coverage of total em- 
ployment in the included industries in most of 
the provinces and in the urban areas. The in- 
dustrial representation, though large, is more 
uneven, the proportion of employees’ covered 
depending upon the organization of particular 
industries in larger or smaller units of operation. 
Complete information respecting the area and 
industry distributions of the working population 
is available only when the Decennial Censuses 
are taken, at place of residence. In 1951, data 
were not segregated for paid workers actually at 
work. Estimates of coverage that can be made are 
therefore conservative because they relate em- 
ployees of reporting firms to all paid workers with 
jobs, including those absent from work without pay 
who would not be included in the monthly statistics 
of employment and payrolls. Estimates of coverage 
according to industrial divisions for Canada and 
the provinces are given in the first columns of 
Tables 3 and 4, 


In these estimates, the Census figures for 
automobile repair have been moved from manufac- 
turing to trade, since a large proportion of such 
work is carried on in retail establishments which 
do not furnish separate data for their sales and 
repair staffs. 


In three industries (construction in Nova Scotia 
and New Brunswick, transportation in Manitoba and 
public utility operation in British Columbia) the 
provincial proportions exceed 100 p.c., due to 
classification differences between the Census and 
the monthly surveys of establishments. This situ- 
ation in construction in two provinces is probably 
due to short-term employment afforded by reporting 
highway construction establishments to workers 
whose main occupation is farming, in which they 
would be enumerated by the Census. Inclusion of 


some railway employees reported monthly in 
Manitoba, who were elsewhere enumerated in the 
Census, results in a proportion of over 100 p.c. in 
the transportation, storage and communication 
group in that province. The high figure in public 
utility operation in British Columbia is likely a 
result of inclusion of employees in that industry 
who would be shown in either construction or 
transportation by the Census. 


The following table contains provincial esti- 
mates of coverage of total wage-earners and 
salaried employees in all industries, including 
those in agriculture, government, education, 
health and other classes excluded from the monthly 
surveys, aS well as paid workers in the industries 
that are included. The general estimate for Canada 
was 62 p.c.

It is important to note that the statistics of 
employees covered, as published in the monthly 
and annual reports, do not represent estimates of 
total numbers of paid workers in specified areas or 
industries, but show only the distributions of men 
and women on the staffs of the co-operating em- 
ployers in the indicated periods, including their 
full-time, part-time and casual employees. 


2. The Questionnaire used in the monthly 
surveys asks employers to state the number of 
wage-earners and salaried employees drawing pay 
in the last pay periods in the months, with their 
payroll disbursements in the same periods. The 
request for statistics for the last pay period in 
the month only is designed to prevent duplication 
in the employment count where individuals may 
appear on the payrolls of more than one employer 
in a period of several weeks. The workers reported 
are not necessarily employed for a period of a 
week, by any one establishment or by more than 
one. Workers on strike during the reported pay 
periods are not included in the statistics unless 
they draw pay from their employer; for example, 
take paid holidays during the dispute. Workers 
laid off without pay during the pay period as an 
indirect effect of industrial disputes are not 
counted as employed. 


Employees and earnings are grouped according 
to the duration of their pay periods—monthly, 
semi-monthly, fortnightly, weekly, etc. Gross pay- 
rolls are requested before deductions are made 
for taxes, unemployment insurance contributions, 
etc. Overtime payments, cost-of-living allowances, 
commissions, incentive and production bonuses 
are included, as are payments for absences with 
pay in the reported pay periods. The statistics do 
not include employers’ contributions to unem- 
ployment insurance, workmen’s compensation 
and other welfare plans, nor do they include 
amounts paid for pensions, retirement gratuities, 
bonuses paid at irregular or infrequent intervals, 
and various other supplementary labour costs. 


3. The Processing. —Statistics of wages and 
salaries reported for any period exceeding a week 
are reduced for tabulation purposes to one week’s 
proportion of the totals, the numerators of the 
fractions used for this purpose being 5, 6 or 7 
days, depending upon the number of days per week 
on which the establishment operated in the pay 
period; the denominators of the fractions are the 
numbers of working days in the different pay 
periods. For employees paid at annual or monthly 
rates, whose earnings are not affected by varia- 
tions in the number of working days in the month, 
fixed proportions are used to reduce the earnings 
to a weekly basis, irrespective of the length of the 
calendar month. The sums resulting from these 
various calculations are then aggregated to give 
the total amounts which would be paid for services 
rendered in one week by the employees of the co- 
operating firms. 


4. The Tabulation. — Data tabulated each month 
show the numbers of women and of workers of both 
sexes drawing pay from the estabiishments fur- 
nishing returns and their weekly payrolls, with 
similar information for employees of the same 
firms a month earlier, and in the base period 
(1949). The statistics first published for each 
month are preliminary; re-tabulation of the data 
on the succeeding month’s tabulation permits in- 
corporation of revisions in the material originally 
tabulated and inclusion of returns received too 
late for the preliminary tabulation. 


5. The Index Numbers. — The index numbers of 
employment and payrolls represent the percentage 
relationships between employees of establishments 
currently furnishing data and_ their aggregate 
weekly earnings, and the corresponding 1949 
averages of these employees. The 1949 figures of 
employment and payrolls for firms which have 
since gone out of business are continued in the 
basic averages; firms or branches opening for busi- 
ness since 1949 are tabulated with zero base 
figures. The basic averages of establishments 
which operated in 1949 but have since been added 


to the mailing list, are incorporated in the base 
figures from the date when their co-operation was 
first obtained. The index numbers of average 
weekly wages and salaries relate the average 
earnings of persons employed by the reporting firms 
at a given date to the average earnings of their 
employees in 1949. 


6. The Weekly Wages and Salaries. — The statis- 
tics of average weekly earnings result from the 
division of the aggregate weekly wages and 
salaries disbursed in the last pay periods in the 
month by the co-operating establishments, by the 
number of their full time and part-time employees 
in the same periods. The figures represent gross 
earnings, before deductions are made for unemploy- 
ment insurance contributions, taxes, etc. In addi- 
tion to basic wages and salaries, the earnings 
include overtime payments, shift premiums, com- 
missions, cost-of-living, incentive and production 
bonuses, and other bonuses paid at frequent in- 
tervals. They also include amounts paid employees 
absent on leave with pay during the reported pay 
periods, i.e., during vacations, statutory holidays, 
sick leave, etc. 


The earnings do not include the value of free 
board and lodging and other perquisites, employers’ 
contributions to welfare funds such as workmen’s 
compensation, pension, and unemployment insur- 
ance funds and supplementary unemployment 
benefits. Also excluded are the cost to employers 
of certain other employee benefits, such as bonuses 
paid at irregular or infrequent intervals, (e.8., 
annual bonuses), and retirement gratuities. 


The revised figures of earnings in the monthly 
reports incorporate retroactive pay for one month, 
corrections in the material originally tabulated, 
and data received too late for inclusion in the 
first tabulation; for the most part, such adjust- 
ments are not carried back for more than one 
month. 


7. Hourly Earmings.— Statistics of average hours 
and average hourly and weekly earnings of wage- 
earners for whom co-operating employers keep 
record of hours worked are contained in the monthly 
reports ‘‘Man-Hours and Hourly Earnings’’. 


8. Urban Area Statistics. — Urban area statistics 
published in the present report include data for 
establishments situated in the urban areas as 
defined in the 1956 Census Bulletin 1-6, ‘‘Popu- 
lation — Incorporated Cities, Towns and Villages,”’ 
except that the St. Catharines statistics include 
Port Colborne and Welland in addition to the 
defined urban area. Statistics given in the report 
for urban areas not defined in the above —named 
publication include Preston with Galt.

FOOTNOTES 


Most of the footnotes are lists of names of industries that appear in the Standard Industrial Classification Manual 
which are grouped under special titles in employment and payroll publications. In some industries, the group breakdown 
shown in the tables is less extensive than in the Standard Industrial Classification; figures for the omitted categories 
however, are contained in the group totals. 

(a) Gold mining includes alluvial gold mining; auriferous quartz mining. 


(b) Other metal mining includes copper-gold-silver mining; iron mining; nickel-copper mining; silver-coba!t mining; 
silver-lead-zinc mining; miscellaneous metal mining. 


(c) Non-metal mining includes non-metal mining; quarrying, clay and sand pits. 

(d) Other beverages includes carbonated beverages; wines. 

(f) Other leather products includes leather gloves and mittens; leather tanneries; miscellaneous leather products. 
(g) Saw and planing mills includes plywood and veneer mills; sash, door and planing mills; sawmills. 

(h) Other wood products includes boxes and baskets (wood); morticians’ goods; miscellaneous wood products. 

(i) Other paper products includes paper boxes and bags; roofing papers; miscellaneous paper products. 

(j) Machinery manufacturing includes household, office and store machinery; machine tools; machinery, n.e.c.’ 


(k) Non-metallic mineral products includes abrasive products; asbestos products; cement, hydraulic; clay products; 
glass and glass products; lime and gypsum products; stone products; concrete products; miscellaneous non- 
metallic mineral products. 


(1) Other chemical products includes explosives, ammunition and pyrotechnics; fertilizers; paints and varnishes; 
soaps, washing and cleaning compounds; toilet preparations; vegetable oi] mills; primary plastics; miscel- 
laneous chemical and allied products. 


(m) Building includes buildings and structures; special trade contractors. General engineering includes other con- 
struction, other than highways, bridges and streets. 


(n) Water transportation includes water transportation; services incidental to water transportation. 


(0) Electric and motor transportation includes bus and coach transportation-interurban; urban and suburban transpor- 
tation systems; taxicab; truck transportation; services incidental to transportation; other transportation. 


(p) Urban and interurban transportation includes bus and coach transportation-interurban; urban and suburban trans- 
portation systems. 


(q) Other public utilities includes gas manufacture and distribution; water and sanitary services; other public 
utilities. 


(t) Industrial Machinery includes machine tools; machinery, n.e.c. 


(s) The Northwest Territories with the exception of Baffin Island are included in Alberta. Baffin Island is included 
in Quebec. The Yukon Territories is included in British Columbia. 


(t) Synthetic textiles and silk includes synthetic filament yarn and staple fibre; spun yarn and fabric. 


(u) Durable goods manufacturing includes wood, iron and steel, transportation equipment, non-ferrous metal, elec- 
trical apparatus and supplies and non-metallic minerals. The non-durable group includes the remaining manu- 
facturing industries. 


(v) Service includes hotels, restaurants, laundries, dry cleaning plants, business, recreational services and miscel- 
laneous services. Government, community and health services are not covered. 


(w) Estimates of coverage are based on comparisons of data for 1951 with Population Census Statistics. For details, 
see notes on page i, 
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
